‘i. E ebb and flow of 

the tide of art dis- 
close in each century, 
not in each decade, 
certain tendencies— 
land-marks upon the 
sands of time— 
and as regularly 
blot them out. 
The surface 
over which the 
waves of tem- 
porary forget- 
fulness roll re- 
mains the same, 
however; and 
after nearly a 
century of 
strenuous real- 
ism and the 
production of 
multitudinous canvases from which the 
decorative element was banished, there is 
a reassertion of the principle established 
when art was voung, that the chief function 
of a work of art is to beautify, to decorate, 
the space within which it is produced, and, 
by extension, the space surrounding it. 
Among the various art ‘‘movements’’ which 
have arisen within the United States since 
we have thought upon the subject of art, 
none has had a wider significance or has held 
more promise of lasting achievement than 
the present interest in the decoration of 
our buildings, public and private. In the 
latter, for twenty years, occasional efforts 
have been made. In public buildings the 
movement is so new that the decorations 
at the World’s Columbian Exposition at 
Chicago may be said to have marked its 
initial step. ‘This work was above all 
fraught with significance for our people, 
as the painters were all native to our soil. 
The Public Library at. Boston and the 
Congressional Library at Washington were 
next in turn, the latter especially offering 
opportunities to a number of our best men, 
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some of whom had, by work at Chicago 
and elsewhere, proved their fitness for the 
task, while others made therein their first 
effort at decorative work. ‘The panels in 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer in New 
York, due to the initiative of the Munici- 
pal Art League, and a number of decora- 
tions in our newer hotels, enlarge the list. 
At present public interest is aroused, and 
it is not optimistic to foresee a time near 
at hand when no building of architectural 
pretensions will be erected without calling 
on the decorative artist to add to and com- 
plete the work by painting or sculpture 
which will not only beautify the edifice, 
but serve to accentuate the purpose for 
which it is designed. 

The time is propitious, therefore, to 
consider, with too much brevity unfortu- 
nately, the work of three men who typi- 
cally represent the best of modern decora- 
tive art, and by whose efforts largely the 
spirit of decoration has been kept alive, 
while the attention of their compeers has 
been virtually monopolized in the effort to 
attain a standard of truth to nature. Be- 
fore considering the works of Baudry, 
Puvis de Chavannes, and Galland, it may 
be well briefly to explain the purposes of 
decorative painting in contradistinction to 
the detached easel picture. 

In the practice of the earliest painters 
every picture was decorative, inasmuch as 
it was either painted in or for a special 
place. The easel picture, which repre- 
sents an unrelated effort on the part of the 
painter to depict a scene or a subject in- 
dependently of such special emplacement, 
is of comparatively modern growth. The 
little pictures which were the characteris- 
tic productions of the Holland painters 
were an exception to this rule, and from 
them, no doubt, the custom of holding ex- 
hibitions and of forming collections of 
paintings grew. Of so recent a date is 
this custom, however, that though painting 
was practised in Egypt, and the houses of 
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EARLY DECORATIVE PAINTING 
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Pompeii were decorated, the first exhibi- 
on of paintings dates from the middle of 
the last century. 
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The desire to beautify 
one’s surroundings, which led the cave- 
dweller to decorate his bone implements, 


gave painting its first and its most le; 


rifi- 
mate impulse. With the practice of the 
art, principles were established. It was 


seen that a painting on a wall surface 
must have a relation to its environment, a 
certain architectural fitness. It was obvi- 
ous that the representation of great dis- 
tances between intervening objects in the 
picture would make, as it were, a hole in 
the wall which the architect desired to 
have retain its character as a partial sup- 
port to the ceiling. The lines and the 


masses of a decorative composition must 


also be so studied as not to conflict with 
the lines or the masses designed by the 
architect to give grace, solidity, or im- 
pressiveness to his construction, That 


which was true of the greater was equally 
applicable to the lesser; for the early 
painters were not always occupied with 
cathedral vaults or palace ceilings. Their 
work was censtantly demanded for the 
decoration of all manner of articles of 
daily use; everything which offered a sur- 
face for the artist’s handicraft was deco- 
rated, as we are happily commencing anew 
to decorate to-day. [The character of 
work as regarded its tone or color was 


again subject to the degree of light in 
which it was to be viewed. 
[hese are all limitations, it is true, but 
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they are the limitations by which art has 
grown in meaning, and within them the 
painter has before him the whole vast field 
of natural beauty and human emotion. 
When opportunity comes to him, it is with 
a generous hand. ‘The spaces to be filled 
are ample, his creations can move witl 
within their limits, the suggestion of his 
theme is half indicated by the purpose of 
the building; the disposition of his groups, 
the lines of his composition, are dictated 
by the architectural surroundings; and the 
work which he does will remain in the 
light for which it was designed. More- 
over—and this to the modern artist is of the 
gravest import—he enters into the great 
family of artists who have been men of 
mark in the past, his work takes on a more

general character than is possible for the 
picture, which, slave in the 
market, awaits the chance purchaser. In 
decorative work the qualities of mind and 
character find full scope, and from a great 
wall space an artist can well hope to send 
a message to his fellow-men of coming 
ages that will entitle him to a place among 
the workers who have made the world.

Here, in 1844, he 
became the pupil of Drolling, and though 
his little allowance was later somewhat 
augmented by the departmental author- 
ities, he lived a life of hardship, supported 
by the fervor of his ambition and industry. 
He had the determination to occupy one 
of the places of honor which are freely 
accorded to great painters in France, and 
later in life in one of his letters he recalls 
that, on the night when he left his native 
town, he stopped before a statue erected 
in honor of one of his townsmen and 
made a childish vow that he in his turn 
would reflect honor on his birthplace. His 
courage sustained him through two succes- 
sive failures to obtain the Prix de Rome, 
which was won at the third trial in 1850. 
In the life of Baudry written by Charles 
Ephrussi and published (in French) by Lu- 
dovic Baschet, Paris, 1887, are given many 
of his letters, and nothing speaks more 
clearly of the distinguished intelligence of 
Baudry than the charm of his writing and 
the extent of his culture, which is sur- 
prising considering the fact that from the 
age of thirteen he had no other education 
than that acquired in the leisure of his art 
studies. 

To follow Baudry through his career 
step by step is denied me here, but from 


the first, in Rome, he was gradually form-. 


ing the basis of a style which availed him 
when, long after his return to Paris, he was 
given the most important decorative com- 
mission of modern times, comprising thirty- 
three separate panels, including three large 
ceiling panels, a painted surface of five 
hundred square metres. This commis- 
sion, given in 1865, was for the foyer of the 
Paris Grand Opera, and before that time, 
and since his return from Rome in 1857, 
Baudry had become celebrated as a painter 
of portraits, of figure pictures, and had 
executed a number of minor decorations. 
Before commencing the Opera decora- 
tions, Baudry returned to Rome, in 1864, 
and there made a series of full-sized cop- 
ies of the prophets, colossal figures forming 
part of Michael Angelo’s frescos in the 











Sistine Chapel. The year 1868 found him 
in London, copying the cartoons of Ra- 
phael at Hampton Court, still bent on 
preparation for his great work. In 1870 
he was again in Italy, but the war with 
Germany called him home, and it was not 
until its close, and after serving in the army 
during the conflict, that he began the final 
work for the Opera, which occupied him 
until 1874. ‘The entire series was then ex- 
hibited in the Ecole des Beaux Arts be- 
fore being placed in position in the foyer 
of the Opera. 

If I only consulted my recollection of 
this series at that time I would be tempted 
to consider them the crowning achieve- 
ment of Baudry’s life. And to a degree 
they are this, undoubtedly. Frequent 
study of the complete decoration in place, 
however, and the after development of the 
painter would incline me to give this work 
my warmest admiration without the added 
grace of the respect, coupled with admira- 
tion, due to a painter who has added a new 
and more personal quality to that of the 
complete mastery shown in the decoration 
of the Opera. 

Baudry had been, up to this time, a most 
admirable student, had accepted the tenets 
of the Academy, and, with the classic influ- 
ence of Rome, had so profited by them as 
to have become a nineteenth century Ra- 
phael. The characterization is only 
chronologically correct, however, for of 
the nineteenth century but little had ap- 
peared in his work. I am here only con- 
sidering him as a decorative painter, and 
must perforce leave out of consideration 
his portraits and pictures, which would 
not however (save that his portraits 
were admirably characteristic and conse- 
quently contemporaneous in all except 
method of painting) change the limitation. 
From the time, however, when he left 
the lofts in the Opera House, where he 
had lived in the company of his great can- 
vases for over four years, he was changed. 
He had served his apprenticeship, and from 
that time dared be himself. Surely no 
man had ever done so brilliant, so noble a 
*prentice task, but from its inception he had 
been under the yoke of the ancients, and 
now he took his place beside them. 

Unfortunately, no work of like magni- 
tude came his way during the rest of his 
life, and the evidence in support of my view 
can only be found in detached fragments, 
though even these fragmentary works are 
of considerable scope. He was given a 
commission for the Panthéon, a series of 
panels portraying the life of Joan of Arc, 
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however, he was but thirteen years old 
when he was placed with the only artist of 
the little town, one Sartoris, who, a mason 
by trade, had nevertheless, from his love 
of art, succeeded in studying for a couple 
of years in Paris.

He was given a 
commission for the Panthéon, a series of 
panels portraying the life of Joan of Arc, 
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which from the slight sketches which he 
had made before his death would have 
been a larger page of the same character 
as ‘‘ The Abduction of Psyche,’’ here re- 
produced, and the ** Vision of St. Hubert,”’ 
and would have formed a worthy pendant 
for the noble St. Geneviéve of Puvis de 
Chavannes in the same building. But the 
close of the Opera work had found him 
bankrupt in health and in pocket, and the 
man who had passed eight years in the 
preparation and production of this colossal 
work had been so poorly paid ($28,000) 
that we find him borrowing five hundred 
francs from his friend, Charles Garnier, 
the architect of the Opera, in order to fol- 
low his physician’s orders and go to 
Egypt. He had many charges. He had 
cared for the education of his brothers and 
sisters (of whom he had eleven!), and for 
years Paris had besieged his doors with 
commissions for portraits and easel pic- 
tures. A number of these occupied the 
next few years, though not to the exclu- 
sion of decorative work; the ‘* Glorification 
of the Law,’’ for the ceiling of the Court of 
Cassation, and ceilings for Mr. W. K. and 
Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt’s houses in New 
York, being produced in 1881 and 1882. 
Through all this work, the portraits not 
excepted, the new Baifdry appears. His 
color takes on a crystalline clearness ; the 
sense of light and air, those essentially 
nineteenth century conquests, predomi- 
nates. A charming composition represent- 
ing Diana driving away a too inquisitive 
cupid, appears to have been used by the 
painter as atest of his progress. In the 
exhibition held after his death in 1886, at 
the Ecole des Beaux Arts, there were, if 
my memory serves me, no less than five 
replicas of this subject, repeating sub- 
stantially the same composition, the first 
painted in 1857 and the last shortly before 
his death. The earliest in date was a 
charming picture, full of grace and senti- 
ment, which might, however, have been 
painted by an Italian of the Renaissance 
period. But the last, in its frank recogni- 
tion of the truth of out-of-door effect, could 
only have been painted in this century— 
and by Baudry. One of his later works, 
in 1884, was ** The Abduction of Psyche,”’ 
executed for the palace of the Duc d’Au- 
male at Chantilly, and it is one of his best. 
It has the charm which was Baudry’s 
greatest quality and which in no manner 
takes away from his power. Charm to the 
degree here typified stands on the plane of 
qualities dignified by graver names, but no 
more difficult of achievement and no less 
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rare in art, and though the painter’s in- 
domitable energy and superb technical 
equipment enabled him to acquire these 
other and alleged greater qualities, they 
were acquisitions, and he was at his best 
—as lesser men may be—when he was 
himself. With many years of work appar- 
ently before him, which in his case meant 
further development, he died, after a short 
illness, on the 17th of January, 1886. 

Pierre-Cécile Puvis de Chavannes, stand- 
ing in as high a place as Baudry, forms a 
complete contrast and gives new proof of 
the manifold manifestations of the art in- 
stinct. The contrast of his work is carried 
out by the circumstances of his life. Born 
at Lyons on December 14, 1824, of a fam- 
ily in easy circumstances, he was thirty- 
five years of age before he exhibited his 
first picture at the Salon in 1859. ‘This 
does not appear to have been decorative 
in character, but in 1861 he commenced a 
series of decorations for the museum at 
Amiens which were finished five years later. 
A large picture of a semi-decorative style 
was the first of his works of which I had 
personal knowledge. It was exhibited in 
the Salon of 1873, and it was not strongly 
marked with the characteristics which we 
have come to regard as the distinctive 
marks of the master. The following year, 
1874, he exhibited the ‘‘ Victory of Charles 
Martel over the Saracens,’’ now in the 
City Hall of Poitiers, a panel marked by 
all the simplicity of drawing and delicacy 
of tone of his later work, but withal so 
little understood by the critics and public 
that to avow an appreciation of its merits 
was the signal for a hot discussion. Many 
years later, in 1892, I was so fortunate as 
to know the great painter slightly, and on 
my explaining that my admiration for his 
work dated back to the time when with 
Charles Martel I had ‘broken lances’ 
for victory with the unbelievers, he laughed 
and said: ‘‘ Many lances were broken be- 
fore my works received the slightest com- 
mendation, and for many years with each 
successive Salon I enjoyed the distinction 
of being the chief target for the critics’ 
arrows.”’ 

In 1876-77, however, Paris saw, for the 
first time, one of his works in place, the 
series representing the infancy of St. Ge- 
neviéve in the Panthéon, and then, to the 
credit of Paris be it said, the triumph was 
complete. The reproduction in these 
pages will, to a degree, enable the reader 
to appreciate the distinctly mural character 
ofthework. The panels are placed on the 
wall of the nave of the Panthéon, in a vast 
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One of the panels in the corridor of the Hotel de Ville (City Hall) of Paris, depicting the industries of the city 


interior of light yellowish-gray stone almost 
unrelieved by ornament of any description. 
They are separated from the wall only by 
a painted border of conventionalized laurel 
leaves, and are intersected by huge half 
columns projecting from the walls. Inthe 
midst of the vast gray structure the panels 
fit admirably. 

While Baudry’s decorations were con- 
ceived in the spirit of the later Italian 
Renaissance, which, anxious to display a 
wealth of acquired knowledge of light and 
shade and perspective, frequently over- 
stepped the limits of mural treatment, Pu- 
vis de Chavannes’s work traces its descent 
from the primitive masters of Tuscany, 
who, happily inspired, never violated these 
laws. Much has been written of Puvis’s in- 
heritance from these masters, and the cur- 
rent in the sea of art which bears his bark 
undoubtedly flows from that direction. 
But the current has borne the later artist 
to fair and strange lands which he has 
made his own. Thisis no timid navigator 
of the fourteenth century, but a hardy 
mariner of our own day, fully equipped 
with the knowledge of our time. His use 
of landscape alone proclaims him a fol- 
lower of Corot rather than of Benozzo 
Gozzoli. Great draughtsman of the human 
figure in the complete sense that Baudry 
was he is not, and in the earlier works, 


where he was apparently solicitous of con- 
ciliating academic standards, his drawing 
is that of the careful student, correct but 
more interesting from the glimmer of per- 
sonality which transpires: a correctness 
devoid of freedom. In his later work the 
whole impression is to him of so much more 
importance than any part that we find 
figures of great nobility of aspect, of essen- 
tially characteristic silhouette, deficient 
in details of form or of faulty construc- 
tion. It can only be said that we must 
take his work as a whole to much the same 
degree as we do that of Millet, with whom 
he has certain resemblances. For the rest, 
he is wholly admirable. No decorator of 
any time has had a more instinctive sense in 
composition of what in architecture would 
be called the voids and the solids. The 
disposition in his case of masses of figures 
or of objects relieved by spaces void of 
accent is uniformly happy and of great 
variety. Hesucceeds as no other decorator 
has done in giving an impression of vast 
space and distance by a scheme of attenu- 
ated light and shade, never approaching 
the brightest light or the deepest shadow, 
but conveying the sense of the diffused light 
of day in a manner which the most rabid 
plein-airist might envy, without disturbing 
the surface of the wall on which his tran- 
quil vision bathed in delicate color rests, 
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We are fortunate in possessing in the 
Boston Public Library one of Puvis de 
Chavannes’s works, in a position accessible 
to the general public, and if my reader 
will approach this work with a realizing 
sense of the purpose of a wall painting, 
untrammeled by a prejudice in favor of 
painting which seeks to impress by a wax- 
work fidelity to reality, he will appreciate 
the merits of a work nobly conceived, sim- 
ply executed, and absolutely decorative in 
character. 

In the Panthéon, in close proximity to 
the work of Puvis de Chavannes, is a 
similar decoration by another great painter, 
Jean Paul Laurens. It is perhaps his cap- 
ital-work, and, like that of Puvis, is con- 
ceived and carried out in a masterly fash- 
ion. The contrast is forcible, and to the 
detriment of Laurens, who has remained 
the painter of realistic tendencies which 
a long line of pictures has proclaimed him 
to be. Here the gamut of color and light 
and shade is carried from the top to the 
bottom of the scale, with the result that we 
look from the pale walls of the building 
into a cave where a scene of real life is 
being enacted, which we follow in the ob- 
scurity and find interesting as a picture 
but not as a decoration. In intensity of 
significance it loses even in comparison 
with the decoration of Puvis, which is 
clear as to its meaning at the first glance, 
while the very success of Laurens in giving 
the impression of a crowded room leads 
the eye by an infinity of details away from 
the dominant actor in the scene. 

Curiously enough, the same impression 
is given by the work of a trained decorator 
within the same walls. Galland, who, by 
training as a scene painter and as an archi- 
tect and as a most thorough student and 
designer of ornament, had fitted himself as 
an all-round decorator, failed when called 
upon to rival Puvis de Chavannes on the 
walls of the Panthéon. His decoration, a 
scene from the life of St. Denis, is crowded 
and unintelligible, filled with charming 
figures, taken singly, but so confused that 
the quality of a decoration, which should 
arrest and instantly satisfy the beholder, is 
lost. Fortunately, this isa single instance 
of failure on the part of a man who counted 
many successes. His place is a minor one, 
for with all the store of decorative knowl- 
edge which he possessed, his personality as 
an artist was less than that of Baudry or 
of Puvisde Chavannes. He was, however, 
more thoroughly trained for the work of a 
decorator than either of these, and was 
as capable of conceiving and executing a 
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scheme of decoration of purely orna- 
mental character as of covering success- 
fully great wall spaces in which the human 
figure played the chief part. jorn of 
French parents at Geneva, in Switzerland, 
July 15, 1822, he died in Paris on the 
morning of December 1, 1892, having 
passed away in his sleep. Within the time 
comprised within these two dates he had 
accomplished a vast amount of work, too 
great to even enregister here. Paris, 
London, St. Petersburg, and New York 
(in the house of the late W. H. Vanderbilt) 
are all indebted to him for decorative 
work. With a sincere love for decoration 
in all its branches, he gave the same atten- 
tion to ornament as to the figure, and bya 
course of study under Labrouste in the 
school of architecture in the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts he had mastered the princi- 
ples of the ‘‘mother of arts’’ to such a 
degree that he was constantly called upon 
to do work of a purely ornamental charac- 
ter in conjunction with architects. The 
series of beautiful borders which surround 
the pictured decorations of the Panthéon 
were designed by him, and the corridors of 
the new H6tel de Ville of Paris have, from 
his hand, a most beautiful series of inter- 
lacing ornaments, in the midst of which are 
designs representing the trades of the city, 
while circular medallions of admirably de- 
signed nude figures represent the sciences. 

Galland was influential in founding and 
sustaining the Museum of Decorative Art 
in Paris, and conducted in the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts a school for training decora- 
tive painters. He made also numerous 
designs for tapestry which were carried out 
at the governmental works of the Gobe- 
lins. In all he was, perhaps, the best 
trained decorator that the world has 
seen, for no man of ancient or modern 
times has possessed so complete an educa- 
tion in all the branches of the art, as 
among the ancients the means for its ac- 
quirement were not so thoroughly estab- 
lished as in modern times, and among the 
moderns none other has possessed the 
courage or the capacity to be equally ver- 
satile. That this very quality may not be 
answerable for the lack of the personal 
note which prevented him from leaving a 
masterpiece comparable to the foyer of 
the Opera by Baudry or the greatest work 
by Puvis de Chavannes, is a question. His 
qualities, however, are those which it be- 
hooves the student to acquire, and his ex- 
ample is to be commended at a time when 
our walls are being prepared for the deco- 
rator to come.

Unprejudiced by my affection for 
him, I think he was the noblest animal I 
have ever known. Stately, high-bred, in- 
telligent, and lovable, he was ‘‘a gentle- 
man and a scholar’’ from the jet of his 
handsome muzzle to the tip of his tawny 
tail. 

We ran down the Mediterranean to the 
Straits with a fair, fast wind, feeling, as we 
passed the fortress, that we were well 
started on our voyage. But outside, on 
the ocean, AZolus became capricious, as is 
his wont, and bestowed his favors else- 
where. From that time on, until the fifth 
of December, we loitered sadly and un- 
eventfully, with light northerly winds. On 
the morning of that day, however, the 
breeze freshened somewhat, the smooth 
surface of the sea began to glitter with 
little ripples, our spirits rose with the pros- 
pect, and soon after nine o’clock we sighted 
a sail about three points off the port bow

were within hailing distance, Taking the 
glass, I made her out to be a smart-looking 
and beautifully modelled craft, and after a 
few minutes I read the name in gilt let- 
ters on her quarter as ** Emily Brand.”’ 
Except her jib and a staysail, she had not 
a stitch of canvas set. As I looked she 
impressed me with a sense of deathlike 
stillness, desolation, and mystery, and I 
could see that her wheel was loose, and 
that there was no one on her deck. The 
slight breeze that still prevailed was from 
the north, and the brigantine was on the 
starboard tack, while the yacht, as she had 
been for several days, was on the port 
tack. 

I handed the glass to Drayton, who, 
after a short survey, told Captain Parker 
to hail. The captain, as we neared her, 
called repeatedly in stentorian tones, but 
no answer came, and no sign of life ap- 
peared on board the strange vessel. Fi- 
nally, when within three hundred yards of 
her, we shortened sail, had a boat lowered 
away, and Drayton and I, with the first 
mate of the ‘‘ Nomad’’ and two seamen, 
rowed alongside. Slowly drifting to lee- 
ward, she was barely moving, and Jamie- 
son, the mate, clambeted aboard by the 
gear of the bowsprit. He threw us a line, 
and, making the boat fast, we quickly 
followed him. He and the two men went 
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forward, while Drayton and I, crossing 
the deck to the companionway, which we 
found open, entered the cabin. It was 
empty. ‘The men forward likewise find- 
ing no one, we all five searched the vessel 
fore and aft, and high and low. ‘There 
was not a living being besides ourselves 
on board. She had evidently been de- 
serted. But why? She was seemingly 
perfectly sound, and we failed to discover 
the least apparent cause for her abandon- 
ment. Her hold was exceptionally dry, 
there not being as much bilge in it as 
would filla hogshead. Her cargo consisted 
of casks marked as containing alcohol, all 
of which were stowed in good order and 
condition except one, which had been 
started. The exterior of the hull above 
the water line did not exhibit the slightest 
trace of damage, nor was there the least 
evidence on the interior that the vessel 
had been repaired in any way or was at 
that time in need of any repairs. 

Among the seamen’s effects were found 
a number of articles of not inconsiderable 
value, going to show that the men were 
comparatively well-to-do and apparently in 
a great measure free from the too common 
prodigality of their class. We also found 
that the vessel was amply provisioned and 
that she had plenty of good water in her 
casks. 

Of her cabin I must say that I had no 
idea there was a merchantman afloat so 
comfortably and attractively equipped in 
this respect. The apartment was large, 
high, and well lighted, with four state- 
rooms opening from it—two forward and 
two aft. On either side, along the bunks, 
were broad, thick hair cushions of crim- 
son stuff.

could not have encountered any stress of 
weather—not even enough, indeed, to up- 
set these lightly balanced articles. 

In the forward port stateroom, under 
the berth, we found an open box contain- 
ing panes of glass packed in hay and 
unbroken. Hanging on the partition 
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opposite the berth, in the starboard state- 
room forward, we found a cutlass of some- 
what ancient pattern, which, on extract- 
ing it from its scabbard, I discovered to 
be stained with what seemed to me to 
be blood. I called Drayton's attention to 
this, and, after examining it, he agreed 
with me and concluded that we had per- 
haps found a clue to the mystery. Later 
along we discovered marks on the main 
rail, apparently of blood, but by that time 
we had been forced to give up the idea 
that there had been any violence on board 
the vessel, by the perfect order in which 
we had found everything on board.

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**] DISTINCTLY SAW A MAN STEP FROM THE RAIL AT THE PORT QUARTER 
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Our charts showed that we had boarded 
the derelict in latitude 38° 20’ north, longi- 
tude 17° 15’ west. In its proper place we 
found her log-book, but her chronometer, 
manifest, and bills of lading were missing. 
The log showed that the last day’s work of 
the vessel had been on the twenty-fourth of 
November, sea time, when the weather had 
allowed an observation to be taken that 
placed her in latitude 36° 56’ north, longi- 
tude 27° 20’ west. The entries on her slate 
log were, however, carried down to eight 
o'clock of the morning of the twenty-fifth, 
at which hour she had passed from west to 
east to the north of the island of St. Mary’s 
(Azores), the eastern point of which then 
bore south-southwest, six miles distant. 
The distance in longitude from the island 
of St. Mary’s to the point at which we fell 
in with the ‘‘ Emily Brand’’ is 7° 54’; the 
corrected distance of the latitude from the 
position last indicated in the log is 1° 18’ 
north; and the brigantine had apparently 
held on her course for ten days after the 
twenty-fifth of November, the wheel being 
loose all the time. But during the period 
from the twenty-fifth of November to the 
fifth of December the wind had been more 
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or less from the north continuously, and it 
appeared to us impossible that the derelict 
could have covered within that time a dis- 
tance of 7° 54’ east, at any rate on the 
starboard tack. ‘The obvious inference 
was, therefore, that she had not been 
abandoned until several days after the last 
entry made in the log. 

Drayton, who was nothing if not practical 
when occasion required, at once set about 
making his arrangements to work our prize 
to Gibraltar. He despatched the mate and 
the two men back to the yacht with orders 
to have Parker select five men from the 
crew, one to be in authority as sailing 
master, and send them aboard the brigan- 
tine prepared to take up their quarters. 
Meanwhile he returned to the cabin to 
look over the log-book again, and some 
papers we had found in the captain’s room, 
and I went forward to poke about in the 
seamen’s quarters, which were to be occu- 
pied by the ‘*‘ Nomad’s”’ men. 

Fifteen minutes later, standing by the 
foremast facing aft, I struck a match to 
light my cigar. As I raised my eyes from 
doing so, I distinctly saw a man step from 
the rail at the port quarter, move quickly 
across the deck, and disappear in the com- 
panionway. At the moment I caught but 
the briefest glimpse of his face and figure; 
but they were not to be forgotten. He 
seemed to have clambered aboard from the 
sea, for he was dripping wet and hatless, 
and his light hair was matted or glued 
about his head and face by the water, while 
his clothes clung to his body and limbs, and 
glistened and dripped in the sunlight. His 
figure was gigantic. His face and trunk 
were bloated or distended, like those of a 
man who has been drowned, and the 
former, without a vestige of color, was 
ghastly horrible and expressionless, even 
to the eyes, beyond the possibility of de- 
scription. I was naturally startled and 
shocked by the suddenness of his appear- 
ance and his extraordinary condition; but 
not so much so that I failed to shout 
‘* Hallo there!’’ as I got sight of him. 
He neither answered nor hesitated; he did 
not even look towards me, but, almost as 
I uttered the words, disappeared, as I have 
said, down the companionway. I hurried 
aft and entered the cabin. There alone, 
with his feet on a chair before him and the 
log-book on his knees, was Drayton, quite 
calm, and half-facing the companionway.

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lock the cabin. We entered it for that 
purpose, and after having secured the 
doors of the staterooms, and closed the 
ports, we turned to leave it, Drayton pre- 
ceding me towards the deck. Half-way 
up the companionway it suddenly occurred 
to me that I had left my cigar-case on 
the table, and I returned to get it. As 
I again stepped into the apartment I saw, 
clearly defined, at the upper end of the 
bunk on the starboard side upon the parti- 
tion, close by the stateroom door, the 
shadow in profile of the face and figure of a 
man. ‘The shadow appeared to be cast by 
some very tall person sitting on the bunk 
to my right, forward; but there was no 
one there, as a matter of course.

Behind 
him and half turned from me, I saw one 
standing who seemed to me to be the orig- 
inal of the shadow, and who, as I looked, 
raised his right arm in the air, and dealt 
the sleeping man a terrible blow at the 
back of the head with a heavy marline- 
spike, crushing the skull and killing the 
victim instantly. No blood followed the 
stroke, and, although, as I have said, the 
room was brilliantly illuminated, I saw no 
shadows. The murderer seized the dead 
man’s body before it fell to the floor, and 
opening the forward door of the state- 
room, which led into the between-decks 
space, passed out, dragging the corpse with 
him, and disappéared in the darkness, 
Almost at once, however, he returned, and 
as he came towards me into the cabin, I 
again recognized the horrible face of the 
giant I had seen cross the deck above in 
the afternoon—the face of the man at 
whose hand I believed that Drayton with 
unerring aim had fired in the open port- 
hole a little while before. He entered the 
apartment, and, following with my eyes 
the direction of his movements, I saw him 
extend his hand and take up from the 
bunk, where he might have been sitting a 
few moments earlier, what appeared to me 
to be a carpenter’s chisel or screw-driver. 
With this he again vanished into the dark- 
ness between-decks. As he did so the for- 
ward door of the stateroom closed behind 
him, and simultaneously the light within 
went out, and the lamps in the cabin were 
relighted, while the doors and portholes, 
skylight, and companion-hatch were, I felt, 
reopened. My hand being still upon the 
dog, I perceived a tremor or shudder pass 
through his entire frame, as with a deep 
sigh he instantly thereafter dashed from 
the cabin to the deck. I heard Drayton’s 
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voice call loudly, ‘‘ Roy! Roy!’’ and then 
a splash in the silent sea. 

Freed from the terrible pressure, I now 

arose blindly to make my own way to the 
deck from the stifling atmosphere of the 
cabin; but the walls and furniture seemed 
to whirl and spin around and around me 
and I remembered no more. 
When I recovered consciousness I was 
again seated in the heavy chair, the cabin 
was cool, and there was the odor of brandy 
about. Drayton was standing over me with 
his hand on my forehead, and I heard the 
tramp of feet on the deck above. I looked 
at my watch, which I had laid open on the 
table several hours earlier, and it told me 
that I had been in the cabin alone with the 
dog but ten minutes at the uttermost.

The remaining hours of the night passed 
without incident. I related to Drayton 
what I had seen in the cabin, and we agreed 
that whatever the power that was exhibiting 
itself on board the brigantine—whether 
human or superhuman, natural or super- 
natural—it was one that we certainly could 
not account for, theorize as we might.

port without difficulty and without further 
incident. A second night passed in her 
cabin by both of us was quiet and unevent-

We made Gibraltar on the morning of 
the thirteenth of December, and immedi- 
ately reporting the circumstances under 
which we had found the ** Emily Brand,”’ 
we turned her over to the authorities. 

The Queen’s Proctor in Admiralty at 
once ordered a special survey of the vessel 
by the surveyor of shipping, assisted by 
the marshal of the court and an expert 
diver. The result of this survey was a re- 
port substantially embodying the facts as 
to the finding of the vessel and her condi- 
tion here related by me. In addition to 
this, however, the stains on the old cutlass 
and on the vessel’s rail were subjected to a 
chemical analysis by which it was proved 
that they were not blood stains, and this 
fact was made an item of the report. 

Upon this unsatisfactory conclusion 
Drayton and I determined to communicate 
to the authorities an account of the almost 
incredible events of our first day and night 
aboard the mysterious vessel. This we 
were enabled to do without making our- 
selves ridiculous, through the good offices 
of the governor of the fortress, to whom 
Drayton was well known. Thereupon a 
second survey was ordered, during which 
the entire cargo was removed. 

At the request of one of the officials en- 
gaged in this second survey, I accompanied 
him aboard the brigantine for the purpose 
of pointing ovt he movements of the phan- 
tom murdere’.

3, The clothing of the unfortunate man 
appeared to have been partially eaten by 
rats. At the time it seemed to me a for- 
tunate thing that it had not been entirely 
destroyed, as otherwise the ring, which had 
been retained in one of the folds, would 
long before have slipped from the bony 
finger to the bottom of the hold, and ren- 
dered positive identification, perhaps, im- 
possible. The skeleton was clean, dry, and 
white, and on further examination we 
found that the back of the skull had been 
fractured, apparently by a blow from a 
club.

ping, to whom her missing captain had 
been well and favorably known. In his 
letter to these gentlemen Drayton had 
asked for such a history of the ‘* Emily 
Brand’’ as her owners were willing and 
prepared to give. He particularly re- 
quired a full account of her missing com- 
pany, and the details of any mutiny or 
other crime that might have occurred on 
board within their knowledge, with a de- 
scription of the participants. At the end 
of about three weeks from the date on 
which the skeleton was found (we in the 
meanwhile having had a run up the Medi- 
terranean and back) a new captain and new 
crew arrived from New York, sent out by 
Messrs. Barnes and Spaulding, to take the 
brigantine on to Genoa, for which port she 
had been originally bound.. The captain, 
Mr. Church, presented himself on board 
the ‘* Nomad’’ the day of his arrival, as 
the bearer of a long letter to Drayton from 
Mr. Barnes, the senior member of the 
owning firm. From that letter I tran- 
scribed the ensuing account of the ‘‘ Emily 
Brand.’’ 

‘The brigantine was built for us about 
two years ago at Portland, Maine. In- 
cluding her present voyage she has made 
four inall. The first two were prosperous, 
and on neither of them did anything out of 
the ordinary run occur. A year ago last 
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November, however, she sailed from this 
port, with a miscellaneous cargo, for Lis- 
bon, taken out by Captain James Blaisdel, 
who had been in our employ for many 
years, and who had commanded her on 
her two preceding voyages. 

‘* Among her crew was a Swede or Nor- 
wegian of the name of Peterson, a gigan- 
tic, ill-favored fellow, who had been in- 
jured in our service some time before by a 
fall from the rigging, in which he sustained 
a severe contusion of the brain. For sev- 
eral months he lay in the hospital here, in 
what was believed to be a hopeless condi- 
tion of imbecility; but finally, having re- 
covered, or apparently recovered, he 
applied for a berth on the ‘ Emily Brand.’ 

‘“On the eleventh of December we re- 
ceived news by cable from Mr. Riggs, the 
mate, of the death of Captain Blaisdel and 
the man Peterson. On the twenty-sixth a 
letter came, giving the particulars, which 
were briefly as follows: About the eighth 
day out from New York Peterson devel- 
oped symptoms of a relapse of his disease 
(caused by the fall), which seemed, how- 
ever, to affect his mind only with a sort 
of intermittent stupor. He exhibited no 
signs of mania or violence, and was capable 
of performing his light duties about one 
half the time. He was accordingly not 
confined, and the master did what he could 
for him, treating him with the utmost kind- 
ness, and advising him to lay off from his 
work. This he did for several days, but 
apparently without beneficial effect. 

““On the night of December 5, Mr. 
Blaisdel turned in at eight bells (twelve 
o'clock). The weather was clear, the wind 
over the port quarter, and the moon lighted 
up the deck. The vessel was then about 
latitude 38° north, longitude 17° west, near 
the point at which you picked herup. Just 
before two bells (one o’clock) the man at 
the wheel saw Peterson, whom he recog- 
nized by his great size, cross the deck 
amidship to the starboard rail and throw 
something into the sea. On being hailed 
by this man, Peterson went aft, and said 
that he had thrown a pair of old shoes over- 
board. He was in his stocking feet. 

‘*In the morning the master failed to 
appear, and after waiting a reasonable 
time the steward knocked at hisdoor. Re- 
ceiving no response, he called Mr. Riggs, 
the mate, who entered the stateroom and 
found it empty. ‘The berth had not been 
occupied. When after a search it became 
evident that the captain could not be 
found, Miller, the man who had taken the 
wheel at midnight, told the mate of Peter- 
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son’s appearance and his conversation with 
him. Peterson was sent for, and found in 
his bunk, apparently sleeping. He was 
aroused, and brought on deck in a very ex- 
cited condition, and on being interrogated 
by Mr. Riggs he became incoherent and 
violent. ‘The mate thereupon ordered two 
of the men to seize him; but as they ap- 
proached to do so, he eluded them, and 
darting to the vessel's side, went over- 
board. They put her about and lowered a 
boat immediately, but he was never seen 
again. It seems clear that in a fit of in- 
sanity he murdered the captain and threw 
his body into the sea during the night. 
How this was accomplished no one knows, 
for no noise was heard, nor were any traces 
of violence found about the vessel. 

*“*On her present voyage Mr. Riggs, 
the former mate, went as master of the ves- 
sel. He was, I believe, thirty-six years 
of age, married, and had one child—a little 
girl of five or six years. It is our custom 
to allow our masters to purchase an inter- 
est in the vessels they command, and Mr. 
Riggs and his wife owned two-sixteenths 
of the ‘Emily Brand.’ He was a man of 
the highest character and thoroughly com- 
petent to go as master. On this last voy- 
age his wife and child accompanied him. 

**T cannot form the slightest conjecture 
concerning the strange disappearance of 
poor Riggs and his family, with all on 
board, and I have but little belief that they 
will ever be heard of again.”’ 

From this letter it became evident that 
the skeleton found up in the between- 
decks space was that of Captain James 
Blaisdel, with whose name the initials en- 
graved in the ring corresponded. 

The remains thus identified were interred 
at Gibraltar. 

Some hope of the rescue of the casta- 
ways was for a time entertained, as it was 
learned that the boat (the brigantine had 
but one) in which they were presumed to 
have left the vessel was a life-boat, new, 
light, and incapable of sinking. Moreover, 
it was known that they could not have en- 
countered any bad weather for many days 
after parting from the *‘ Emily Brand.”’ 
Accordingly the widest publicity was 
given to the fact of their having disap- 
peared, and for more than a year the civil- 
ized world was searched throughout with 
all the facilities at the disposal of our own 
government and that of England, upon 
the chance that they had made some land 
or been picked up by some passing vessel. 
But no trace of the life-boat or of any of 
its occupants was ever discovered.

GRANT'S 


| HAVE just read with great pleasure in 
your January number the vivid pic- 
ture of General Grant’s life at West Point. 
t will undoubtedly recall his own experi- 
ence to every graduate, especially those 
who were there previous to the last few 
years, before the coddling system was in- 
troduced. 

General Grant’s horsemanship was wide- 
ly known. I recall an incident that came 
under my own view and brought this 
knowledge very forcibly to some young 
Italian officers. In the spring of 1878 I 
happened to be in the city of Milan. Re- 
turning to the hotel one afternoon, I saw 
an immense crowd gathered and a group 
of Italian officers mounted, their horses 
grandly caparisoned, themselves decorated 
with the most brilliant of uniforms. In 
front of the doorway, held by three uni- 
formed grooms, was a beautiful blood-bay 
horse, equipped with a new English pig- 
skin saddle. It kept the three busy to re- 
strain his plunges; every moment it seemed 
as if he would leap on top of the holders 
and break away. 

Going into the hotel, I asked what was 
the matter, and was told that General 
Grant was going to review the flower of 
Italy’s army, the pride of all, the flying 
Bersaglieri. ‘Taking my stand in the cor- 
ridor in full view, I waited to see our 
famous general appear. 

In a few minutes I saw the general com- 
ing down the stairs dressed in a plain black 
frock coat and trousers and high silk hat. 
He walked by unnoticed, unannounced, in 
his plain, unpretentious manner, towards 
the door. At this time one of the group 
of officers who had dismounted and were 
standing in the hallway to receive and 
escort him to the restless steed without, 
remarked loud enough for me to over- 
‘“Why does not General Grant 
come ?’ I said, ‘‘ There he goes now,’’ 
pointing proudly to the simply dressed 
figure. ‘They looked at me with a doubt- 
ing laugh, saying, ‘‘ No, that cannot be 
he.’ 

I replied, ‘‘I am a United States officer 
and know him well.”’ 

Meanwhile General Grant. had come to 
a halt, having undoubtedly heard the re- 
marks, as a good-natured smile lurked on 
his face. Finally, one of the officers, 


near, 
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being sufficiently convinced, approached 
and asked if he was General Grant. 
ceiving an affirmative reply, a look of utter 
astonishment overspread their faces; they 
hastened to make amends for their appar- 
ent rudeness, accompanying him to the 
waiting horse, who was making frantic 
efforts to shake himself free from the three 
stalwart grooms. 

A more restless, wicked-appearing horse 
I have seldom seen. I was in mortal fear 
that our general would be speedily thrown 
and crushed to death by the cruel hoofs. 
From the sly winks and nudges that passed 
between these dandyish young officers it 
looked to me very much as if they had as- 
signed to the general of set purpose a 
young, untamable horse that had never 
been ridden. My fears for him were 
somewhat removed when I saw General 
Grant’s eyes lighten up with admiration 
as he gazed upon the horse. Whether it 
was that the general was not well or was 
merely assuming a sort of helplessness, I 
have never been able fully to determine; 
but in mounting he accepted the assist- 
ance of two officers (the horse fully occu- 
pied the attention of the three grooms), 
and from an apparent stiffness had some 
difficulty in getting his right leg over the 
saddle. So soon as he touched the seat, 
however, he grasped the reins, his form 
straightened, and the change in his ap- 
pearance immediately so impressed those 
around with his thorough horsemanship 
that spontaneously a shout of applause 
went up from the crowd. The horse, after 
a few futile plunges, discovered that he 
had his master, and started off in a gentle 
trot. From that time on horse and rider 
were as one being. The Bersaglieri are 
the brag foot-troops of Italy, and perform 
all their manceuvres at a run. For two 
hours, most of the time with his horse at 
a gallop, General Grant kept both mounted 
and foot troops on the move. On his 
return to the hotel I could hear murmurs 
of wonder and admiration from his escort. 
They themselves looked much fatigued, 
but the general appeared as calm and un- 
ruffled as if he had been seated in a rock- 
ing-chair.

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HE vast machinery by which the rev- 

enues of our government are collec- 
ted and disbursed is still that which was 
devised and set in motion by the first 
Secretary of the Treasury. ‘Time andthe 
enormous growth of the nation have 
brought, of course, additions and exten- 
sions, but the system and the methods are 
still those of Alexander Hamilton. It was 
a great work, the work of a fertile and in- 
ventive mind, to organize a machinery so 
effective and yet so elastic that it would 
run for more than a century and work for 
seventy million people as it had done 
in the beginning for less than five. Stat- 
ues have been raised to the memory of 
many men who have done less than this. 
Yet the broad pedestal beside the southern 
steps of the Treasury still waits for the 
statue of the great Secretary to stand guard 
over the department he organized. 

And yet, the organization of the ‘Treas- 
ury Department was the least of Hamil- 
ton’s achievements. His brilliant intel- 
lect left its mark on every part of our 
government, and men to-day carry out his 
policies and administer his system who 
sometimes, it is to be feared, know little 
more about him than his name. Hamil- 
ton’s historical fame has been of slow 
growth, and only gradually has he come 
to the place which belongs to him. His 
untimely death, the triumph of his po- 
litical rival, and the unpopularity and 
downfall, in name at least, of the party 
he had founded and led, all tended at 
the moment to obscure his work and dim 
his fame. It is only as .the years have 
gone by that we have come to see plainly 
that the party of Hamilton, while they 
changed their name, still lived on and 
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By THE Hon. HENRY Cabot LopaGe, 


kept his principles as their creed and 
watchword. At last it is clear that the 
policies he formulated and the doctrines 
he supported have been the prevailing 
American policies. Now it is known to 
all that his methods of administration 
have been employed by friend and foe 
alike from the days of Washington to those 
of McKinley. A hundred years ago 
Hamilton left the Treasury, and at last 
all those who know our history are ready 
to admit, whether they are his followers or 
his opponents, that he was the greatest 
constructive statesman alike in conception 
and in execution that this country has to 
show. 

The policies Hamilton formulated and 
defended, his work as a statesman, and 
his career as a soldier, have all been told 
many times. His work was great, his 
career was brilliant. They cannot be 
studied too much or be described too 
often. Yet, the most remarkable part of 
the story, after all, is the man himself, with 
his life full of romantic incidents and 
startling contrasts. He rose, unaided, 
from obscurity to greatness. ‘To the coun- 
try which he helped to free and lived to 
govern, and upon whose history he left so 
deep an imprint, he came an unknown and 
almost penniless boy in search of an edu- 
cation. Without family or friends to back 
him, he rose rapidly to the highest places 
in the State and allied himself by marriage 
with the oldest and most famous names of 
New York. He fell, in the prime of life, 
before Burr’s pistol, and yet his great 
work was all behind him at an age when 
most statesmen are only beginning to 
reap the results of years of toil and train- 
ing. 
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His birth gave the little island of 
Nevis, in the West Indies, a place in the 
world and its one title to fame. Over 
his parentage hang a mystery and uncer- 
tainty which will now never be cleared up, 
and even the accepted version is full of con- 
tradictions. Yet by that accepted version 
we must abide, and there was much in the 
ardent temper and strong passions, com- 
bined with the cool head and exact 
thought, which suggests the French mother 
and the Scotch father, with the consequent 
mingling of the qualities of the two races. 
Hamilton seems to have had no parental 
care. Who brought him up we do not 
know, and his education appears to have 
been of the rudest and most desultory kind. 

When he was twelve years old we get 
for a moment to firmer ground. At that 
age he was placed in a counting-house, 
and we have a letter from him to a boyish 
friend in which he says: ‘* I am confident, 
Ned, that my youth excludes me from any 
hope of immediate preferment, nor do | 
desire it; but I mean to prepare the way 
for futurity.”’ The extraordinary tone of 
this letter for a boy of twelve, and the 
fact that the next year, when only thir- 
teen, he was put in charge of his master’s 
business, have led some historians to 
question the correctness of January 11, 
as the date of his birth. For this 
Little 
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oubt there seems no good reason. 
as Hamilton knew of his parents or fam- 
ily, he stated his own age explicitly, and

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there is no ground to disbelieve him. 
was unquestionably very precocious. 
he was precocious in a period of precoc- 
ity. It was the age of revolution. ‘The 
mind of the Western world was in a fer- 
ment. The old systems and the old men 
who loved them were being torn up and 
cast into the fire, and triumphant youth 
came forth to carry on the new work of 
new era. Danton and Robespierre 
had scarcely passed the ‘* mezzo cammin ”’ 
of Dante when the evolution devoured 
them. ‘They already had ruled France and 
shaken Europe. St. Just was twenty-six 
when he went to the scaffold, whither he 
had sent so many others. Napoleon was 
twenty-seven when he took command of 
the army of Italy, and among the young 
men who followed his eagles were the fu- 
ture marshals of France. Fox entered 
the House of Commons at nineteen and 
was a member of the Ministry at twenty- 
one. Pitt was Prime Minister and ruled 
England at twenty-five. If we remember 
these things, it is less surprising to find 
Hamilton an orator at seventeen, a bril- 
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liant pamphleteer at eighteen, the author of 
** The Federalist ’’ at thirty, and Secretary 
of the Treasury at thirty-two. In the revo- 
lutionary hotbed of that wonderful time 
genius and talents were forced to an early 
and marvellous maturity. ;

In October, 1772, Hamilton 
landed in Boston. There he 
nally from the darkness which surrounds 
his early years, and from the Boston wharf 
he can be followed step by step through 
his great career to the pitiful end that 
lovely July morning by the banks of the 
Hudson. 

From Boston he went to New York, 
thence to a Elizabethtown in 
New Jersey; thence to New York again 
to King’s College, way 
through his studies with little regard to 
classes, but with a devouring eagerness to 
have done with preparation and get upon 
the field of action. He had not long to 
wait. The world was out of joint, and 
Hamilton, unlike Hamlet, a man of action, 
was quite prepared to do his share in set- 
ting it right. Some one noticed him at 
this time and set down his remembrance 
afterward, giving us a pleasant glimpse of 
the little West Indian student; small of 
stature, slight, with dark eyes, pacing up 
and down the Battery of an afternoon for 
exercise, and talking to himself. Mean- 
time the throb of the great movement was 
growing stronger, and the roll of the drums, 
beating the march which was to shake the 
world, was drawing nearer, for it was here 
in the remote English Colonies that the 
beginning was to be made and the old 
order changed. ~ 

There was a meeting in the fields of New 
York in 1774 to advocate the patriot 
cause. The expected orators spoke, and 
when they had finished a boy of seventeen 
pressed up from the crowd and took the 
platform, hesitated for a moment and then 
poured forth an eager speech, saying 
those things which he thought were still 
unspoken. What he said has vanished 
like the people to whom he spoke. We 
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only know that his speech was a success, 
that the crowd cheered ‘*‘ the collegian’”’ 
and that a great speaker then and there 
made his first speech. The boyish figure 
with the dark eyes and the eager speech 
stands out very clearly to us on that au- 
tumn day when he made his entrance on 
the stage of American history, a much 
more memorable event than any of his 
hearers guessed. ‘The step was not taken 
lightly. Hamilton’s instinctive prejudices 
drew him to the ministerial side, the side 
of power and order. His youth, his heart, 
his reason, his ambition, his sense of jus- 
tice carried him to the other side, where he 
rightly belonged. 

The next year he came out as a writer in 
two very able and admirably written pam- 
phlets on the patriot side, and in reply to 
the ‘Tories. It was an age of pamphlets 
and not of newspapers, and the abiest men 
in the country—and they were some of the 
ablest men then writing on politics in the 
English language—sought their public in 
that way. In this contested field the boy 
of eighteen took at once a first place, and 
so distinctly that his opponents made 
tempting but vain offers to draw him to 
their side. Those two essays are still good 
reading, not merely for their historical 
value, but because they are good litera- 
ture. They had argument and thought, 
and the expression was clear and often 
eloquent. There are sentences instinct 
with life which we can quote to-day. 
Whether Hamilton was born with a good 
style or whether he had taught himself 
one by much reading, a good style he 
certainly had when he first began to write 
and publish. 

Events, however, soon moved beyond 
the stage of speeches and pamphlets. ‘The 
day of argument passed and that of war 
began. Hamilton was essentially, at all 
times, a man of action, and a military 
career appealed to him strongly. In 1776, 
the New York convention ordered a com- 
pany of artillery to be raised, and Hamil- 
ton secured the command. He showed 
his capacity by making his company the 
best in drill and discipline in the army, and 
was so successful that he attracted the 
attention of Greene, who introduced him 
to Washington. He fought at Long Is- 
land, and showed coolness and courage 
in the way in which he brought up the rear 
after that defeat. He continued with the 
army on the retreat up the Hudson, and 
took part with his battery in the battle 
of White Plains. Thence he followed 
Washington to the Jerseys, and shared in 
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the great campaign of Trenton and Prince- 
ton. His company had been severely 
treated in the hard fighting and marching, 
and now numbered only twenty-five men, 
but Hamilton had made such a reputation 
that in 1777 Washington appointed him aid 
on his staff, with the rank of lieutenant- 
colonel, although he was only twenty years 
old. ‘There he served for four years, not 
only performing all his military duties, 
but taking charge of most of the corre- 
spondence, and being entrusted also with 
the delicate and important mission to 
Gates, when it was necessary to get troops 
from him for the main army. 

His position brought him also into cén- 
nection with Arnold’s treason, and he did 
all that a generous and sympathetic heart 
dictated to lighten the lot of the unfortu- 
nate André. The letters he wrote describ- 
ing this incident are still the best account 
we have of it. 

He left the staff in 1781, owing toa 
quarrel with the Commander-in-Chief, who 
had reproved him for keeping him waiting 
when he sent for him. Hamilton said, in 
a lofty manner, that he was not conscious 
of being disrespectful, but since Washing- 
ton thought he had been, they must part. 
The outbreak was characteristic of Ham- 
ilton’s hot temper, and also, it may be sup- 
posed, of the feeling which he had that he 
had not been advanced with sufficient ra- 
pidity. It was equally characteristic of 
Washington that he did not bear the least 
ill will toward his impulsive aide-de-camp, 
but on the contrary continued to treat him 
with all his former kindness. Washington 
was too great a man to take offense on 
trivial grounds, and as he was also one of 
the best judges of men that ever lived, 
he appreciated Hamilton’s great talents 
and capacity. He gave him an opportu- 
nity to serve in the line, and entrusted him 
with the command of one of the storming 
parties at Yorktown. Hamilton carried 
the redoubt which had been assigned to 
him with one fiery charge, much more 
quickly than our French allies, to whom 
the other had been assigned. 

Thus his military career closed with a 
brilliant action. Whether he had a real 
genius for war there is no means of deter- 
mining. Hisservice during the Revolution 
proved that he was a gallant and efficient 
officer, but he always felt himself that he 
had in him the capacity for high command 
and for the largest military operations. 
His opportunity in this direction never 
came, but a far larger opportunity was 
before him in the field of statesmanchip, 
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although he perhaps did not realize when 
the war closed how great it was. 

He became a lawyer and rose rapidly at 
the bar, but the instinct of the statesman 
was too strong within him to permit him to 
become entirely absorbed in his profession. 
He watched from day to day the growing 
weakness of the confederation. He main- 
tained a correspondence with leading men 
throughout the country, looking con- 
stantly toward a better form of govern- 
ment. It was to him that we owe the 
prompt action which converted the very 
imperfect Annapolis convention into the 
stepping-stone for the convention which 
met at Philadelphia and there framed the 
Constitution of the United States. In that 
famous body Hamilton, although fettered 
by two hostile colleagues, who always cast 
the vote of his State against him, played 
a leading part, and on the frame of gov- 
ernment which finally issued from the con- 
vention he left a deep impression. He 
himself desired, as the great speech in 
which he set forth his views showed, a 
much stronger system of government than 
that which was adopted. The explanation 
of his general attitude is not far to seek. 
Hamilton, we must remember, had no local 
attachments. Coming from a West Indian 
island he was an American, and not iden- 
tified with the individual prejudices of 
the Colonies. His views, therefore, were 
entirely national, and he was without any 
of the strong local feeling which was very 
naturally characteristic of all other states- 
men of that period, with the single excep- 
tion of Washington. ‘This was undoubt- 
edly a source of strength, but it also led 
him to advocate measures which went too 
far to be practicable and made him impa- 
tient of what he considered very narrow 
and provincial politics. But although the 
convention did not adopt his extreme ideas, 
one of which was to have the governors of 
the States appointed by the President, 
there is no doubt that his plan and the 
manner in which he advocated it had a 
very powerful effect on the convention, in- 
vigorated their action, and strengthened 
the final result. After that rcsult had 
been obtained, although it fell far short of 
his own wishes, he threw himself into the 
contest which ensued for the ratification 
of the Constitution. It was he who planned 
and chiefly wrote the famous papers now 
known as ‘‘ The Federalist,’’ one of the 
most remarkable contributions to the phil- 
osophy and practice of government and 
to the theory and construction of a federal 
system which has ever been written. It 
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had an enormous effect on public opinion 
at the time, and has attained a permanent 
place among the great authorities which 
we have upon this subject. For a man 
less than thirty years old, who had never 
been out of an American colony, it was a 
marvellous performance. Nor did Hamil- 
ton’s work for the Constitution stop with 
** The Federalist.’’ It was owing to his zeal 
and energy, to his indomitable courage, 
and to his power in debate that a hostile 
majority in the New York convention was 
overcome and the ratification of the Con- 
stitution finally carried by a narrow mar- 
gin. 

Thus the government was formed. In 
April, 1789, Washington was inaugurated, 
and in September the act creating the 
Treasury Department was passed, and 
Hamilton was made Secretary of the 
Treasury. He was thirty-two years old. 
From Trumbull’s portraits and the Cerac- 
chi bust made from a life mask we can 
see how he looked. The portrait shows 
the keen strong face and dark eyes full 
of force, and also full of passionate energy. 
In the bust we get the shape of the head, 
which is almost classic in its symmetry 
and outline. ‘The brow is high and broad, 
and the head behind full and ample in 
space. He must have been, if not regularly 
handsome in feature, very impressive in 
look, especially when his face lighted up 
with the excitement of debate. He was 
short but well made; slight but active; 
very quick in his movements, and the gen- 
eral impression he gave was one of great 
power and restless, untiring energy. 

With the Treasury came his opportunity. 
To tell in detail the way he met it is im- 
possible here, for it would involvea history 
of those memorable early years when the 
government was organized and set in mo- 
tion. ‘The rock on which the old confed- 
eration split was the financial question, 
and therefore the heaviest part in estab- 
lishing the new government fell to Hamil- 
ton. The nation was without credit or 
revenue. He gave them both. There 
was no system of banking. He established 
one. In the first report on the public 
credit, one of the greatest of our state 
papers, he laid down a policy which 
brought us both credit and revenue. By 
the assumption of the State debts he raised 
our credit to a still higher point and bound 
the States to the general government. In 
his report on the national bank he called 
into life the implied powers of the Consti- 
tution and founded a system of constitu- 
tional construction upon which parties 
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have divided ever since, and which has 
done more than anything else to develop 
the power and authority of the national 
government. In his report on manufac- 
tures, he set forth in an argument which 
has been often contradicted but never 
answered the policy which was to secure 
our industrial independence. The Ameri- 
can people have clung to that policy ever 
since, and, although there have been oc- 
casional relapses, and parties have fought 
over the issue, Hamilton’s tariff principles 
have prevailed and have always risen 
stronger after each assault upon them. In 
his report on coinage he discussed that 
difficult subject in all its bearings with a 
knowledge worthy of a specialist and a 
breadth and grasp which no_ specialist 
could have shown. Within the past year 
that famous report has been studied and 
discussed by thousands of men, and Ham- 
ilton’s name has been heard familiarly in re- 
gions where, in his day, no white man’s foot 
had ever trod. Foreign affairs were not 
within his province, yet his influence was 
undoubted in this direction when Washing- 
ton was laying down the great lines along 
which the country ever since has moved. 
He mastered them as he mastered every 
subject, and it was Talleyrand who said of 
him that ‘‘ Hamilton had divined Europe.’’ 

Out of these great policies came not 
only material and practical results, buta 
school of political thought, and hence a 
great political division and a party which 
believed in Hamilton’s principles as the 
foundation of sound government. The 
leading idea for which Hamilton stood and 
stands is nationality ; that is, the subordi- 
nation of the States and the development 
of the central government. With this 
went necessarily the doctrine of a liberal 
as opposed to a strict construction of the 
Constitution, the establishment of strongly 
organized departments, effective, affirma- 
tive legislation, and the vigorous exercise 
of all the powers of the United States. 
Hence it was that as Hamilton developed 
his policies, and as his scheme of govern- 
ment came out strong, compact, and clear, 
the leader of the opposition to these ideas 
rose up by his side in the person of Jeffer- 
son, Secretary of State in the same cabi- 
net. Hence came the fundamental divi- 
sion of our parties, and when at last civil 
war broke upon ourcountry, it was Ham- 
ilton’s creed of nationality and union 
which triumphed in the court last 
resort. 

It was a great work for one man; the 
greatest constructive work that any man 
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was doing at that time anywhere, and 
when he left the cabinet after nearly six 
years’ service the task was done. He 
never held civil office again. He sustained 
Washington with voice and pen to the end 
of his administration, and when the alarm 
of war with France came he was placed 
next to Washington and in active com- 
mand of the provisional army. Then 
came the miserable quarrels and dissen- 
sions with John Adams, which divided and 
defeated the Federalists, and after this 
all opportunity for future service in public 
office was at an end. He contributed 
powerfully to defeat the intrigue which 
sought to put Jefferson aside and make 
Burr President, but the few remaining years 
were given almost entirely to brilliant pro- 
fessional work. At last Burr forced a 
personal quarrel upon him. Hamilton, 
haunted by the delusion that a struggle 
was impending between the forces of order 
and those of disorder, and that his power 
and leadership would be lost if he flinched 
from a duel, accepted the challenge. They 
met by the banks of the Hudson, and 
Hamilton fell mortally wounded at the 
first fire. He was only forty-seven. 

The end was tragic, and his death pre- 
mature, but his work was done and his 
fame was safe. He was, first of all, a 
great constructive statesman ; but he was 
distinguished in many other ways. He 
was a man of accurate and penetrating 
thought, and a writer of high rank. He 
had a clear, nervous, and effective style, 
and it is this which preserves the savor of 
books, if not the substance, and enables 
men to quote them and to feel that the 
thought still lives. His speeches have 
perished, but we know from contemporary 
evidence that he was a great orator, full 
of fire and passicn, able to turn a great 
assembly, as in the New York convention, 
or to expose a criminal, as when in the 
darkening court he set the witness between 
two candles so that all the light was on the 
man’s face, and then, by his cross-exam- 
ination, broke himdown. His errors were 
those of passion. Passion of one sort led 
him into the wretched intrigue which he 
confessed to clear his public honor, and 
passion of anether sort caused the proposi- 
tion to Jay to defeat the will of the people 
of New York. The brilliant, cold, pene- 
trating intellect was one side of the man, 
the passionate, fervid temperament the 
other. Such a man made devoted friends 
and bitter enemies. His frankness, hon- 
esty, and quick sympzthy, his humor, his 
earnestness, his high .pirits, made him be- 
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loved at home and abroad. His impa- 
tience with stupidity or slowness and his 
commanding temper made for him foes in 
public life. But that which history pre- 
serves and the American people cherish, 
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LEXANDER HAMILTON did not 
4 live long enough to make many sac- 
rifices on the painter’s throne; yet he has 
left enough portraits to make his iconogra- 
phy interesting, covering, as it does, nearly 
a quarter century of his short life. Six 
portraits are here 
the only ones that can be authenti- 
cated. ‘They are by Charles Willson Peale 
in 1778 and in 1791, by John Trumbull 
in 1792, by Joseph Ceracchi in 1794, by 
James Sharples in 1796, and one by an un- 
known hand and of an unknown date, but 
from its character and interesting history, 
probably the latest of those here repro-

[here are three other portraits of Ham- 
ilton, known only, however, by engravings; 
the most diligent inquiry having failed to 
locate the original paintings. One of these 
was a miniature painted by Walter Rob- 
ertson, in 1795. It was engraved by 
George Graham and published the follow- 
ing year, in New York, by the Tory printer, 
James Rivington. Soon afterward 
linson and Tanner each engraved it. 
ertson practised in Dublin before he came 
to this country, and there held the first 
place in the art of miniature painting in 
Ireland.

This portrait of Hamilton is one of 
the most commonly known from its having 
been engraved for the ‘‘ National Portrait 
Gallery of Distinguished Americans’’ in 
1835, and twenty years later for Irving’s 
‘‘Washington.’’ ‘The third lost portrait of 
Hamilton was painted by Ezra Ames of 
Albany, and has been at least twice 
graved, by Leney and by Hoogland. It 
certainly seems remarkable that these three 
portraits should have disappeared so com- 
pletely, and it would be highly gratifying 
if this publication should be the means of 
discovering any of them. 

Special mention must be made of one im- 
portant portrait that is not reproduced— 
important, because, while not painted from 
life, many claim that it was, and it is well 
known from having been often engraved. 
It is in the Governor’s room of the City 
Hall, New York. It was painted by John 
rrumbull, but has in some unaccount- 
able way had the name of ‘* Weimar 
frequently attached to it as the painter, 
albeit no painter is known bearing this 
name. ‘Trumbull painted a whole length 
portrait of Hamilton, in 1792, for the mer- 
chants of New York, which was presented 
by them to the Chamber of Commerce. 
Early in 1794, Trumbull sailed with John

Jay for England as Secretary of Lega- 
tion, where he remained ten years, only 
returning to New York a fortnight before 
Hamilton’s fatal duel. A few months 
later the corporation of New York re- 
quested him to paint a whole length por- 
trait of Hamilton, as a companion to one 
of Jay previously ordered. In ‘Trumbull’s 
autograph ‘* Mem. of work done at New 
York, 1804-5,’’ now before me, he writes, 
under date of December 22: ‘‘ Whole length 
portrait of General Hamilton for city. 
Dress black.. Background gray architec- 
ture, deep orange curtain, mahogany table 
with books and papers. Done from Cerac- 
chi's bust. Successful in point of likeness 
and a happy composition. $500.’" He 
makes a like record in his “ Autobiography.” 

Seeing therefore that this portrait was 
painted from Ceracchi’s marble, and not 
until after Hamilton’s death, it shows that 
not one of the bust portraits of Hamilton 
by Trumbull of this same type was painted 
from life, although the owners of them cling 
with tenacity to fallacious traditions that 
they were. One of these is in the Museum 
of Fine Arts, Boston, bequeathed by the 
Hon. Robert C. Winthrop, who inherited 
it from Colonel Perkins of Boston, for 
whom Trumbull painted it in 1806, ‘‘ about 
the same time,’’ Mr. Winthrop says, ‘‘ with 
the portrait for Hon. George Cabot, which 
Mr. Cabot Lodge now [1881] has.’’  Per- 
kins’s letter to Trumbull ordering the pic- 
ture is dated ‘** Boston, April 11, 1806,"’ 
and in it he says: ‘* We have seen here a 
painting of Gen. Hamilton which you ex- 
ecuted for Mr. I. P. Davis. 1 understand 
you have another equally correct as re- 
resemblance to the original. If 
this be true and you will dispose of it to 
me for the same price, which Mr. Davis 
gave you for his, namely one hundred dol- 
lars, I will thank you to send it round to 
me by first conveyance carefully cased.’’ 
From ‘Trumbull’s MSS. list it would seem 
that Mr. Davis got (March 3, 1806) two 
copies of this portrait, which Trumbull

enters ‘‘ Copied from large picture.”’ Op- 
posite the Perkins entry is ‘* Hamilton 
again. Copy.’’ From November, 180s, 


to March, 1806, he sold four copies of this 
portrait. 

Trumbull made the mistake, in 
both of his whole length portraits of Ham- 
ilton, of representing him as a large man, 
instead of which Hamilton was quite small, 
under middle size and spare in person, but 
erect and dignified in his carriage. ‘* His 
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complexion was exceedingly fair, and vary- 
ing from this only by the almost feminine 
rosiness of his cheeks.’’ His hair was 
light, his eyes dark and exceedingly 
bright, and his face when at rest ‘* had 
rather a severe and thoughtful expression, 
but when engaged in conversation it easily 
assumed an attractive smile.”’ 

It was the intention to present portraits 
of the wives of the eminent men depicted 
in this series, but the only known one of 
Deborah Franklin, while full of character, 
was in such condition as not to lend itself 
to satisfactory reproduction, and of Martha 
Washington there were so many portraits 
that they will be given a distinct mono- 
graph. ‘Therefore it is Mrs. Alexander 
Hamilton whose portraits will first appear, 
and perhaps it is not inappropriate that 
the woman most distinguished personally 
among the wives of ‘“* great Americans”’ 
should lead. 

Alexander Hamilton, then an aide to 
Washington, married, December 14, 1780, 
at the famed Schuyler homestead, Albany, 
New York, Elizabeth, daughter of Gen- 
eral Philip Schuyler and Katharine Van 
Rensselaer, his wife. Miss Schuyler was 
then in her twenty-fourth year and noted 
for her beauty of mind and person, which 
grew with her strength and was undimin- 
ished when she died in Washington, Dis- 
trict of Columbia, on November g, 1854, 
past half a century of widowhood and the 
patriarchal age of ninety-seven years. 
Brissot de Warville, who knew Mrs. Ham- 
ilton in the heyday of her career, describes 
her as ‘‘a charming woman, who joined 
to the graces all the candor and simplicity 
of the American wife.’’ She rendered her 
husband valuable assistance in his labors, 
kept his books and papers in order for him, 
and preserved the large collection of manu- 
scripts which she sold to the United States 
Government a few years before her death, 
and without which many important pages 
of our national history would be misun- 
derstood if not wholly unwritten. 

Fortunately, Mrs. Hamilton's portraiture 
exhibits her in three distinct periods of 
her long life: in 1787, by Ralph Earl; in 
1825, by Henry Inman, and in 1846 and 
by Eastman Johnson and Charles 
Martin, respectively. As Mrs. Hamilton 
lived well into the early days of the 
daguerreotype, there were doubtless one 
or more of these mechanical pictures 
taken of her, but none has come to 
light.

spent a good deal of time clearing land,”’ 
says Jefferson Sappington, an old neigh- 
bor. ‘* We burned a great deal of timber, 
but Grant burned none. He made every- 
thing count, ‘There was a lot of young 
timber on his land, and that he made into 
He worked very hard, and raised 
wheat, corn, and garden stuff. There 
wasn’t a lazy bone in his body. His tools 
were always in order. He was always a 
gentleman, and a kind, indulgent father. 
He loved horses and cattle, and every ani- 
mal about his farm w2s a pet. He hadn't 
an enemy that I ever knew of, and I never 
knew him to have any trouble.”’ 

‘““We all liked him,’’ says Captain 
Wright. ‘‘ We knew him to be a man of 
education and a veteran of the Mexican 
War, and nobody ever presumed to be 
familiar with him. Hehad a quiet way of 
keeping people at arm’s length.”’ He took 
part in many of the neighborhood enter- 
tainments, at least to the point of accom- 
panying Mrs. Grant to the quiltings or 
socials and looking on. He sometimes 
took a hand at cards with mild interest. 
‘I remember his coming to my house 
once,’’ continues Captain Wright, ‘‘ and 
bringing Mrs. Grant to a quilting. They 
came on horseback, each with a child on 
behind. I used to see them often at 
dances, but of course Grant took no part 
in that.’” Oswald Sturdy recollects see- 
ing him at the shooting matches in the

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early fall when they met to compete for 
the quarters of a bullock. ‘‘ He was a 
fairly good shot at a mark, and sometimes 
carried off a quarter of beef,’’ says Mr. 
Sturdy. 

It was a laborious life, but had, after 
all, its peculiar pleasures. Once, long 
after, in walking over the old farm, Grant 
pointed out some stumps, and said: ‘‘I 
moistened the ground around those stumps 
with many a drop of sweat.’’ He paused 
a little, and then added, ‘‘ But they were 
happy days.”’ 

When they had lived perhaps a year in 
the new cabin, Mrs. Grant’s brother Lewis 
moved away to the farther West, and the 
Grants took his house, a Gothic cottage, 
named ‘* Wish-ton-Wish,’’ which stood on 
the edge of a beautiful forest, across the 
creek from Whitehaven, about a mile dis- 
tant, and overlooking the Gravois road, 
which was the main thoroughfare to St. 
Louis. In 1856 Mrs. Dent died, and Colo- 
nel Dent returned to St. Louis to live, 
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and Captain Grant took charge of White- 
haven and assumed control of the slaves, 
tools, and teams, such as they were. 

As to what Grant thought of slavery at 
that time there is no available record, ex- 
cept that his neighbors all considered him 
a Northern man and not a slavery man. 
Doubtless he felt slavery to be wrong, but 
acquiesced in it to the extent of making 
use of the negroes left in his charge. His 
teaming to St. Louis and the barracks, 
where he sold firewood, still continued, 
and ‘* he unloaded many a cord of wood in 
the back yards of St. Louis aristocrats of 
that time.’’ * 

Fellow-officers remember meeting him 
on the street during this period, ‘‘a man 
with an all-pervading air of hard luck and 
vain regrets,’’ dressed in farmer fashion, 
with his trousers tucked into his old mill- 
tary boots. General Longstreet recalls a 
day in St. Louis when Grant was invited 
to be a party once more to an old-time 
game of ‘*‘ brag’’ with Longstreet and two 
other army comrades. ‘*‘ He seemed quite 
the same as when I saw him last, just after 
the Mexican War,”’

GRANT’S POLITICAL OPINIONS AT THIS TIME, 


A Northern man, married into a slave- 
owning family, and surrounded by slave- 
owning neighbors upon whom he was in a 
sense dependent, it would be interesting to 
know what were Grant’s political senti- 
ments and opinions at this time. But he 
rarely talked politics outside of his most 
intimate circle of friends. ‘This much is 
certain, he voted for Buchanan in 1858; 
and George W. Fishback, the editor of the 
old ‘*‘ Missouri Democrat,’’ intimates that 
Grant expressed to him a foreboding of 
trouble, and that he voted for Buchanan 
in the hope that Buchanan’s election 
‘* would put the struggle four years farther 
off.’’ 

Captain H. C. Wright, who was running 
for the legislature on the Whig ticket that 
year, and met Grant at the polling place, 
says: ‘‘ He came up to me and said, * Mr. 
Wright, I have voted for you to-day, 
not on the ground of politics, for lama 

* He said, ata later date: *‘ 1 barked a tree in driving into 


Congressman Blow's yard, and Mrs. Blow came out and 
gave me a valuable rating.” 
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Democrat, but because I think you are the 
best man for the place.’ He never talked 
politics with me afterward. We were all 
slaveholding farmers in that day, and 
Grant’s wife had a couple of slaves, and 
yet we felt that he was not exactly one of 
us.’’ * 

Grant toiled hard, but gained little. 
This can hardly be counted against him, 
for the West was passing through a money 
panic, and the impending struggle between 
North and South was affecting everything 
bought and sold. ‘The whole nation was 
in an uneasy condition. In spite of all 
drawbacks, however, up to a time when 
he fell ill of fever and ague, Grant steadily 
though slowly pulled a'iead, so that when, 
in 1858, he determined to leave the farm, 
he had some little property to sell at public 
sale. 

In the midst of his own trouble and pov- 
erty he still never forgot others. ‘*I was 
appointed one of three road commission- 
ers to lay off a road,’’ Captain Wright re- 
lates, ‘‘and we met over near Grant’s 
farm, at a blacksmith shop kept by a man 
named Wise. When I got there Wise was 
telling Fent Long about the burning down 
of a widow’s house the night before. He 
said he was going to get up a subscription 
for her. Some of us offered to contribute 
what we could spare, and while we were 
talking about it, Grant came up and 
wanted to know what it was all about. 
Wise told him. * Well,’ said Grant, ‘it 
certainly is a sad story; here are five dol- 
lars for her.’ We all knew it was the pay 
for a load of props, and probably it was 
all the money he had; but that’s the kind 
of a man he was.”’

Of the next phase of Grant’s life, we 
derive an intimate and very interesting 
view from the reminiscences of Mrs. 
Louisa Boggs, now living, a widow, in 
St. Louis. With her husband, Harry 
Boggs, Grant formed a partnership in 
the real estate business on giving up his 
farm and removing into the town of St. 
Louis. 

‘‘ The proposition [for the partnership] 
came through the Dents, who were related

to Mr. Boggs,’’ says Mrs. Boggs.* ‘* Mrs. 
Grant was always ambitious for her hus- 
band, and it seemed a rise in affairs to 
come into town. Captain Grant had not 
done very well on the farm, partly because 
he was no hand to manage negroes. He 
couldn’t drive them to work, and so took 
the brunt of it himself. I know he worked 
hard and faithfully; but he gave it up at 
last, and tried to get something to do in 
town. He walked the streets for some 
time, trying to get work, and at last Colonel 
Dent asked Mr. Boggs if he could not em- 
ploy him. It never was in Ulysses Grant 
to push himself forward. Mr. Boggs was 
doing a good business then, and really 
needed somebody; so Captain Grant came 
into the firm, practically as a clerk, for he 
had no money to invest. He was to pay 
a bonus for the privilege, and afterwards 
did pay it, I believe. He did clerical 
work, and wrote a good clear hand, but 
wasn’t of much use. He hadn’t the push 
of a business man. 

** He couldn’t bring his family into town 
that winter, so he lived with us. We gave 
him an unfurnished, back room, and told 
him to fit it up as he pleased. It con- 
tained very little during the winter he lived 
there. He had a bed, and a bowl and a 
pitcher on a chair; and, as he had no 
stove, he used to sit at our fire almost 
every evening. On Saturdays he went 
home. He lived in this way all winter, 
for it was spring before he got his Lynch 
Street house and moved his little family 
into it. Ican see him now as he used to 
sit so humbly at our fireside. He had no 
exalted opinion of himself at any time, 
but in those days he seemed almost in de- 
spair. He was not fitted for civilian life. 
We thought him a man of ability, but in 
the wrong place. His mind was not on 
business matters. His intentions were 
good, but he hadn’t the faculty to solicit, 
or to keep small affairs in order. 

‘*I don’t recall that he was ill when he 
lived with us, but he seemed to me much 
depressed. He would smile at times, but 
I never heard him laugh aloud. He was 
asad man. He was always a gentleman, 
and everybody loved him, for he was so 
gentle and considerate; but we didn’t see 
what he could do in the world. He had 
resigned from the army, and had failed at 
farming, and so, after trying him in busi- 


* In an interview held expressly for McCiure’s MaGazine. 
Mrs. Boggs was for many years a teacher in the public 
schools of St. Louis. The author of the present paper, in 
his conversations with her, found her a thoughtful and 
cultivated woman, with a very clear memory of those ante- 
bellum days to which her reminiscences relate 
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a man without a vocation? He did not 
blame us for thinking poorly of his powers; 
he thought poorly of himself. I don’t 
think he saw any light ahead at that time, 
not a particle. I don’t believe he had any 
ambition other than to educate his chil- 
dren and take care of his family. 

‘* His mind was always somewhere else. 
He said very little unless some war topi 
came up. If you mentioned Napoleon’s 
battles or the Mexican War or the question 
of secession, he was fluent enough. He 
used to talk politics with us very well, but 
at that time it was not generally known 
where he stood, though we never doubted 
his position. Hewas Northern, while Mr. 
Boggs and I were both Southern in senti- 
ment. 

“* He was always a very domestic man, 
and extremely homelike in his ways. His 
wife had very great influence over him, 
and he had the highest regard for her. 
Mrs. Dent was always friendly. She be- 
lieved in him. She wasa very imaginative 
woman, and used to have wonderful 
dreams. She had a dream once of Ulysses 
wherein she saw everybody bowing down 
to him, and she persisted in thinking her 
dream a prophecy of future greatness for 
Ulysses, though the rest of us 
little thought. 

‘* The partnership with Mr. Boggs con- 
tinued nearly a year, but at last hard 
times came on, and all business grew 
‘panicky,’ and there was not enough in 
the venture for two families to live on. 
So Grant drew out, and tried, without suc- 
cess, to get into something else.’’ 

J. G. McClelland, of the firm of McClel- 
land, Hilyer, and Moody, St. Louis, sup- 
plies some additional information with 
regard to the partnership of Boggs and 
Grant. ‘*QOur firm,’’ says he, ‘‘ had the 
parlors of an old French mansion on Pine 
Street between Second and Third. Moody 
had the back room, and Hilyer and I the 
front.

again Ulysses Grant found himself at a 
disadvantage. ‘* He had no power to ban- 
ter or beguile or persuade,’’ says his old 
friend George W. Fishback. In August, 
1859, the discouraged but still struggling 
man tried for a new position. The office 
of county engineer was about to be vacant, 
and immediately upon hearing of this, 
Grant wrote the following letter to the 
Board of County Commissioners, which 
had the power of appointing to this office: 


St. Louis, August 15, 185 
Hon. COUNTY COMMISSIONERS, 
Str. Louis Co., Mo, 

Gentlemen: I beg leave to submit myself as an 
applicant for County Engineer should the office be 
rendered vacant, and at the same time to submit the 
names of a few citizens who have been kind enough 
to recommend me for the office. I have made no

effort to get a large number of names, nor the names 


of persons with whom I am not personally 


quainted.

He always maintained a high stand- 
ing, and graduated with great credit, especially in 
mathematics and engineering. From my personal 
knowledge of his capacity and acquirement, as well 
as of his strict integrity and unremitting industry, I 
consider him in an eminent degree qualified for the 
office of County Engineer.” 


To this a hearty endorsement was added 
by D. M. Frost, afterwards the well-known 
Confederate general, who begins his en- 
dorsement by saying: ‘‘!I was for three 
years in the corps of cadets at West Point 
with Captain Grant, and afterwards served 
with him for some eight or nine years in 
the army.”’ 

In addition to these testimonials, the 
names of nearly forty very well-known 
citizens were appended to the letter; so 
that Grant must have been at this time a 
man of fair standing and influence in the 
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city. He did not get the appointment, for 
two reasons: the rival applicant was well 
known in his capacity as an engineer; and 
Grant was a Democrat, while three of the 
five commissioners were Republicans. 

A little later Grant secured a position in 
the custom house, but within a month the 
collector died, and Grant was again out of 
a place. It seemed as if there was noth- 
ing in the world for him to do. He again 
walked the streets in search of employ- 
ment, but nothing offered. He had now 
been a year or more in St. Louis without 
earning anything considerable, and his 
small store of savings was gone. He had 
been forced to leave the house in Lynch 
Street where he had first established his 
family on bringing them into town, and 
take a humbler one in Barton Street, 
though the first seemed humble enough. 
He was obliged also to borrow money, and 
by the following spring his affairs were in 
a deplorable state. 

The most vivid account of Grant’s con- 
dition in these trying, hopeless days is 
given by Mr. George W. Fishback, a well- 
known citizen of St. Louis, and at that 
time editor of the ‘* Missouri Democrat.’”’ 
Mr. Fishback had known Grant and his 
family previously in Ohio. He himself 
removed to St. Louis the same year in 
which Grant resigned from the army and 
rejoined his family at the Dent farm. 
“All of Captain Grant’s associations and 
(apparent) sympathies at that time,’’ says 
Mr. Fishback,* ‘‘were pro-slavery in char- 
acter. He said he was a Democrat, and 
had voted for Buchanan for President, but 
his father-in-law was a slave-owner, and his 
wife and her whole family were intensely 
Southern. It is quite probable that in 
the midst of all his discouragements he 
came to a clear comprehension of the con- 
dition of things in all the border States, 
and held the fiery and sectional sentiments 
of the Southern people at their proper 
valuation. He no doubt foresaw the 
threatened civil war, and felt that as an old 
defender of the flag he had better take his 
chances among his own people of the 
Northern States. In the winter of 1859 
and 1860 he resumed his calls at the office 
of the ‘ Democrat’ and spoke freely of the 
folly and dangers of secession, but at the 
same time declared his opposition to the 
principles and tendencies of the Repub- 
lican party.

** After his decision to remove to Galena 
I met him on Main Street one day, in the 
spring of 1860. He greeted me kindly, 
but seemed to be in a very distressed and 
disconsolate frame of mind. I had never 
before seen him so depressed. He was 
shabbily dressed, his beard was unshorn, 
his face anxious, the whole exterior of the 
man denoting a profound discouragement 
at the result of his experiment to maintain 
himself in St. Louis. He said: ‘I know 
something of the leather business, and I 
think I can do better up in Galena with 
my brothers.” He then asked me if I 
would buy or hire one of his house ser- 
vants. She was an excellent woman, he 
said, and had been in the family some 
time, but as she was a slave he could not 
take her North. ‘I must leave,’ he said; 
‘I can’t make a goof it here.’ I declined 
to buy the slave woman, and I did not see 
him again until he entered the State as 
colonel of an Illinois regiment.’’ 

It will thus be seen that life in St. Louis 
had become very difficult for “tain 
Grant. He had made a brave fight, but 
it was against too great odds. As the heat 
of political discussion waxed, it became 
more difficult to maintain friendly relations 
with his neighbors, for he was at heart a 
lover of liberty. He was in a false posi- 
tion, an intolerable position. He had in 
his household at this time two servants 
given to his wife by Colonel Dent, and 
what to do with them became a problem. 
He at last turned them over to John F. 
Long in security for a small indebtedness, 
and the slaves finally fell back into the 
possession of Colonel Dent, It was a 
time of being despised of men and of lesser 
men. His father-in-law was a grievance 
with his invectives against the ‘‘ Yankees.’’ 
Even his friends Mr. and Mrs. Boggs 
shared in the growing bitterness of sec- 
tional hate, and his surroundings grew 
each day more intolerable. Undoubtedly, 
regard for the wishes of his wife had led 
him to remain near her parents longer than 
he otherwise might have done. Now he 
told her that he must leave St. Louis, and, 
with a brave resolution to share his for- 
tunes to the end, Mrs. Grant consented. 

Perhaps it was the quiet mother who 
softened the disappointed father’s heart; 
at any rate, Jesse Grant ‘*took hold of 
Ulysses’s affairs’’ once more, and offered 
him a place in his leather store at Galena, 
Illinois, the Western branch of his business, 
which was then in charge of his two sons, 
Orville and Simpson.

OF AN OLD SOLDIER.

Wo" sort of chaps enlisted? Well, 
I can speak only of the West. 
here a very large part were farmers’ 
sons, boys of from twenty to twenty-five 
years of age; sound, healthy, docile, used 
to outdoor life and plain fare, and lacking 
only a quick understanding of distinctions 
of rank, and, in their earlier service, the 
power of dispensing with regular sleep. 

The city-bred boy, used to theatres and 
other sleep-robbing amusements, could 
keep awake on guard or on picket duty 
without trouble. The country boy had to 
acquire this power painfully. As to rank, 
the farmer’s son put on no airs and allowed 
none. So at first his officers, his own play- 
mates perhaps, elected by the recruits 
themselves, appeared to his view as differ- 
ing from himself chiefly in the matter of 
shoulder-straps and chevrons, and in get- 
ting more pay. Why he should salute and 
call by a title a friend who had hitherto 
been ‘‘ Jim”’ or ** Bill’’ to him, did not at 
first discover itself. The officers were at 
first quite as awkward in these matters as 
the men, disliking ‘“‘to put on airs’”’ with 
their boyhood friends, and hating caste as 
much as did the soldiers they commanded. 

I] remember the startled, disgusted look 
of a young regular officer riding with the 
new colonel of a new infantry regiment, on 
hearing a voice from the ranks call out to 
the colonel, ‘‘ Say, John, what’s the news 
from home?’’ These things were not 
intentional disrespect; they were natural, 
and hardly blamable. Of course cam- 
paigning soon corrected the more glaring 
of such faults, for the men required no 
course of lectures, after actual work be- 
gan, to teach them the value and the neces- 
sity of organization. 

In this I claim the volunteer from our 
Western States as peerless: his wonderful 
adaptability, his straightforward, practical 
These made him a trustworthy and 
efficient soldier while a foreigner would be 
learning his facings. Young fellows who 
had never seen even a militia company 
became, with a few months of field ser- 
vice, efficient company commanders, sure 
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to do the proper thing even under the most 
adverse circumstances. Clerks from coun- 
try stores were in the same time developed 
into active, skilful quartermasters and 
commissaries, while young family physi- 
cians became surgeons of marked capa- 
city. ‘They were very patriotic; but hatred 
of the foe seemed to come in only later, 
after this comrade had been killed and the 
other one crippled, or, harder still, cap- 
tured. 

Many lads enlisted younger than the 
ages prescribed. General Rosecrans had 
a boy of thirteen made a sergeant on the 
battlefield of Chickamauga for conspicu- 
ous bravery, and the first Kentucky 
(Union) had a scarred veteran of a cap- 
tain promoted at seventeen for good sol- 
diership. But as a general thing the im- 
mature recruit broke down and went home 
invalided. When he escaped this, he be- 
came a thing of whipcord and tempered 
steel. 

Likewise men came into the ranks who 
were past the age of useful service. A 
man of fifty, or even of forty, however 
strong and healthy, was very apt to find 
la. king a certain resiliency, without which 
full value as a private soldier is not to be 
had. 

The Mexican War veterans were at first 
in great demand; but apart from their 
methods being largely obsolete, they were 
generally past the military prime. The 
Mexican War had ended fourteen years 
before the Civil War broke out, and its 
veterans were nearly middle-aged men at 
least. These Mexican veterans were great 
terrors to us youngsters. Aggravating 
airs of experience were added to an un- 
concealed contempt for men who had never 
seen Taylor: and Scott, and who didn't 
even know such names as “‘ Paller Alter’’ 
and ‘‘ Bewner Vister,’’ to say nothing of 
** Cherrybusker ’’ and ‘‘ Chipulterpeck.’’ 

The West Pointers we did not so much 
mind. We felt that we needed them as 
generals, and we had the deepest respect 
for their fighting qualities; but we secretly 
sneered at them for being so finikin over

what we saw as trifles, and we were right 
in believing early in the struggle that they 
had a good deal to learn as well as our- 
selves. Most of them had been fighting 
Indians, and instinct told us that fighting 
Confederates was another contract. 

The ideal soldier was perhaps a twenty- 
two or twenty-three year old Ohio or 
Indiana boy, fresh from the farm, and with 
a good cross-roads school education. 
Some latitude may be given as to years 
and States—say two or three preferably 
added, and to the Northwest. Such boys 
had no vices, and very rarely had bad 
habits. They loved their mothers, and 
were a little afraid of the ‘‘old man.’’ As 
for physical courage, no class of men, in 
our country, at least, can be labelled one 
way or the other. Most men fight if in- 
cited by their passions or ordered by 
proper authority. A few, very few, love 
it, and a good many hate it; but if it has 
to be done, a man’s preferences don’t cut 
much of a figure. My own observation, 
when serving with a small, semi-indepen- 
dent command, made me select for excep- 
tionally dangerous work those men who 
paled a little at first and then steadied 
themselves. Such men had sense enough 
to measure the danger and to avoid adding 
unnecessary risks, and yet had force 
enough to do their duty. The reckless 
dare-devil compelled admiration, but the 
steady fellow, who kept duty before him 
in spite of realizing the danger, commanded 
confidence. 

An example of the former, one of many 
every old volunteer can cite, was the pri- 
vate soldier in the trenches at Vicksburg, 
ragged and dirty, and in no sense looking 
like a hero, who, rising up from a pitiful 
little fire on which his blackened tin cup 
of coffee was heating, found himself face 
to face with a party of officers of high 
rank, who had just come around an angle 
of the works, as a hissing grenade fell 
at their and his feet. Among these offi- 
cers were men whose names are synonyms 
for bravery, but they stood transfixed when 
that ragged hero picked up the shell, and 
blowing on the fuse to make sure of its 
being in working order, threw it back over 
the breastworks, yelling to the Confeder- 
ates, ‘‘ Keep it yerselves; we don’t want 
it,’’ and turned to his coffee as the thing 
exploded, just out of reach, with a force 
that a moment sooner would have blown 
them all to atoms. 

Another case will illustrate the valor of 
a man through a sense of duty. He was 
a lieutenant in an Ohio regiment in its 
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first battle. The command was lying 
down, sheltered by a depression in front 
of which was an open field with a Confed- 
erate earthwork a couple of hundred 
yards ahead. Over this open place rifle- 
balls were singing and fine stuff from the 
field-pieces was whistling. The colonel of 
the regiment, returning from his brigadier 
in the rear, was on the point of going out 
to view the ground over which the regi- 
ment was to charge presently. In answer 
to a lieutenant’s question, he said he had 
to know whether a ravine on the left ex- 
tended up into the ground in front. The 
lieutenant pulled him down gently to 
where all were crouching, and said calmly, 
*“Let me go. There’s only one colonel to 
the regiment, but there’s a lot of us lieu- 
tenants.’’ Five minutes later, as he ban- 
daged a badly shattered leg he had dragged 
back, he described the ground accurately 
to the colonel. This done, without a word 
of comment he started back to the rear 
to get his leg ‘* fixed by the doctor.’’ 
Occasionally a regiment got an excep- 
tionally good name, but rarely did one get 
a bad reputation for want of steadiness 
under fire. At one of the earlier engage- 
ments of the war, in western Virginia, a 
green Indiana regiment was taunted by the 
Confederates from their breastworks with 
the cry of ‘‘ Buena Vista!’’ There wasa 
story current that a regiment from Indiana 
had flinched at the battle of Buena Vista 
in Mexico. ‘The taunt cost the Confeder- 
ates dearly, for within a few minutes the 
Indianians proved beyond doubt that any 
question as to their willingness to fight at 
close quarters was a matter of past history. 
In the long run the higher principled 
men made the higher mark. One thing 
which raised the tone of the whole army 
was the chance for promotion. Death, 
resignations, and promotions out of the 
regiment made plenty of vacancies, and 
every ambitious young fellow knew that 
his promotion depended more on himself 
than on any one else. One gallant young 
fellow of twenty-six years fell in North 
Georgia in 1863 as colonel of his regiment, 
having filled every grade from private sol- 
dier upwards, not omitting those of ser- 
geant-major and adjutant. He had been 
a minor clerk in a provision store in his 
native town when the war broke out. 
Until after the first year of the war briga- 
dier-generals were the least qualified for 
their posts of all who wore buttons. But 
later on, when they were made by promo- 
tion instead of political preferment, all this 
was changed for the better.

Vy SEs the Rio Grande Western was a 

larrow-gauge road, it was very 
crooked.

To be allowed to ‘“‘pull’’ the general 
manager is an honor earnestly striven for 
by engineers, and when once obtained it is 
carefully guarded. Whatever record a 
man makes at the head of such a train is 
sure to count for or against him, since he 
is then directly under the eye of the man- 
agement. The chances are always in favor 
of a good run, for the train despatcher, 
with his own reputation at stake, can be 
depended upon to keep the track clear. 
He will hold a passenger train ten minutes 
rather than hold the special five. Another 
point in favor of the special engineer is 
the fact that he is due at no particular 
point at any specified time, and having no 
time-card to hold him down he may regu- 
late the speed of the train to suit himself. 
He is always an experienced runner who 
knows the road—knows every low joint 
and high centre, every curve and sag, on 
his division—consequently the officers put 
no limit upon the speed of the train, but 
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leave it all to the good judgment of the 
engineer. It was a clear, dry day in the 
early autumn, the very best time of year 
for a fast run, and ‘‘ Old Sam”’ had been 
gaging his speed for fifty miles back so as 
to hit Coyote spur on the dot and break 
the record for fast running on the Alkali 
division. 

By the rules of the road five minutes 
are allowed for the variation of watches, 
but the rule is not always wholly respected; 
and as the man on the special was known 
to be a daring driver, the ‘‘ sewing-ma- 
chine’’ crew saw that they were in a close 
place long before the smoke of the ap- 
proaching locomotive was seen.

N O man of high position and a multi- 
4 tude of affairs, it is well known, 
was ever more approachable than General 
Sherman. He had a sympathetic ear for 
almost any appeal that might be made to 
him. Especially ready was his attention 
and kindness if the applicant chanced to 
be a young person, for of young people, 
young men as well as young women, he 
was especially fond. He was endowed 
himself with an ever-youthful heart. ‘‘ He 
had to the last,’’ says one of his closest 
friends, ‘‘a buoyancy of spirits that usu- 
ally belongs only to youth. I never saw 
him speak to a young person without smil- 
ing; and as to his ways toward women, 
he was a Bayard of the Bayards.’’ Be- 
sides sympathy and kindliness, there was 
in his relations with young people not a 
little imagination. He entered romanti- 
cally into their affairs, and strove to pro- 
mote for them their own kind of pleasure. 
It pleased him above all things to have 
them happy, and in order to forward what 
he divined to be their happiness he would 
give himself no end of pains. In return, 
they instinctively recognized him for their 
friend. ‘To a very unusual degree they 
confided their troubles to him and sought 
his counsel and aid. Those, even, who did 
not personally know him appealed to him 
as to a benevolent and sympathetic rela- 
tive. 

The instances in illustration of this most 
charming side of Sherman’s character must 
be very numerous; but they are, naturally, 
not easy to come at. We have a most in- 
teresting and attractive one, however, in 
the following series of letters, written to a 
young lady who, while yet a school-girl, 
scarcely sixteen, through circumstances 
that need not be recited here, had been 


led into correspondence with an officer in 
the regular army whom she had never seen. 
It was merely a friendly correspondence, 
not a lover’s correspondence; but still it 
was sufficiently intimate and interesting to 
make the end which was soon put to it by 
the young girl’s father something of a 
grief to both parties. The officer wrote 
to the father, soliciting that approval of 
the correspondence which he had _ better 
have asked earlier: but the father was im- 
movable, and all communication between 
the young people ceased. <A year passed 
without either having any further word 
or knowledge of the other. Then, in 
1876, occurred the battle with the Sioux 
Indians on the Little Big Horn River, in 
Montana, wherein General Custer lost his 
life; and the officer’s gentle-hearted corre- 
spondent was filled with anxiety lest he 
might have been one of the victims of that 
fatal engagement. Finally her anxiety 
became so great that, in order if possible 
to learn the officer’s fate, she addressed 
a letter of inquiry to the Commander of 
the Army, General Sherman. She signed 
her letter only with her initials, thinking 
General Sherman might mistake her for a 
man, and, in consequence, accord her a 
prompter answer. He was not deceived; 
but his answer came promptly enough, and 
was as follows:

How did you know I was a 
school-girl ?, I flattered myself you would 
think me aman, or at least an old aunt; but 
I am a girl, an unsophisticated little coun- 
try girl, if you will; but an American girl, 
with a warm and true interest in the wel- 
fare of the whole United States army, 
whether at peace or in war. No, General 
Sherman, Lieutenant —— is not my lover;

commonly are. 

I corresponded with him about a year 
ago, and the care and interest an elder 
brother would give a little sister he gave 
me. His letters were always filled with 
interest in my school life and studies.

You have done me a kind- 
ness I can never forget, and may you ever 
be as happy as your kind letter rendered 
me. I only hope, improbable as it may 
seem, that I shall one day be enabled to do 
something for you, that I may show you 
how truly I appreciate your generosity.

In a few days General Sherman answered 
as follows:

My dear young lady: Your letter of the 
11th convinces me that you area good girl, 
with a pure heart and soul—one of the 
most precious beings on earth—and that 
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you should nurse a tender passion, unseen, 
unknown to its object, is not right. You 
may confide in me, because I am not only 
a father and grandfather, but stand in the 
relation of Father to the whole Army. 

Lieutenant is unmarried, of a good 
military record, excellent habits, and re- 
spected by his army associates. I do not 
recall him personally to memory, but one 
of his brother officers was here this morn- 
ing, of whom I inquired, without his 
dreaming of my reason. He is at Fort 
——, California, a lonely place, where he 
must dream of just such a girl as I sup- 
pose you to be. He must be about —— 
years old—a little too old for you—but 
still with a good long life yet before him; 
and if in your dreams you think of him, 
and are willing to renew your old acquaint- 
ance, tell me so in the purest confidence of 
a child, and I can let him know, without 
in the least compromising your maiden 
delicacy, that he ought—now that you are 
no longer a girl, but a woman, capable 
and qualified to judge of her own heart 
and interests, and that he is at liberty—to 
seek of your father the right to renewa 
correspondence which was broken off most 
properly by him.

Tell me your age, and if possible 
send me photograph; so that on hearing 
from I may advise you. 

It is not fair that he should be alone 
away out in the mountains of California, 
when a pure young girl is treasuring the 
memory of his former kindness, if not 
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sighing for some response to the appeal of 
a loving heart. It is not right—there 
should be some conclusion. ‘‘ That sweet 
hope that lies buried to human eyes ’’ must 
have some realization, or be suppressed. 
With you it may be the love of a vision, 
and who knows but he too is sighing for 
the object of his youthful dream? I can- 
not bear the thought of such a girl ador- 
ing at the shrine of a photograph when 
the living man is within easy reach.

To this General Sherman’s correspond- 
ent returned the following: 


GENERAL W. T, SHERMAN, 

Dear Sir: Yours of the 26th received. 
I scarcely know how to answer. I cannot 
conceive how you can write to Lieutenant 
—— without his knowledge of my inquir- 
ies in regard to him. Another thing: I 
can tell you what he will answer—* Yes, 
somewhere in my mind I have a faint rec- 
ollection of her, but that memory is, she 
was a silly little thing.’’ A man like him 
may have dozens of such correspondents 
to-day, and to-morrow forget them. And 
do you believe I could be so devoid of prac- 
tical common sense as to cherish and idol- 
ize the memory of a man who never asked 
my interest and whom I have never met? 
No, sir, my heart ismyown. I beg of you 
not to call Lieutenant my lover; and 
do not imagine I was worshipping at the 
shrine of a photograph, for I assure you I 
was only looking at it. Iam sorry that my 
last letter should have savored so strongly

|" was an ancient custom that Domsie 

and Drumsheugh should dine with 
Dr. Davidson in the manse after the dis- 
tribution of prizes at the school, and his 
companions both agreed afterwards that 
the dominie was never more cheerful than 
on those days. There was always a re- 
view of stories when the doctor and Domsie 
brought out their favorites, with Drum- 
sheugh for an impartial and appreciative 
audience, and every little addition or im- 
provement was noted in a spirit of appre- 
ciative criticism. 

During the active operations of dinner, 
talk was disjointed and educational, hing- 
ing on the prospects of the calf crop in the 
school, and the golden glories of the past, 
ever better than the present, when the end 
of each university session showered medals 
on Drumtochty.

Whereupon Domsie went on the back 
trail, and affected to search his memory 
for the traces of the turtle, with no satis- 
faction.

** Toots, Drumsheugh, you are trying to 
draw my leg. I know-you well, eh? As 
for you, Dominie, you’ve heard the story 
twenty times. Well, well, just to please 
you; but mind you, this is the last time. 

‘‘It was the beginning of a sermon that 
old MacFee, of Glenogie, used to preach 
on the Monday after the sacrament, from 
the text, ‘ The voice of the turtle is heard 
in the land,’ and this was the introduction: 

‘*** There will be many wonders in the 
latter day, but this is the greatest of them 
all—the voice of the turtle shall be heard 
in the land. This marvel falls into two 
parts, which we shall consider briefly and 
in order. 
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‘**T. A new posture evidently implied, 
when an animal that has gone upon its 
belly for ages shall arise on its hind legs 
and walk majestically through the land; 
and, 

‘** TI. A new voice distinctly promised, 
when a creature that has kept silence 
from generation to generation will at last 
open its mouth and sing melodiously among 
the people.’ ys 

‘* It’s michty,’’ summed up Drumsheugh, 
after the exposition had been fully rel- 
ished. ‘‘ Ye’ll no hear the like o’ that 
100-a-days in a coonty. It’s weel telt 
also, for the best story is no worth hearin’ 
frae a puir hand. The corn needs to be 
cleaned afore ye tak it tae mearket.”’ 

‘“'The story is not without merit,’’ and 
the doctor’s modesty was all the more 
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striking as he was sup- 
posed to have brought the 
turtle into its present form 
out of the slenderest ma- 
terials, ‘‘ but the dominie 
has some far neater things.’’ Anything 
Domsie had was from Aberdeen, and not 
to be compared, he explained, with Perth- 
shire work, being very dry and wanting 
the fruity flavor of the Midland County; 
but he could still recall the divisions of the 
action sermon given every year before the 
winter sacrament in Bourtrie- Lister:

of their day. But it was only a brief rally, 
and Domsie sank again into silence, from 
which neither kindly jest nor shrewd coun- 
try talk could draw him, till at last the 
doctor asked him, which was going far 
with us, who thought it the worst of man- 
ners to pry into one’s secrets:

‘* Not a bit of it. Man alive, you're fit 
for ten years yet, and as for laddies, I know 
four in the school that’ll do you credit or 
I’m not minister of Drumtochty.”’ 

‘* If it’s the siller for their fees,’’ began 
Drumsheugh, inwardly overcome by Dom- 
sie’s unexpected breakdown. 

Domsie waved his hand. ‘* The laddies 
are there and the twa or three notes ’ill be 
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gotten as afore, but it ’ill no be me that 
ill furnish them.”’ 

‘*What is the meaning of this, Mister 
Jamieson,’’ demanded the doctor, sternly, 
for the woful dejection of Domsie was 
telling on him also. 

‘*It’s been on ma mind for years, an’ 
maybe I should hae dune it lang syne; but 
it was hard on flesh and blude. I hev 
taught ma last class, and ye will need to 
get another dominie;’’ and Domsie, who 
was determined to play the man, made a 
show of filling his glass. 

** You’re an Aberdeenshire mon, a ken, 
though maist fouk hae forgotten that ye’re 
no ain’ 0’ oorsels; but div ye tell me that 
ye’re gain’ tae leave us after a thae years 
an’ the bairns ye’ve educat ?’’ and Drum- 
sheugh grew indignant. 

‘*Dinna be feared, Drumsheugh, or 
think me ungrateful. I may gang north 
tae see ma birthplace aince mair, an’ the 
graves o’ ma fouk, an’ there’s another 
hoose in Aberdeen I would like tae see, 
and then I’m comin’ back tae Drumtochty 
to live an’ dee here among the friends that 
hev been kind to me.”’ 

‘** This has come suddenly, Domsie, and 
is a little upsetting;’’ and Drumsheugh 
noticed that the doctor was shaken. ‘* We 
have worked side by side for a long time, 
church and school, and I was hoping that 
there would be no change till—till we both 
retired altogether; we're about the same 
age. Can’t you—eh, Dominie?’’ 

‘*God kens, Doctor, a dinna lik’ the 
thot o’t, but it’s forthe gude o’ the schule. 
A’m no hearin’ sae weel as aince a did, an’ 
ma hands are shakin’ in the writin’. The 
scholars are gettin’ their due, for a’m no 
failin’ in humanity (Latin), but the bairns 
are losing, and my day’s dune. 

‘* Ve ’ill say that a’m retirin’ an’ thank 
a-body for their consideration, and, Doctor, 
a’ve juist a favortaeask. Ginanewschule 
an’ maister’s house be built, wull ye lat me 
get the auld ane? It'll no be worth much, 
an’. . . I wud liketae end ma days there.”’ 

‘*Whate’er you want, Domsie, and ye 
*ill come to the manse till it be free, and 
we ‘ill have many a night among the 
classics. But this is bad news for the 
Glen, come who may in your place;’’ and 
then, though each man did his part, it was 
a cheerless evening. 

Next day Domsie left to make his pious 
pilgrimage, and on Sabbath there was only 
one subject in the kirkyard. 

‘* Div ye no think, neebours,’’ said Hil- 
locks, after a tribute had been paid to 
Domsie’s services, ‘‘ that he oucht tae get 
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some bit testimonial? It wudna be wise- 
like tae let him slip oot o’ the schule with- 
oot a word frae the Glen.”’ 

Hillocks paused, but the fathers were so 
much astonished at Hillocks taking the 
initiative in expenditure that they waited 
for further speech. 

‘* Noo, Pitscoarie is no a pairish tae pit 
beside Drumtochty for ae meenut, but 
when their dominie gied up his post, if 
the bodies didna gather fifty pund for 
him; they ca’d it a purse o’ sovereigns in 
the ‘ Advertiser,’ but that was juist a gen- 
teel name for'’t.

‘““A legacy, div ye mean,’’ inquired

** Weel, ye see,’’ explained Hillocks with 
much cunning, ‘‘there’s a man in Kil- 
drummie got a box frae his customers, an’ 
it’s never oot o’ his hand. When he taps 
the lid ye can see him reading the inscrip- 
tion, and he’s a way o’ passin’ it tae ye on 
the slant that’s downricht clever. Yecanna 
help seein’ the words.’’ 

‘* Gin we were thinkin’ aboot a present 
tae a coal agent or a potato dealer,”’ said 
Jamie, ‘‘ I wud hae the box wi’ the words, 
but Domsie’s a queer body, an’ a’m jalous- 
in’ that he wud never use yir grand silver 
box frae the day he got it, an’ a’m dootin’ 
it micht be sold fer some laddie to get him 
better keep at the college. 

‘ Besides,’’ continued Jamie, thought- 
fully, ‘‘a’m no sure that ony man can tak 
up wi’ a new box after fifty. He’s got 
accustomed tae the grip o’ the auld box, 
and he kens whar tae pit in his thumb and 
finger. A’ coont that it taks aboot fifteen 
year tae grow into a snuff-box. 

‘ There’s juist ae thing Domsie cares 
aboot, an’ it’s naither meat nor drink, nor 
siller snuff-boxes; it’s his college laddies, 
gettin’ them forrit and payin’ their fees, 
an’ haudin’ them in life till they’re dune.”’ 

By this time the kirkyard was listening 
as one man and with both ears, for it was 
plain Jamie had an idea. 

“*Ca’ on, Jamie,’’ encouraged Drum- 
sheugh, who had as yet given no sign. 

“He’s had his ain time, hes Domsie, 
gaein’ roond Muirtown market collectin’ 
the notes an’ seein’ the scholars hed their 
bukes. A’m no denyin’ that Domsie was 
greedy in his ain way, and gin the Glen 
cud gither eneuch money tae foond a bit 
bursary for puir scholars o’ Drumtochty, 
a wudna say but that he micht be pleased.”’ 

The matter was left in Drumsheugh’s 
hands, with Dr. Davidson as consulting 
counsel, and he would tell nothing for a 
fortnight. Then they saw in the Dunleith 
train that he was charged with tidings, 
and a meeting was held at the junction, 
Peter being forbidden to mention time 
and commanded to take the outcasts of 
Kildrummie up by themselves if they 

couldn’t wait. 

‘* The first man a mentioned it tae was 
oor Saunders, an’ he said naethin’ at the 
time, but he cam up in the forenicht, and 
slippit a note in ma hand. ‘ He didna pit 
mickle intae me,’ says he, ‘ but he’s daein’ 
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fine wi’ the bairns.’ Neebur’ a thocht that 
meenut that the Glen wud dae something 
handsome. 

‘‘ Next morning a gied a cry at the Free 
Manse, and telt Maister Carmichael. If 
he was na oot o’ the room like a man pos- 
sessed, and he gied me every penny he hed 
in the hoose—ten pund five shilling. And 
at the gate he waved his hat in the air, 
and cries ‘ The Jamieson Bursary.’ 

‘* It was ae note from one man an’ three 
frae his neebur, an’ twa shilling frae the 
cottars. Abody has dune his pairt, one 
hundred an’ ninety-two pounds frae the 
Glen. 

‘* We sent a bit letter tae the Drumtochty 
fouk in the Sooth, and they’ve sent fifty- 
eight pounds, wi’ mony good wishes, an’ 
whatna think ye have the auld scholars 
sent? A hundred an’ forty pounds! An’ 
last nicht we had three hundred an’ ninety 
pounds.’’ 

‘*Ma word!”’ was all Hillocks found 
himself able to comment, “‘ that wad get 
a richt snuff-box.”’ 

‘Ye hev mair tae tell, Drumsheugh,”’ 
said Jamie; ‘‘ feenish the list.’’ 

‘* Ye’re a wratch, Jamie,’’ responded the 
treasurer of the Jamieson Bursary Fund. 
** Hoo did ye ken aboot the doctor? Says 
he tae me laist nicht, ‘Here’sa letter to Lord 
Kilspindie. Give it to him at Muirtown, 
and I would not say but he might make 
the sum up to four hundred.’ Soa’ saw 
his lordship in his room, and he wrote a 
check and pit it in a letter, an’ says he, 
‘Open that in the bank, Drumsheugh,’ 
an’ a’ did. It was for ten pounds, wi’ 
a hundred on tae’t, making up five hun- 
dred pounds. Twenty pund a year tae 
a Drumtochty scholar forever. Jamie,’’ 


said Drumsheugh, “‘ ye’ve gotten yer bur- 
sary.”’ 

It was arranged that the meeting should 
be in the parish kirk, which in those days 
was used for nothing except divine wor- 
ship; but the doctor deciared this to be 
no exception to his rule. 

‘* Kirk and school have been one in 
Scotland since John Knox’s day, and one 
they shall be while I live in Drumtochty; 
we ‘ill honor him in the kirk, for the good 
the dominie has done for the bairns and 
pure learning.’’ 

The meeting was delayed till Professor 
Ross had come home from Australia, with 
his F.R.S. and all his other honors, for he 
was marked out to make the presentation; 
and every Drumtochty scholar within reach 
was enjoined to attend. They came from 
Kildrummie at various hours and in many 
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conveyances, and Hillocks checked the 
number at the bridge with satisfaction. 

‘‘Atween yesterday and the day,’’ he 
reported to Jamie, in the afternoon, 
‘*aucht and twenty scholars hae passed, no 
including the professor, and there’s fower 
expected by the next train; they'll be just 
in time,’’ which they were to everybody's 
delight. 

‘It’s a gude thing that bridge was 
mended; there’s been fifty degrees gane 
over it the day, Hillocks, to sae naithin’ 
o’ a wecht o’ knowledge.”’ 

The doctor had them all, thirty-three 
university men, with Domsie and Car- 
michael and Weelum MacLure, as good a 
graduate as any man, to dinner, and for 
that end had his barn wonderfully pre- 
pared. Some of the guests have written 
famous books since then, some are great 
preachers now, some are chief authorities 
to science, some have never been heard of 
beyond a little sphere, some are living, 
and some are dead; but all have done their 
part, and each man that night showed, by 
the grip of his hand and the look on his 
face, that he knew where his debt was due. 

Domsie sat on the doctor’s right hand,

Then came the names with all the de- 
grees, and the congregation held their 
breath to the last M.A. 

‘* Now, Drumsheugh,”’ said the doctor, 
and that worthy man made the great speech 
of his life, expressing the respect of the 
Glen for Domsie, assigning the glory of a 
great idea to Jamie Soutar, relating its tri- 
umphant accomplishment, describing the 
Jamieson Bursary, and declaring that 
while the parish lasted there would be a 
Jamieson scholar to the honor of Domsie’s 
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work. For a while Domsie’s voice was 
very shaky when he was speaking about

hompson thus anticipated the results of 
many similar experiments which have been 
made in recent vears, and which have 
clearly established the fact that a vehicle 
running on pneumatic tires may be drawn 
with an effort one third or one half less 
more) than when running on or- 
dinary steel tires. The reason for this dif- 
ference is that the steel-shod wheel must 
be lifted over every slight obstruction (and 
there is no road so level but it is full of 
these), while the air-shod wheel is scarcely 
lifted at all, but merely indented at its sur- 
face 
Like many inventors, Thompson made 
no profit from his idea, which was not even 
thought much of at the time; and his in- 
vention, not being properly developed, 


(or even 
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came to nothing. Forty-four years later, 
after the ill-starred | hompson had gone to 
his grave, a Belfast merchant, J. B. Dunlop, 
happening to have a boy whose bicycle 
made a great clatter, took it into his head 
to lessen the vibration by putting air cush- 
ions about the wheels, and thus a father’s 
wish to give his son a more perfect play- 
thing made that plaything an instrument for 
man’s service as important as the steam 
engine, and gave the world the modern 
bicycle with the modern pneumatic tire. 

Before we consider in detail this pneu- 
matic tire, let us have a look at the solid 
rubber tire which preceded it, and which 
was doing good service on bicycles all 
over the world during the decade preced- 
ing Dunlop’s discovery of what Thomp- 
son had already discovered. 

The birth of the bicycle industry in 
America dates from February, 1878, when 
Colonel Albert A. Pope placed an order 
for fifty machines with the Weed Sewing 
Machine Company, of Hartford, Connec- 
ticut. This lot of bicycles, the first manu- 
factured in the United States, had solid 
rubber tires, which were furnished by an 
outside rubber mill and supplied in long 
snake-like strips that had to be spliced 
together at the ends, and were apt to 
break at the splicing. This was one diff- 
culty with these early tires, and there were 
others not less troublesome; but the bicy- 
cle-makers had to take what they could get, 
for their industry was weak, while the rub- 
ber industry was thriving with the strength 
of years. In 1879 and 1880 the attitude of 
the rubber-maker toward the bicycle-maker 
was one of tolerant condescension, 





























rhe rubber in that last lot of tires 
you made us wasn’t very good,”’ the bicy- 
cle-maker would say timidly to the rubber- 
maker. 

‘‘ What do you know about rubber ?"’ the 
other would reply with scorn. ‘‘ We’ve 
been in this business for twenty years, and 
what we turn out is right. ”’ 

Not only were the rubber-makers thus 
hard to deal with, but there were delays in 
the orders and defects in the product 
which soon convinced the pioneers in bi- 
cycle-making that in self-defence they must 
control a rubber mill which would work 
shoulder to shoulder with them in perfect- 
ing bicycle tires, and there was no doubt 
that they needed perfecting. 

Now it happened that in 1881 a Hartford 
merchant named John W. Gray had estab- 
lished in that city a small rubber mill for 
the manufacture of moulded rubber goods. 
His whole plant was contained in a room 
fifty by sixty feet, and comprised only a few 
rolls and mixers driven by direct connection 
with a little fifty-horse-power engine. Not 
more than twenty men were employed in 
the whole mill, and this included the office 
force, Such was the humble beginning 
of the Hartford Rubber Works, which 
to-day employs hundreds of men and oc- 


cupies a stretch of large buildings in which

are scores of great mixers, washers, calen- 
ders, and hydraulic presses, with two en- 
gines exerting a force of 1,000 horse-power, 
to drive the long lines of shafting and 
ing. And the foundation for this 
reat industry was laid when Mr. Gray 
joined forces with the Pope Manufactur- 

g Company, and gave special attention 
to the manufacture of bicycle tires. 
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EARLY DIFFICULTIES WITH TIRI 

Great days were those in the early eigh- 
ties, when the young company was strug- 
gling to find the secret of a first-class rubber 
tire and the Hartford Rubber Works 
were struggling to carry out its wishes. 
For the first time in America, bicycle tires 
were vulcanized -in cireular form. Other 
problems were solved as they arose, and 
from the start there was an advance upon 
what the old rubber mills had done. But 
that was not enough. ‘There were new 
needs to be met, new methods of manu- 
facture to be worked out, and the old rub- 
ber lore was often at fault when applied to 
the making of bicycle tires. Some tires 


would cut at the rim, others would ‘‘ chip 


out,’’ another lot would be too soft or ate 
hard, and so on. And it -would happen 
that a certain grade of tire would answer 
admirably in the summer months but would 
not stand the cold, while another grade, 


though satisfactory in the North, would 
cause complaints in the South. 
It was fortunate that the Pope fac- 


tory and the rubber mill were in the same 
city, for this allowed the heads of the two 
establishments to consult together daily, 


and face new problems and difficulties side 
by side as they arose. Of course, tl t 
of the tires grew mainly out of methods of 
compounding the rubber, or vulcanizing 
it, which were not adapted for the uses to 
which the rubber was to be p 
success came at last, it was only through 
endless patience and unceasing experiment 
That success did come and that bicycle 
tires of the best quality were soon turned 
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out at the Hartford Rubber Works is 
shown by the fact that even to-day rubber 
tires taken from the old 1884 or 1885 Co- 
lumbias are still in fair condition under- 
neath an outside crust that has usually 
formed on the surface. 

It would be interesting to tell the story 
of the evolution of the bicycle tire from 
1879 to 1891. At the beginning of this pe- 
riod the Columbias were fitted with solid 
rubber tires seven-eighths of an inch in 
diameter; then, a few years later, came the 
cushion tire, with a diameter of an inch or 
an inch and a quarter, and a hollow space 
at the centre three-eighths of an inch in 
diameter. This cushion tire had some 
vogue for a year or two, but was not a per- 
manent success, as the hollow core within 
did not offer sufficient support. Many 
efforts were made to overcome this diffi- 
culty. The hollow part was filled with 
water, but this was found too heavy. Then 
it was filled with water and air mixed. 
Finally, air was tried alone. And it was 
found that by using air alone the walls of 
the tire could be reduced from three- 
eighths of an inch to one-sixteenth of an 
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inch in thickness; and so the pneumatic 
tire was the direct outgrowth of the cushion 
tire. 

Everyone remembers the shock to bicy- 
cle-riders caused by the introduction of 
the pneumatic tire. A bicycle publication 
issued June 20, 1890, speaks of the “‘ first 
pneumatic tire in America,’’ then on exhi- 
bition in Philadelphia, and says: ‘* This 
tire presents a queer or rather ridiculous 
appearance. It is white in color, and en- 
tirely surrounds the rim, which is hidden 
from sight. Its size, two and one-quarter 
inches in diameter, gives the appearance 
of a road roller, and even the most hard- 
ened cycler would feel some hesitancy 
about riding it on a public street.’’ 

And yet that was the tire that triumphed! 


THE SINGLE TUBE TIRE, 


Now let us look at this wonderful pneu- 
matic tire, which is, of course, the main 
product of the Hartford Rubber Works, 
anda produc t that has made the institution 
justly famous. Keen as they always were 
on the scent of every new idea, Colonel 

Albert A. Pope and his right-hand

adviser, Mr. George H. Day, real- 
ized from the first that the pneu- 
matic tire would have a most impor- 
tant effect upon the bicycle industry. 
And as this tire was first introduced 
in Europe, they spent the summer of 
1891 in England and on the Conti- 
nent making a careful study of all the 
pneumatics on the market. At this 
time every manufacturer 
of pneumatic tires, with 
a single exception, was 
making and advocating 
double tube tires of the 
Dunlop style ; but Colo- 
nel Pope and Mr. Day 
decided that the single 
tube tire, on account of 
itsextreme_ simplicity, 
was the one that would 
win in the end, and they 
accordingly took steps to 
secure control of the pat- 
ents on this form of pneu- 
matic tire. 

Full credit should be 
given here tol. W. Booth- 
royd, an English manu- 
facturer, who some 
months before, in the fall 
of 1890, had published 
a description of a sin- 
gle tube tire invented by 
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him, and had given the benefits of his dis- 
covery to the trade without protecting him- 
self by patents. Of course it is understood 
that in the Dunlop and all other double tube 
tires there is an inner air tube protected 
by an outer cover, the two being distinct 
and separable, whereas the single tube tire 
is, as the name implies, one continuous 
tube. It is true that this tube is composed 
of several parts, as will be explained, but 
these are brought together into one inte- 
gral whole in the process of vulcanizing. 

Later on it was found that, during all 
this bicycle activity abroad, an American 
inventor, P. W. Tillinghast, of Providence, 
Rhode Island, had patented and put into 
use in the United States a pneumatic tire 
that was practically identical with that of 
Boothroyd and that antedated Boothroyd’s 
publication. The Pope Company promptly 
purchased Tillinghast’s patents, and these 
were subsequently sold to Colonel Theo- 
dore A. Dodge, of Boston, along with 
other patents on pneumatic tires. 

In 1892 the Pope Manufacturing Com- 
pany was practically alone in its belief 
that the single tube tire would be the tire 
of the future, and it must be admitted 
that the first tires made with the single 


tubes were defective in several respects; 


they were heavy, and difficult to repair. 
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Indeed, this trouble in repairing was a seri- 
ous menace to the usefulness of the tire; 
in cases of puncture it was hard to find the 
leaks, and harder still to repair them per- 
manently. Nevertheless, the makers re 

mained true to their original idea, and new 
difficulties only increased their zeal to 
overcome them. As usual, intelligence 
and tirelessness in experiment brought 
their reward, and soon the Hartford Rub- 
ber Works had turned out a repair kit that 
was in every way suited to the rider’s 
needs and was the basis of the one that 


is now so popular. As to the trouble of 
mending punctures, the device of the 
mushroom patch, put on the inside of the 


tire, settled that, while the possibility of 
revuicanizing in case of large cuts or seri- 
ous injuries to the tire overcame all re- 


maining dangers. This operation of re- 
vulcanizing tires was first brought to 


1 


success at the Hartford Rubber Works, 
the injured part being bandaged up as it 
were, and brought back to uniformity with 
the rest of the tire by pressure and proper 
manipulation under uniform heat furnished 
by gas, steam, or electricity. 

With the possibility of repairing the 
single tube tire came a rapid advance in 
its popularity, for in other respects it had 
substantial advantages over the double 
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THE

tube tire: notably, it was ‘‘ faster,’’ it ran 
truer, and was the best tire for the wooden 
rim. How marked and sudden was the 
change of opinion regarding pneumatic 
tires is shown by the fact that, while at 
the Chicago cycle show of 1895 there was 
only one exhibitor of single tube tires be- 
sides the Hartford Rubber Works, at the 
1896 show in the same city nearly every 
prominent tire manufacturer in the country 
put forward single tube tires as the ones 
he regarded as the best. Indeed, before 
the close of the 1895 season a large num- 
ber of cycle manufacturers offered the sin- 
gle tube tire as an option on their machines, 
thus giving plain recognition to the public 
demand. ‘This resulted in a very large 
sale of tires of this form during that year. 


rHE CRUDE RUBBER, 


Now we come to the making of this sin- 
ole tube tire, and must consider at closer 
range the processes of the rubber mill. 
The first thing one notices here is the odor, 
which is unlike any other odor in the 
world. It is penetrating, oppressive, 
sweetish, but not entirely unpleasant, es- 
pecially that of the South American stock, 
which has somewhat the wholesome smell 
of smoked beef. In the mixing-room you 
get the smell in full quality; the air is sat- 
urated with rubber dust moistened by 
steam. You are eating, drinking, breath- 
ing rubber, and yet the workmen seem to 
suffer no harm.

There is a world of interest in the crude 
rubber itself just as it arrives from Para 
in big *‘ biscuits’’ weighing from twenty to 
seventy-five pounds each. This is the fa- 
mous up-river grade, the best rubber in 
the world, as may be judged by its cost; for 
‘fine Para’’ brings eighty cents a pound 
or more, and “‘ fine Para’’ is the rubber 
for bicycle tires, at least for good ones. 
Here are bins and bins of it, waiting their 
turn in the mill; and the longer the rubber 
waits the better it is. Only think of the 
outlay and the money tied up, for the com- 
pany often buys as much as a hundred tons 
or more of rubber in a single month. 

It must not be supposed that the for- 
ests of Brazil in the Para district are the 
only ones in the world that produce rubber. 
Quite the contrary. Rubber comes to us 
from Asia, from Africa, from Central 
America, and comes in. many grades, but 
all cheaper than the ““fine Para”’ and all 
different in appearance. ‘There is rubber 
in little black balls from the Cameroons, 
rubber in ugly flat ‘‘ oysters’ from farther 
up the African coast, cheaper grades of 
rubber from Para. ‘There is rubber for 
fifty cents a pound, for forty cents, for 
thirty cents, but it cannot be made into a 
first-class bicycle tire. No doubt this 
cheapness of the lower grades of rubber has 
been a temptation to some bicycle manu- 
facturers; but if they have used it in their 
tires or even mixed it with high grade rub- 
ber they have regretted it later, or, at any 
rate, their customers have. 
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It is believed that the Para rubber owes 
part at least, to the 


its excellence, 1n 
method of gathering and curing followed 


by the natives. ‘To begin with, the rubber 
sap from the big trees is received in buck- 
ets. Then the natives, provided with 


long stakes of hard wood about an inch in 
diameter and pointed at the end, dip these 
again and again into the sap-buckets, 
and, after each dipping, hold them over 
fires until the successive films of rubber 
solidify around them. Thus, each of these 
big ‘‘ biscuits,’’ which are usually larger 


than hams, is the slow and laborious accu- 
mulation of hundreds and hundreds of 
dippings; and in each one, as they lie in the 
bins, can be seen the original stake-hole 
running down the middle, for before ship- 
ment each biscuit is split in two, length- 
wise, to make sure that no cunning Brazil- 
ian has made profit by putting a stone 
inside for a nucleus. 

In all this it isa pleasing conceit to imag- 
ine the forests of the Amazon swarming 
with toilers who brave all manner of dan- 
gers trom wild beasts and serpents, from 
heat and pestilence, for no other reason 
than that the Hartford Rubber Works may 


go on making single tube tires for the 
\merican people. 


WASHING AND DRYING. 


The first thing done with a lot of rubber 
when it is taken from the bins is to throw 
it into vats of hot water that stand near the 
washers at one end of the mill-room. ‘This 
mill-room is a place of rumbling sounds, 
where long rows of polished iron rollers, 
huge affairs that would flatten out a horse, 
are always grinding and munching, turned 
by massive gear-wheels at either end. 

After being steamed and softened for two 
or three hours in this hot-water bath, the 
crude rubber, first sawed into small chunks, 
is thrown into the ‘‘ washers,’’ which are 
massive iron rolls with corrugated sur 
faces. Asa load of rubber is caught be- 
tween the two turning surfaces, streams of 
water play down upon it from above, wash- 

ig out all sand and impurities concealed 
within, and sometimes driving from their 
liding places the big brown rubber bugs 
vith their long whiskers that have the fac- 
ulty of living for months in the recesses 
f a ‘* biscuit’’ without food and with lit- 
tle air. They must make haste now if 
they know what is well for them, for the 
big rolls spare nothing that comes between 


S 


them. 
So great is the adhesive power of raw 
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rubber that five minutes in the ‘‘ washers "’ 
is sufficient to transform a basketful of 
rubber chunks into a continuous sheet of 
rubber ten or twelve feet long and several 
feet wide. ‘These sheets are left with very 
rough surfaces, hundreds of little lumps 


and bumps covering them, and they look 


like something between an al! gator’s skin 
and a heavy ‘Turkish towel In this form 
they are now carried to the drying-room, 
a great space at the top of the mill, where 


they are hung on adjustable racks and left 
in a temperature of ninety degrees until 
the moisture in them has been thoroughly 
evaporated. 


The longer the rubber is left the 
drying-room the better it is for the subse- 


quent processes, and so it has bécome the 
policy of the company to keep on hand 
here an immense stock, each Jot in its se 
arate lobby. There are rows and rows of 
these lobbies, lines and lines of racks a 


hung with sheets of rubber, thousands of 


them, which look for all the world like the 
skins of some huge reptiles, and present a 

possible shadings of color from yellow to 
black. This will give some idea of the 
enormous amount of money locked up 


the stock of rubber during its process o 
manufacture in a mill like the Hartf 
Rubber Works. 

When taken finally from the drying 
room, the shee ts of rubber are carried bat 
to the mill-room to be crushed again be 
tween heavier rolls, and to be ‘‘« 
pounded’’ with various powdered sub

This process may be compared to the 
kneading of dough in the hands of a skilf 
baker, for the making of good rubber is as 
difficult an art as the mak of 
bread. Many try to produce it and many 
fail. 

There is a grave-faced man in a black 
cap who walks about mysteriously in a

room down at the left and measures out 
these powders with a big scoop. If you 
ask him what they are he will shake his 
head. Sulphur is one of them; he will tell 
you that, for everybody knows it, but

nothing more. ‘This man carries under his 
black cap scores of receipts for rubber 
compounds, and he lies awake nights trying 
to invent new ones. And he takes great 
pride when he brings to his superintendent 
the written formula of some new receipt. 


FEEDING THE “° MIXEI 


The mill contains many mixers—that Is, 


rolls for doing the compounding,’”’ \ 
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single workman attends to each pair of 
rolls, and he has plenty to attend to. Watch 
this fellow, a stern-faced, sallow-complex- 
ioned man with chin-whiskers, as he feeds 
the rubber into the polished jaws of the big 
mixer down at the end of the line. He is 
an old soldier who fought under Havelock 
in India, and witnessed the horrible scenes 
of the Sepoy mutiny. He does his work 
with a certain dignity and self-confidence, 
as if aware that he could do more impor- 
tant things should the occasion require. 
One gre4t pride in his life is the knowl- 
edge that Colonel Pope never fails to stop 
and speak to him whenever he goes through 
the mixing-mill. Two old soldiers always 
like to greet each other. 

Now hé throws between the rolls a bun- 
dle of rubber from the drying-room, about 
a foot thick, and weighing as much as a 
heavy man. It is far tougher than any 
man would be, for raw rubber is one of the 
toughest things in the world. This bundle 
lies between the two rolls, which turn 
slowly against it, the distance between 
their smooth surfaces being not more than 
half an inch. It seems impossible that 
this mass of rubber can go through, and 
yet it does go through—not all at once, 
but slowly, little by little, as the rolls 
catch it, each small projection being 
dragged down into a flattening rope 
that hauls ceaselessly and with increasing 
strength upon the mass above, for the 
rubber does not break, its cohesive power 
being enormous, and where a little arm of 
it goes first, there the whole body will fol- 
low afterward. There are times, espe- 
cially, as now, after a fresh lot of rubber 
has been thrown in, when a single pair of 
the big rolls have to exert for three 
or four minutes a force equal to a hun- 
dred horse-power in swallowing the great 
mouthful thrust between their jaws. 

‘* Suppose a man got caught in there.’’ 
I asked, **‘ would it take him through ?’’ 

‘* Indeed it would, sir; it would take an 
elephant through. ‘The only thing a man 
could do would be to cut his arm loose 
from his hand if the fingers got caught 
between the rolls, and he would have to 
be a good soldier to do that.”’ 

Soon the big bundle of rubber has been 
flattened into an even mass that covers the 
nearer roll like a blanket of dark-colored 
dough. From time to time the old soldier 
holds a short triangular-pointed knife 
against the roll, making it cut through the 
rubber blanket as it turns, laying open with 
clean stroke the dark covering of the roll 
as if he were disembowelling some huge 








animal. And as he cuts with one hand, 
making the incision run diagonally from 
side to side, he rolls up the severed por- 
tion with the other until it comes into an- 
other good-sized bundle, and this he throws 
again upon the rolls for them to crush it 
once more and drag it through. 

**TIt’s not an easy trick, sir, to cut the 
rubber that way on the rolls; it takes the 
new men a nice bit of time to learn it, and 
costs them many a sore hand.”’ 


KNEADING THE RUBBER, 


Now, under this tremendous kneading 
the rubber becomes softer and is worked 
more easily. ‘The rolls grow warm with 
the friction in spite of the cold water that 
is kept flowing through them to reduce the 
temperature. Were it not for this pre- 
caution they would become so heated as 
to spoil the rubber, which in this part 
of its working must not be warmed be- 
yond ninety degrees. Now the workman 
scoops out a quantity of sulphur, a quart 
or so, from his ‘‘compound’’ box, and 
sprinkles it into the rubber as the rolls 
turn. The black forthwith 
streaked with yellow markings, which 
blend in more and more until the whole 
takes on a uniform grayish tint. 

And what this workman does at the big 
rolls, that sixteen other workmen do at 
sixteen other rolls which stretch in double 
lines from one end of the mill to the other, 
without counting the four washers or the 
five big calenders. What a strange sight 
they all present! What a dull roar they 
make with the clanking of the gear- 
wheels and the pounding of tons of metal 
as they turn heavily in their bearings! 
From each set of rolls there comes a 
series of sharp explosions, now little ones 
like the popping of corks, now louder 
ones like pistol-shots. ‘These are caused 
by the bursting of air-bubbles in the 
masses of rubber in process of kneading, 
or warming, or mixing. 

These rolls and mixers are larger than 
any used tn any other rubber mill in the 
country. ‘They are the wonder and admira- 
tion of those who see them for the first 
time. Needless to say, they are very costly. 
It is not many months since the superin- 
tendent of a rival rubber factory, while 
being shown through the Hartford Rubber 
Works, stopped as he came to the long 
line of mixers, aud, after some moments of 
silent contemplation, said: ‘‘ Have you 
people got money to throw away, or do 
you try everything that anybody suggests 


mass is 























to you, or have you put in all this 
elaborate machinery after careful experi- 
ments ?’”’ 

Before the visitor went away he had been 
convinced that nothing is done at hap- 
hazard at the Hartford Rubber Works and 
that every one of the heavy rolls, as well 
as each piece of perfected machinery, had 
been put in only under the advice of the 
company’s skilled engineers, and only 
when it had been demonstrated that these 
superior facilities would lead to better re- 
sults in rubber working and in the manu- 
facture of bicycle tires than were other- 
wise possible, 


IN THE PNEUMATIC ROOM, 


After the kneading and compounding, 
the rubber is brought to the calenders— 
five of them there are, each as big as a 
printing press—and, under the pressure of 
four steel rolls, one above the other, is 
thinned into long sheets for the pneumatic 
room, 

The calenders also turn out the “* fric- 
tion fabric,’’ the rubber cloth which en- 
folds the inner tube of the tire, and about 
which we shall hear presently. ‘This rub 
ber cloth is formed by crushing the soft 
rubber into one fabric or another, which ts 
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passed through the rolls at the same time 
with it. 

The pneumatic room, or tire-making de- 
partment proper, is on the floor 
the mixing-room. ‘There is no heavy ma- 
chinery here, no rumbling noises, no grimy 
workmen, but one immense big room filled 
with clean white tables, at which men are 
busy cutting, pasting, and fitting. To 
understand what all these people are doing, 
one must know in a general way how the 
pneumatic tire is put together. 

From the elevators the trucks loaded 
with rubber rolls go to the cutting-tables, 
where men alone do the work, for girls, 
with all their deftness, could never learn 
to handle the rubber-knives. Upon these 
tables, each served by three workmen, a 
head cutter, and two helpers, the lengths 
of rubber are unrolled, twenty-four 
at a time, the sheets being six inches over 
a yard in width. The apron is stripped 
back, leaving the clean surface of the rub- 
ber exposed upon the table, and now the 
work of cutting begins. While his two 
helpers, brushes in hand, smooth out all 
air-swellings from under the long sheet and 
dust its surface with flour 
to prevent any stickiness, the head cutter 
twirls his rapid

is effective, brings the two lateral edges of 
the strips evenly together, and the rubber 
cement holds them firmly. Indeed it is 
one of the properties of rubber cement, 
which is simply rubber stock dissolved 11 
naphtha, that it so merges itself into the 
fibre of the original rubber as to very 
rarely allow a break_at the seams. 

The Hartford single tube tire is com 
posed of three parts (to be subsequently 
vulcanized into one): first, the inner tube 
or air-holding part; second, the encasing 
fabric, or strength-giving part; and, third, 
the outer cover, or wearing part. At one 
set of tables men are cutting strips for the 
inner tubes from sheets of pure rubber 
At another set of tables men, with wo! 
derful skill of the hands, are cutting the 


fabric into strips. \t still another set

fabric from wearand moisture. The fabric 
had now become the object of chief con- 
sideration; the fabric might be called the 
skeleton of the tire, and without the I oh- rel 
est excellence here, all other excellenc« 
was in vain. And soit came that in 1892, 
just when the company had so successfully 
climbed the mountain of rubber-making 
they. found another mountain rising bef 
them, that of fabric-making, and they saw 
themselves in a fair way to become cloth 
manufacturers, just as the had already 
become rubber manufacturers Such are 
the burdens that come upon men’s shoul- 
ders in this new dustry What wondet 
if some of them break down! 
But there was no breaking down at the 
Hartford Rubber Works, no lesse: gy of 
effort here, and bicy« le men and rubber 
men went to work resolutely at the prob- 
lem of finding the best fabric for their 
tires, and the best way of putting that 
fabric on, and all about it The old 
policy was followed of test and expel ‘ 
ment with this thing and _ that, t tt 
nothing remained to be experimente a 
upon. Tires were made with fabric « 
dinary cotton goods, and these failed 
two reasons: first, because the ord 
grades of cotton were too closely wove! 
and when “ frictioned’’ would show too 
ittle pliability and break under wear, thus 
eading to breaks in the tire, for when the 
fabri goes everything else goes: and, sec- 
ond, because in ordinary cotto goods the ¢ 


warp, or threads running lengthwise, were 


~ 


not as strong as the woof, or threads run- 
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ning crosswise, and when a tire containing 
such fabric was inflated the unequal resist- 
ance of woof and warp would make the 
whole tire curl up and prove valueless. 

Then bed-ticking was tried for the fab- 
ric and gave better results, but was not 
yet up to the standard; then silk and linen 
were tried, and finally woven wire, and 
these all failed. The threads in silk and 
inen fabrics would saw across each other 
and lead to breaks, and they were also in- 
jured by the heat of vulcanizing. At 
last it was demonstrated by a process of 
elimination that there was no cloth in ex- 
istence, whether woven in this country or 
abroad, which would furnish the ideal fab- 
ric for the pneumatic tire. Nor was there 
any machinery in existence which would 
weave such fabric in the desired way. It 
was therefore necessary not only to dis- 
cover the right stuff for the fabric, but to 
have special machinery built for weaving 
it. And this was no small task. 

The long-sought-for material was found 
at last in a grade of cotton of singular 
strength and fineness that grows on some 
low-lying islands off the coast of Georgia. 
This ‘‘ Sea Island cotton’’ was found to 
be the very thing for the purpose, and, 
although the fabric cost ten or twelve 
times more than ordinary cotton cloth, it 
was immediately purchased in large quan- 
tities, and has since then been one of the 
chief elements in the success of the Hart- 
ford single tube tite. Cétton mills were 
also induced, by that fine old argument of 
making it worth their while, to put in 
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machinery which would weave these new 


grades of fabrics. 


rTHE QUESTION OF RESILIENCY. 


And a series of experiments in this con- 
nection led to an interesting discovery 
which lies at the base of that much-dis- 
cussed question of resiliency. Resiliency 
in a bicycle tire is the quality which makes 
it run easily and speedily. A wheel with 
resilient tires will outcoast a wheel whose 
tires are not resilient, and will run more 
smoothly over sand and pebbles and the 
ordinary obstaclesonaroad. It was found 
that the weave of the threads in the fabric 
of a tire has almost everything to do with 
the tire’s resiliency. If the threads are in- 
terwoven and closely woven the-tire loses 
in resiliency, whereas if they are loosely 
woven, a high degree of resiliency is ob- 
tained. On the otber hand, it was found 
that a gain in resiliency was often effected 
at the expense of strength and durability; 
for instance, a bicycle equipped with racing 
tires will run with delightful ease and elas- 
ticity, and yet will suffer sadly from the 
ordinary wear of riding. 

Between these two extremes of strength 
and resiliency the company had to choose, 
and the result of their experiments led to 
a selection of a dozen varieties of fabric, 
all specially made, and each one having 
shown itself the best adapted for some 
specific purpose, to be used in this or that 
grade of tire, light, heavy, racing, or in the 
kind that is put on carriages. 
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And, it may be added here, that for ordi- 
nary purposes two kinds of bicycle tires 
are to-day put out by the Hartford Rub- 
ber Works—the Number 77 and the Num- 
ber 80; the former, with threads loosely 
interwoven, offering greater resistance to 
puncture and somewhat better lasting 
qualities; the latter, with coarse strands 
superimposed at right angles, offering a 
maximum of resiliency. The fabric of

No one can know what it cost to arrive 
at such perfection in pneumatic tire-mak- 
ng without studying the history and 
methods of the testing department as it 
exists to-day and has existed at the Hart- 


ford Rubber Works. Here are a force of

works have a corps of men constantly em- 
loyed riding wheels over the roads, under 


the severest conditions, wheels equipped 
now with this- tire and now with that, so 
that the results may be compared and con- 
clusions drawn. Every man in this force of 
riders uses a cyclometer and makes record 
and regular reports as to ease of running, 
the condition of the roads, etc. ‘Thus the 
Hartford Rubber Works have constantly to 
guide them not only the pr sahcaes of their 
engineers, but the practic al demonstrations 
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of their riders; and with such extraordinary 
vigilance and attention to the minutest 
details, it is hardly conceivable that they 
can go very far wrong. 


AMONG THE HYDRAULIC PRESSES, 


It remains to describe the process of 
vulcanization, the last step in tire manufac- 
ture, which effects such a chemical change 
in the rubber as to take away its sticki- 
ness and give it its solid wearing qualities. 
his change, which was Goodyear’s great 
discovery, is brought about by heating the 
tires. A pneumatic tire ot vulcanized 
would have about the value of a pan of 
dough unbaked. 

The vulcanizing room is the hottest 
place in the works, the thermometer some- 
times registering 120 degrees Fahrenheit or 
over. It is the presses that cause this 
great heat: along line of vulcanizers, each 
as large as a bank safe, and noi shut in like 
ordinary ovens, but open on the four sides, 
the space of each being occupied by six 
iron shelves, which are kept at a tempera- 
ture of 275 degrees Fahrenheit by hot 
steam that 1s constantly fed into them. 
(hese shelves are very thick, and between 
them is a space of six inches or more, 


which is closed up when the shelves are 


squeezed together by hydraulic pressure 
from below. 

I'wo men work at each press, their du- 
ties being to put the tires, as received, 
into iron moulds, to put these moulds on 
the shelves of the presses, to turn on the 
hydraulic pressure, to leave the tires under 
this heat and great compression as long 
as is necessary, and then to take them 
out. / 

When the tires are taken from the moulds 
they show a decided change in appearance; 
their steaming-hot surfaces are now as 
smooth as satin and of a clean black color 
(the familiar gray color is assumed later as 
the sulphur in the rubber ‘‘ blooms,’’ that 
is, works its way to the surface), and they 
show no sign of any seam or joint. As fast 
as they come from the presses the tires are 
ranged in two steam dryers at the far end 
of the room, where dry hot air is forced 
through them until all the moisture has 
been absorbed. Then they are ready for 
inspection, and, to all intents and purposes, 
they-are finished. 

rhe only danger anticipated now, and 
that is a very slight one, is that there may 
be some leak or weak point in the joining 
of the inner tube or in its coverings. ‘To 
determine this the inspectors inflate each 
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pressure, and leave the tubes thus filled 
for a time long enough to give full assur- 
ance of strength. It is quite certain that 
if the tires can withstand this pressure 
without injury, they will suffer no harm 
from the ordinary riding pressure, which 
amounts to very much less than the pres- 
sure of the test, being only twenty-two or 
twenty-five pounds to the square inch. To 
make sure that the tires have successfully 
endured the severe pressure thus put upon 
them, they are taken finally, while still 
inflated, and dipped under water. Should 
the smallest leak have been formed, it 
should betray itself there by air-bubbles 
coming up around the valve, and should 
such be seen the tire is promptly con- 
demned and thrown into the scrap heap. 
It is a great tribute, however, to the good 
work done in the pneumatic room that not 
one tire in a hundred meets with this fate. 
The remainder of the tires are perfect, and 
are sent to the storeroom to await the 
moment of their being ‘‘assembled’’ into 
finished bicycles, 


TWO WAYS OF VULCANIZING COMPARED, 


From the first the Hartford Rubber 
Works have kept to the method of vulcan- 
izing their tires by means of. individual 
moulds in separate presses, and have avoid- 
ed the method of ‘‘ curing ’’ in large heat- 
ers into which live steam is introduced. 
This latter method is adopted by some tire- 
makers, and is known as the method of 
““curing’’ by open heat. It is true that 
this method of wholesale vulcanizing is 
quicker and less expensive than the one 
used by the Hartford Rubber Works but 
the same good results are not obtaiaed as 
when the tires are subjected each one to 
its Own pressure in its own mould. It is 
easy to see that such must be the case 
when one considers that the excellence of 
a single tube tire depends upon the perfect 
blending together of the parts composing 
it—the inner tube, the two layers of fabric, 
and the outer covering. If every tire is 
vulcanized in its own tron mould, under a 
steam pressure of at least fifty pounds to the 
square inch, there is absolute certainty that 
these three parts will be solidified into one 
continuous substance. By any other 
method there is a chance that they may be 
thus solidified, and there is a possibility 
that they may not be; a tire-manufacturer 
is not wise in leaving open even the small- 
est door for doubt on this all-important 
point. No doubt the expense of a great

Che argument has been raised that the 
fabric is injured by the moulded process, 
but under the system adopted by the Hart- 


ford Rubber Works, the fabric is invariably

This 
method of curing rubber in moulds is not 
ly the most expensive, but is certainly 
ie best. 
Since the Hartford Rubber Works were 
orporated in 1888, their scope has been 
far extended that in addition to an im- 
ense business in single tube tires, which 
supplied to bicycle-makers all over the 
vorld, they are able to turn out a large 
iety of miscellaneous rubber goods, 
iding door-mats, bottle corks, moulded 
ODeI goods, and all sizes of rubber tub- 
g, both plain and corrugated.

PNEUMATI( PIRES FOR CARRIAGI 


The subject of pneumatic tires for car- 
J 


riages is of such importance that a special 
g 


word may be given to it. As early as 
1892 the company felt confident that a 
pneumatic tire was destined to come into 


general use on four-wheeled vehicles, and in 
September of that yeara set of bicycle tires 
was putonalight wagon. This wagon has 
seen constant service since then, and the 
pneumatic tires have shown excellent wear- 
ing qualities. All four of them lasted two 
full years, il 
September, 1894, and the last one in De-

the first one being replaced 


cember, 18096. Other experiments have 
confirmed the Company in their belief that 


as soon as people understand the advan- 
tages of pneumatic tires for ¢ arriages, and 
are willing to take the necessary care of 
them, pneumatic tires will almost entirely 
supersede all other forms on pleasure ve- 
hicles. One point of superiority offered 
by the pneumatic tires on carriages is that 


there is far less mud-throwing from them. 
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Furthermore, when properly cared for, 
they are more durable than solid rubber 
tires, because in them the rubber and the 
rims are protected Iv the best cushion in 
the world, and that air. 

For some time an ambulance in the city 
of Hartford has been running successfully 
equipped with pneumatic tires, and the 
Hotel Heublein in the same city has for 
months been using a heavy carryall, fur- 
nished with pneumatic tires two and one- 
half inches in diameter. This carryall, 
without passengers, weighs 2,600 pounds, 
and carries ten people, so that its ordi- 
nary weight with passengers is about two 
tons. In spite of this heavy weight, and 
the fact that it makes twenty trips a day 
of one mile each, this carryall has given 
excellent satisfaction, and its pneumatic 
tire has shown no injury. As for comfort 
and the convenience to passengers, there 
is no comparison between this and the 
old style of hotel ’bus—here it is possible 
to speak in a whisper while riding over 


cobblestones and be heard. A well-known 
carriage-maker, after his first ride in this 
carryall, said: ‘‘ What will become of our 
repairs if people generally put pneumatic 
tires on heavy wagons like this? Why, 
we make half our profit from repairs, but 
a wagon on tires like this wouldn't shake 
a bolt loose in a year.”’ 

In spite of the excellent results that 
have followed the adoption of pneumatic 
tires for carriages, and although the com- 
pany are confident that this use of pneu- 
matic tires will become very general in the 
near future, they stiil realize that for cer- 
tain kinds of heavy wagons the solid rub- 
ber tire offers better advantages, especially 
in durability, and they put much value on 
their large and growing trade in the 
manufacture of solid rubber tires for car- 
riages. 

There is still much to say about this 
great rubber mill, but we have seen the 
chief operations and have learned how the 
modern bicycle is shod.

WORKS OF THE 


POPE TUBE 


COMPANY.

the city of Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, 
about a mile from 
the main factory 
of the Columbia 
Bicycle, out near 
the grinding, 
queer-smelling 
rubber mill, is a 
low, wide-stretch- 
ing building of 
brick and iron, a 
building covering 
over an acre, 
where the skeleton of the wheel is made, 
the tubing for forks and frame and handle 
bar, these being the bones of the modern 
bicycle. Other buildings stand around 
this central one—the power-house, the coal 
bunkers, the folling-mill, the gas-house 
with its buried naphtha wells, the freight- 
house, and the water-tower with its three 
tanks, one above the other, the top one 
rearing its head aloft like a church steeple. 
These are the works of the Pope Tube 
Company, and here may be seen the best 
equipped plant for drawing steel tubing 
and the most efficient high-pressure pump- 
ing apparatus in the world. 

A strange place is this, especially at 
night, for the work never ceases through- 
out the year, save on Sundays. From 
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seven to six in the daytime, from six to 
six in the darkness, alternate gangs of 
men toil at the draw benches, at the oil 
troughs, at the great annealing furnaces. 
And many a time have the neighbors been 
startled from their slumbers by the shrieks 
and wailings of the metal, that are heard 
with almost terrifying distinctness in the 
still hours of the night. It is as if the 
ghosts and wandering spirits of a hun- 
dred haunted houses had taken lodgings 
in this broad building, not at all a gloomy 
place, but ablaze with the radiance of 
many electric lights that shine out white 
and still among the shadows. 

Most interesting is the story of the 
rise and development of these busy tube 
works. To go through them to-day and 
see the admirable appliances on every 
hand, and the wonders that are accom- 
plished, one can scarcely believe that this 
whole industry of bicycle tube-making 
has come into existence in the United 
States within the past four or five years. 
Yet it is a fact that in 1893 the limited 
amount of steel tubing produced in this 
country was so far below a suitable stand- 
ard of safety and accuracy that, after suf- 
fering much loss and inconvenience from 
the purchase of this tubing, the officers of 
the Pope Company decided that the only 
way out of their difficulties was to become 
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tube-makers themselves, to establish and 
operate their own plant. 

It is easy to understand why, in the early 
Nineties, there was no supply of steel tub- 
ing in the country such as was needed for 
the bicycle, nor any knowledge of how 
such tubing should be made, for, up to that 
time, neither in the arts nor the industries, 
had there been any demand for steel tub- 
ing at once so strong and so light as was 
now required in thisnew vehicle. Itistrue 
that the backbones of bicycles with high 
front wheels had for some years been drawn 
from steel tubing, but these were much 
thicker than the tubes now required for 
‘* Safety ’’ frames, and of course every in- 
crease in the thinness of the tubes, if I may 
so express it, necessitated a corresponding 
increase in the strength of the metal. 
Think what it means to take a heavy piece 
of steel and reduce it, as a child would 
draw out a piece of molasses candy, until 
it becomes as thin as writing paper. Such 
tubing is actually used in the modern 
wheel. 

It is plain, therefore, that in the bicycle 
bought to-day everything depends upon 
the steel that is used; without the highest 
excellence here all other excellence is in 
vain. And yet from this very fact comes 
the difficulty of distinguishing a good 
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bicycle from a bad one, for all the ex- 
ternal signs may be misleading, and of 
two wheels shining alike with nickel and 
enamel, the one may have the best steel in 
its tubing, the other only an inferior qual- 


ity. An expert alone can determine this 
in advance, and even he can do so only 
after elaborate and costly tests. As for 


the individual buyer, he is groping in dark- 
ness, running the risk of money loss and 
serious accident unless he assures himself 
that the wheel he is about to purchase con- 
tains steel that has already been tested by 
the best means known to science, and that 
it is the best steel to be found in the mar- 
kets of the world. 


EARLY DIFFICULTIES WITH TUBING. 


Such is the assurance that the wheelman 
has a right to demand from the manufac- 
turer; indeed, it isupon this assurance that 
his comfort and safety may depend. But 
in 1892 it was not easy for the bicycle manu- 
facturer to give any assurance at all upon 
these points, since no one could say which 
one among hundreds of grades of steel 
was the best for bicycle tubing, or whicl 
grades would best resist the varying strains 
of different parts of the machine. For 
ten years or more the bicycle manufacturer 
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had been dependent for the most important 
part of the wheel, its steel, upon men who 
necessarily had no practical knowledge of 
bicycle construction or bicycle needs— 
the steel-makers. He had been obliged 
to give his orders in some such haphazard 
way as this: ‘‘I want a lot of steel for 
forks or handle bars.’’ Whereupon the 
steel-maker would nod his head and say: 
‘I guess this will do, or that will do,”’ and 
would fill the order 
accordingly. At an- 
other time the bi- 
cycle manufacturer 
wouldsay: ** I must 
haveatougher grade 
of steel. Chat last 
lot you sent was too 
brittle,’’ and then 
the steel-maker 
would do his best to 
overcome the de- 
fects and_ supply 
what was wanted 
Sometimes he suc- 
ceeded, sometimes 
he failed, and in 
either instance the 
manufacturer was 
equally in the dark, 
and could never saj 
stiffly to the steel- 
maker: his tub 
ing you’ve been fur- 
nishing me 1s not 
what I want,’’ be- 
cause he did not 
know himself what 
he did want, nor 
why he wanted it, 
nor why one grade 
of steel suited his 
purpose better than 
another. 

This difficulty was 
rendered still more 
serious in 1892 by 
the introduction of 
the pneumatic tire, which, with its mani- 
fold advantages, promised to set the whole 
world wheeling at greater speeds (and 
therefore with liability to greater strains) 
than had previously been attainable. It 
was at this time that the makers of the 
Columbia rose to the situation and faced 
the new emergency with a confidence born 
of successes in the past. Cost what it 
might, their bicycles must be safe as well 
as swift, strong as well as light, and the 
importance of using steel that was not 
merely ‘‘ good enough,’’ but was unques- 








tionably the very best and the best adapted 
to its purpose, thrust itself before all other 
considerations. As they could not buy the 
right kind of steel tubing, they must set 
about making it; they must understand not 
only their own business, but the steel busi- 
ness as well; they must employ the most 
capable metallurgists and steel-makers; 
they must equip and operate their own 
steel tube mill, and first they must learn 
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how to equip this mill and how to operate 
it. Already their determination to produce 
the best bicycle in the world had made 
them rubber-manufacturers; now it made 
them tube-manufacturers. 

This daring purpose was immediately 
put into execution, and by the summer of 
1893 an extensive building had been erected 
for the new plant, with engines and ma- 
chinery of the most approved design, and 
with a force of the best mechanics, who 
were familiar with the processes of steel- 
working similar to those that were to be 
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undertaken. And to direct the work the 
most competent men available were 
brought together from different cities, 
metallurgists, engineers, and experts in 
steel-drawing. The highest authorities 
were consulted, both here and abroad; 
money was literally no object compared 
with the achievement of their purpose; 
they knew very well that if they could 
succeed in making better bicycle tubing 
than could be procured elsewhere the 
money would take care of itself, 


EXPERIMENTS IN DRAWING STEEL. 


Then came months of experimenting, a 
period of struggle and uncertainty,’ for 
there were no teachers from whom these 
makers of bicycles could learn what was 
almost a new art, owing to the quality of 
tubing desired, and it was only after long 
and costly effort, with many failures, that 
they found out what must be done and 
what not*done in order to turn out such 
bicycle tubing as was needed. In order 
to understand these efforts, and the high 
success that finally rewarded them, it may 
be well to indicate briefly the methods of 
bicycle tube-drawing. Starting in the form 
of thick-walled hollow billets, two or three 
feet long, the tubes are drawn through 
dies on the powerful draw benches, this 
operation being repeated several times, 
and each drawing increasing the length of 
the tube while diminishing its diameter 
and thickness. No heat is used here, the 
powerful jaws of the benches being suff- 
cient’ to do .this work of reduction ; but 
between each drawing the tubes are an- 
nealed in the furnaces to soften the steel 
so that it may 
be still further 
reduced __ with- 
out injury to 
the metal, for 
it is a remark- 
able fact that 
the mere draw- 
ing out of cold 
steel produces 
such molecular 
changes as to 
result in a 
marked harden- 
ng. 

Now, when 
the men in the 
tube depart- 
ment began 
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not know to what extent the old methods 
of steel-drawing would apply to the new 
problem before them; they did not know 
how. much reduction a tube would stand 
between annealings, nor how many draw- 
ings were necessary to bring it to the 
desired dimensions, nor what degree of 
heat in the furnaces would have the best 
effect upon the steel. And, above all, they 
did not know what grade or grades of 
steel would most nearly meet the require- 
ments of the ideal bicycle, for of course it 
is understood that steel contains, in addi- 
tion to the iron which forms its chief com- 
ponent, several other elements—carbon, 
phosphorus, sulphur, etc., the presence of 
which in varying percentages has a direct 
and most important effect upon the proper- 
ties of the steel ; for example, the addition 
of phosphorus to the amount of only 74,5 
of one per cent. might entirely change 
the value of a certain lot of metal. In 
general, the higher the percentage of 
carbon in a lot of steel the stronger it 
becomes and the more costly. On the 
other hand, phosphorus and sulphur in 
even moderate percentages render steel 
unfit for structural purposes, although it 
must be said that these elements are 
much in evidence in the cheaper grades of 
steel. Volumes have been written on this 
subject. Consideration of it here would 
take us too far in the realm of metallurgy, 
but it had to be diligently considered by 
these pioneer makers of bicycle tubing. 


rHE TESTING DEPARTMENT. 


Their best guidance came from the test- 
ing department, a feature of the Columbia 
Works also es- 
tablished in 
1593, its pur- 
pose being to 
assist the pro- 
cesses of bicy- 
cle manu fac- 
ture by throw- 
ing upon them 
the latest and 
clearest light of 
scientific inves- 
tigation and 
practical exper- 
iment. In this 
department, 
which repre- 
sented an out- 
lay of thou- 
sands of dol- 
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sts and chemists for analyzing specimens 
f steel and for testing the various quali- 
ties of steel tubing. Here was the great 
100, -pound ‘* Emery ’’ testing machine, 
in all respects the equal in accuracy of the 
one used by the government at the Water- 
town Arsenal, with massive jaws ready to 
clutch and tear apart objects whose resist- 
ance might vary from that of a 
heavy steel bar down to that of a 
silken hair, and with an adjust- 
ment so delicate that the jaws 
could exert a gentle pull scarcely 
sufficient to break an egg, or put 
forth a terrific rending effort of 
fifty tons. This costly machine 
allowed the experts to draw valu- 
able conclusions as to the relative 
strength and toughness of speci- 
men lots of tubing drawn and an- 
nealed in one way or another and 
containing this or that percent- 
age of carbon or other ingredi- 
ents. It allowed them to form a 
sure estimate of the resistance 
that would be offered by any given 
tube to the sudden and violent 
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appliance and facility known to the physi- Here also was the alternate stress ma- 


chine, a piece of apparatus resembling a 
large lathe, and designed to test the capac- 
ity of a given lot of tubing for enduring 
repeated and moderate strains such as are 
put upon it constantly in ordinary riding, 
this quality being quite as important as 
toughness. In this machine the tube to 
be tested is gripped at each end, and then 
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encounter in coasting or in the 
many emergencies of wheeling. 
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made to turn rapidly on its long axis, a 
weight of several hundred pounds bearing 
down upon the unsupported center, so that 
in each revolution the tube is bent first one 
way and then the other, the tendency be- 
ing to break the particles of steel at the 
point of bending, just as a woman breaks 
a hairpin by bending it back and forth. 

These two machines formed, and form 
still, a court of last appeal in comparing the 
physical qualities of two lots of tubing. 
There in a few hours 
the tubing underwent 
all the strains that it 
could possibly be sub- 
jected to in a bicycle 
during years of actual 
running. ‘Two rival 
specimens would be 
placed successively in 
the big Emery ma- 
chine and hauled on 
by the jaws until they 
broke. Plainly the 
one that gave way at 
the lower pressure 
(this being carefully 
noted) had the less 
strength, while the 
one that stretched the 
less before breaking 
had the less tough- 
ness. Then two other 
specimens from the 
same lots would be 
whirled back and 
forth in the alternate 
stress machine until 
the particles were 
torn asunder, and the 
one which gave wgy 
at the lower number 
of revolutions (this 
being also carefully 
noted) would offer 
less endurance under 
the conditions pre- 
vailing in bicycle use. 
And a consideration 
of these two results 
enabled the head of the testing depart- 
ment to say without hesitation: ‘‘ This lot 
of tubing is better adapted to its purpose 
than the other, and therefore the method 
which produced it is preferable.’’ 


THE FAMOUS ‘“‘ FIFTY CARBON”’ STEEL, 


Within a few months these experiments 
led the company to a most important con- 
clusion, it might almost be called a dis- 
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covery, namely, that bicycle manufacturers 
had been on the wrong track in using ‘‘ low 
carbon ”’ steel in their tubing, and that the 
general practice of drawing tubing from 
steel of ‘* fifteen point ’’ carbon or ‘‘ twen- 
ty-five point’’ carbon was not calculated 
to give the best results. It should be ex- 
plained that the term “‘ fifteen point ’’ car- 
bon is applied to steel which contains car- 
bon to the extent of fifteen one-hundredths 
of one percent., and other numbers are used

in the same way. The most careful tests 
have demonstrated that tubing made from 
‘fifty point’’ carbon steel or “‘ fifty car- 
bon’’ steel offers unquestionable superi- 
ority over lower carbon grades, possessing 
a maximum of endurance under vibratory 
strain and at the same time being soft 
enough to resist the shattering effects of a 
heavy blow. Accordingly, in the summer 
of 1893 the Pope Manufacturing Com- 
pany decided to use steel of this grade in 
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the Columbia bicycle, and they did this in 
spite of the much greater cost of this kind 
of steel and the much greater difficulty of 
working it. The excellence of their judg- 
ment at this time has been since abundantly 
proved, and to-day many bicycle-makers 
have followed their example, purchasing 
‘fifty carbon’’ tubing for their wheels 
from The Pope Tube Company, while some 
makers who cannot afford to use “fifty 
carbon ’’ tubing in all parts of their ma- 
chine buy it for the more important parts. 
It is a positive fact that conclusive tests 
in the testing department show that, 
weight for weight, ‘‘ fifty carbon’’ steel 
will last eight times as long as ‘* twenty-five 
carbon ”’ steel. Of two lots tested in the 
alternate stress machine, that made of 
““ twenty-five carbon ’’ steel endured 200,- 
ooo revolutions before giving way, while 
that made of *‘ fifty carbon *’ steel endured 
Over 2,000,000 revolutions. 

In a recent article in one of the scien- 
tific journals, Lieutenant Eames, who is 
at the head of The Pope Tube Works, 
makes this strong statement in favor of 
the ‘fifty carbon’’ steel: ‘‘It has been 
found possible to follow with considerable 
accuracy the history of some fifty thousand 
bicycles into whose construction, wholly 
or in part, tubing of 0.50 per cent. carbon 
entered. Among the few cases of broken 
tubes which service developed in these 
machines, chemical analysis revealed not 
one which contained 0.50 per cent. carbon, 
and I have yet to learn of a single instance 
of the breaking of a tube of this com- 
position under the ordinary conditions of 
construction and service.”’ 

This contention of Lieutenant Eames 
was sustained in a subsequent issue of the 
same journal by no less an authority than 
James E. Howard of the Watertown Ar- 
senal, while the eminent president of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers, 
John Fritz, in a recent address before that 
body, pays the following handsome tribute 
to the bicycle manufacturers who have led 
the world in the use of ‘‘fifty carbon’”’ 
steel. Mr. Fritz says: “‘ As illustrative of 
the advantages of the use of higher car- 
bon steels may be cited the piston rods of 
steam hammers, especially those of large 
size, where the strains were found too 
severe for the softer steels to stand them 
for any length of time. In view of 
the above well-known facts it must seem 
strange that many progressive builders of 
steam engines still continue to use soft 
steel rods as an alleged means of safety. 
In this instance it seems fair to congratu- 
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late the bicycle-maker as the first to recog- 
nize the value of the development in the 
manufacture of higher carbon steel, with 
all its salient advantages with regard to 
combining strength with lightness. There 
is no doubt that the element of first cost, 
and fear combined, has deterred some from 
a possible progress made available to 
them.’’ 

The justice of this last remark by the 
distinguished president is made evident by 
the fact that the analysis of several speci- 
mens of tubing used by various bicycle- 
makers seems to indicate a maximum Car- 
bon contents not exceeding 0.28 percent., 
while the majority of the specimens showed 
a contents of about 0.15 percent. If the 
riding public realized what the presence of 
this low carbon steel in the tubing of their 
bicycles meant in risk of limb and danger 
of annoyance, they would see to it that 
their wheels came from a factory where 
safety and comfort are guaranteed by the 
use of higher grades. 

Thus we see one point in which the test- 
ing department rendered assistance of vital 
importance to the tube mill. When they 
decided finally that ‘‘ fifty carbon”’ steel 
was the best for bicycle tubing, the big ma- 
chines whose working we have observed 
paid for their cost over and over again, 
and they decided other points scarcely less 
essential in the making of first-class tub- 
ing. In fact, from the very first they have 
been called upon constantly to pronounce 
between different grades of tubing and 
tube steel, to decide whether one kind is 
superior or inferior to another kind, to say 
whether a certain change in the process of 
drawing or annealing has been for the bet- 
ter or for the worse. In their strong jaws 
there is no partiality—only rugged truth. 


HOW SUCCESS WAS ACHIEVED, 


One after another, scores of questions in- 
volving some slight but important detail 
of tube-making have been submitted to 
the testing department, and one after an- 
other they have been positively, finally 
settled. Here were two lots of tubing 
exactly alike in all other respects save that 
the one had been cooled more quickly in 
the retorts than the other, or left a longer 
time in one of the furnaces, or reduced 
more after the last annealing, or had been 
given a fewer number of reductions be- 
tween anneals, or been put into the fur- 
naces at a somewhat greater or less tem- 
perature than the other, or been treated 
differently after tempering. Probably the 
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differences between 
the two lots were not 
very great; still there 
were differences, and 
in so vast an indus- 
try thousands of dol- 
lars might depend 
upon knowing ex- 
actly how these dif- 
ferences would affect 
the final result. 
Which of two ways 
was the better? 
Which of many ways 
was the best ? Those 
were questions the 
head of the tube 
works isand has been 
perpetually putting 
to the testing depart- 
ment. And he al- 
ways gets his answer, 
and when he _ has 
acted upon it the tub- 
ing is the better for 
it. Indeed, the pa- 
tient tests of this de- 
partment in a bicycle 
factory havein sever- 
al instances actually = THE swaGiNG MacuiNes, W 
added to the sum of 

human knowledge. 

And it has come to pass at last that they 
know at the tube mill exactly what is best 
for the steel, what it will stand and what 
it will not stand, how to guard it from the 
injury of overstrain, just how far each 
drawing may be pushed; for the amount 
of reduction that may be safely given is 
not uniform for the different drawings. 
They know the exact temperatures that 
are best for alP the annealings, and these 
are followed carefully at the furnaces with 
the aid of pyrometers and the workmen’s 
skillof the eye. Inaword, they know how 
to changeasolid block of steel into a tube 
fifteen feet long, with sides as thin as a 
wafer, without changing its structural 
qualities or impairing its original excel- 
lence. This knowledge is the most pre- 
cious possession of the tube mill, more 
valuable than its equipment, for it may 
not be purchased in the market, it cannot 
be found in books, it has come into being 
there alone by slow and painful growth. 

Not only have American manufacturers 
found it to their interests to purchase tub- 
ing for their bicycles from The Pope Tube 
Company, but the fame of their product 
has gone abroad and has led to a promis- 
ing export trade. Indeed, quite recently a 
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leading bicycle concern of England, one 
that pays special attention to quality, gave 
its order here for the tubing to be used in 
its ’97 machines, paying willingly for it a 
much higher price than it would have to 
pay at home. ‘This choice was made after 
elaborate tests, including the rather unus- 
ual one for vibratory strain. 

This rapid success of the tube mil 
brought such quick justification of Colone 
Pope’s foresight, that within a year from 
the start the company was turning out 
finer grades of steel tubing, in every way 
better adapted for use in the bicycle than 
had been previously produced, or have 
since been produced, by any other con- 
cern. Soon they found themselves un- 
able to satisfy the demands put upon 
them. Additional machinery was straight- 
way put in with more presses and draw 
benches, the force of men was strength- 
ened, and in:various ways the plant was 
extended. Still the demand kept increas- 
ing, and it was soon seen that the present 
accommodations would not long be sufh- 
cient. With the factories turning out 
bicycles by tens of thousands, with a de- 
mand for thousands of feet of steel tubing 
every week, it was evident that they must 
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soon move into larger quarters, and in 
1895 active preparations were begun for 
building the permanent plant, ona site not 
far distant from the temporary one. With- 
in a year this was complete, with every- 
thing as it should be, for the best engineers 
and specialists in the country were con- 
sulted during the period of its construc- 
tion. And as there are very wonderful 
things in this plant, huge pumps, ponder- 
ous machinery, lines of glowing furnaces, 
monstrous hydraulic rams, and a system 
of tube-drawing that is altogether un- 
equalled, it will repay us to stroll through 
this stretch of buildings with their strange 
noises and unfamiliar operations, and ob- 
serve these latter in some detail. 

We should bear in mind that whatever 
we see here is the best of its kind in 
the world, the latest development of en- 
gineering science. Colonel Pope’s instruc- 
tions from the start were to spare no 
expense in the purchase of any machine or 
piece of apparatus that would ultimately 
save a fair percentage on its extra cost 
over the cost of a cheaper machine or ap- 
pliance. He wished this tube mill to be a 
model in every respect, and it is a model, 
its fame having spread through this coun- 
try and others, so much so that engineers 
and scientists from all parts of the world 
come to visit it, and wonder and admire. 


IN THE BOILER ROOM, 


Let us look first at the great boilers and 
furnaces, huge masses of iron, built in a 
room as large as a church, a room surpris- 
ingly clean and cool. I remark on the 
absence of soot or ashes. 

‘“That is because everything is done 
automatically,’” says the engineer in 
charge; ‘‘ the boilers are fed automatically, 
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the fires are stoked automatically, and the 
ashes are carried away automatically. <A 
single man can take charge of the six 
boilers. Come up here and you will see 
better.” 

He leads the way up a steep swaying 
ladder that brings us to a platform over 
the boilers; it is like climbing to the mast- 
head of a vessel, and yet we are only mid- 
way between the floor and the top of the 
building. Beneath us, side by side, are 
the curving bellies of the six boilers, each 
resting on its own foundation of brick and 
iron, within which glowing fires burn day 
and night throughout the year. Overhead, 
up among the trusses, are three big black 
masses ending beneath in black funnels. 
They look like the pictures of cyclones. 

** What are those ?’’ I ask. 

**Coal hoppers, one for each pair of 
furnaces. They feed the fires through the 
long iron chutes, and are fed themselves 
by the chain of buckets that you see travel- 
ling up thereabovethem. Each one holds 
fourteen tons of coal. There, do you 
hear that click? That means that fifty 
pounds of coal has slid down into this fur- 
nace under us.”’ 

The clicking sound seems to come from 
a red painted swelling in the chute that 
descends from the funnel of the hopper 
into the furnace, and the foreman informs 
me that this is a weighing machine which 
registers automatically every pound of 
coal as it passes into the fires. 

I look up to the chain of buckets which 
stretches along the ridge of the roof the 
full length of the building, coming from 
somewhere outside and descending along 
the wall near usin a perpendicular line and 
disappearing underneath the floor. Each 
bucket is a little iron basket holding some- 
thing less than a bushel of coal. They not 
only bring in coal for the hop- 
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ashes from the ash pits, and 

they do it all automatically. 
Coming down to the floor

in the center ‘* Look closer,’’ he says. 


‘“Why, it’s moving,’’ I ex- 
claim; *‘ the whole thing is mov- 


ing.”” 
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‘Certainly it is; that’s the automatic 
stoker I was telling you about—the Coxe 
traveling grate. It’s made of of 
cast iron laid side by side in an endless 
chain that runs over two pulley wheels at 
the respective ends, each one about two feet 
in diameter. The grate travels round and 
round like a treadmill, and is so operated 
by the Locke damper regulator that the 
coal is reduced,to ashes before it reaches 
the rear end of the fire box, where it is 
dropped down into the ash pit.”’ 

Now we visit the coal bunkers, which 
occupy a building continuous with the 
boiler room and of about the same dimen- 
a building whose on- 
structed of curved steel plates put together 
loosely, so as to offer safe resistance to 
the enormous pressure from within and 
allow a certain play when the bunkers are 
filled totheir uttermost. The bunkers are 
divided into three large rooms or bins, 
each about thirty by forty feet, and thirty 
feet high, and built like the ash pits, with 
V-shaped floors and openings at the bot- 
tom which discharge the coal automatically 
into the bucket chain that runs underneath 
in the tunnel. The bunkers not only dis- 
charge into this bucket chain, but they are 
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filled by it when it passes above them; for 
this wonderful chain, about a fifth of a 
mile in length, encircles the entire length 
and height of the boiler room and the coal 
bunkers, passing up and down the two 
ends, and stretching above and below, 
through the full length of the two build- 
Ings. 

‘* Here is where we get our coal from 
the railroad,’’ says the engineer, leading 
the way to a covered track at the farther 
end of the bunkers. ‘‘ This is a gravity 
spur, from the main line, which brings the 
coal cars directly to our door. They are 
stopped here, and empty their loads 
through this opening in the track intoa 
coal hopper underneath, built just above 
the bucket chain. Then overthetrack you 
see another big hopper, which receives the 
ashes from the buckets as they are carried 
from the ash pits, and discharges the ashes 
into empty cars on the track beneath. So 
it is literally true that our boiler fires are 
fed automatically from the railroad cars, 
without any handling of the coal by work- 
men, and that the furnaces discharge their 
ashes automatically into the railroad cars, 
again without any handling by work- 
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men. 
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THE ENGINE ROOM, 


Now we pass into the engine room, 
which is the pride of the works. Hereare 
two triple-expansion, vertical fly-wheel, 
Riedler high-pressure pumping-engines, 
built by Fraser & Chalmers of Chicago, to 
specifications by Mr. E. D. Leavitt. They 
are the finest of their kind in the world, so 
my guide informs me. And I can well be- 
lieve it, for they are certainly very big and 
heavy, and the huge masses of polished 
metal, wheels and rods and eccentrics, 
move very smoothly on their bearings and 
connections. ‘* At greatest economy,’’ he 
continues, *‘ they are designed to turn sixty 
revolutions to the minute, and both work- 
ing together will drive 1,100 gallons of 
water a minute against a pressure of 1,200 
pounds to the square inch, and they are 
expected to use an average of only twelve 
pounds of steam per hour for each indi- 
cated horse-power.”’ 

Translated into simple English, this 
means that here are two wonderfully power- 
ful and efficient pumps for driving great 
quantities of water through heavy pipes 
with enormous force. After all, that is 
the entire purpose of this power house, 
with its necessary adjuncts of furnaces,

boilers, and coal bunkers. ‘This whole as- 
semblage of buildings, this gathering to- 
gether of costly machines and imposing 
apparatus, is simply a huge contrivance 
for making rams work bac« and forth in 
distant cylinders, these being the draw 
benches where the tubing is reduced. It 
is a splendid feat of hydraulic engineer- 
ing, a magnificent illustration—perhaps 
the best in the whole world—of the enor- 
mous work that may be gotten out of that 
hoary old giant, Hydraulic Pressure, if 
you only know how to use him. 

As I stand in this confusion of marvels 
the question that comes to my mind isa 
natural one—‘‘ How is this hydraulic pres- 
sure exerted, and how is the strength of 
these great pumping-engines, each with its 
equivalent of eight hundred horse-power, 
transmitted through this long stretch of 
buildings to all the draw benches and 
hydraulic presses scattered through the 
works ?”’ 

**T’ll show you,”’ says the engineer who 
has now taken me in charge, and forth- 
with leads the way down into another 
tunnel whose length makes that of the 
other one seem trifling. This is indeed a 
tunnel worth talking about. Standing at 
one end, the other end seems almost be- 
yond the eye’s reach, this effect of extreme 
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length being aided 
by a misty quality in 
the air, which dims 
the electric lights 
along the sides. 
This tunnel carries 
along its floor three 
lengthsof heavy iron 
pipe, each about 
eight inches in diam- 
eter, these being the 
channels through 
which the water is 
forced back and 
forth between the 
engines and the cyl- 
inders of the draw 
benches. These 
pipes are filled with 
water, a piston of 
water, one might 
say, which transmits 
faithfully, by the 
laws of hydraulics, a 
pressure of so many 
tons exerted at one 
end, and delivers it, 
with slight loss from 
friction, at the other 
end, ready for haul- 
ing or turning or do- 
ing whatever work 
is desired. A Ssys- tHE DOUBLE-ACTION HYDRAUI 
tem of diverging 

pipes distributes this 

stored-up energy among the benches and 
presses. 

Having explained all this, the engineer 
points out the two accumulators—tanks of 
sheet steel, each as big as a room, and 
resting on massive foundations of masonry 
and iron. The most remarkable thing 
about these accumulators is that they do 
not remain still, but move continually up 
and down, sliding on upright iron cylinders 
over a foot in diameter and sixteen feet 
high, which run up through their centers 
Now the accumulators are poised a dozen 
feet in the air, near the very tops of the 
cylinders; now with many little springs and 
sudden stoppings they descend almost to 
the bottoms of the cylinders. It makes 
one dizzy to watch them ; it is as if two 
giant arms had caught up a pair of 
houses and were doing jugglers’ tricks 
with them. 

‘“ What are they doing ?’’ I ask, in some 
apprehension, as we stand near these 
bounding masses. 

*‘ They are storing up the surplus energy 
of the pumping-engines, which, you must 
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INTO BILLETS, 


understand, drive the water beneath the 
accumulators, and through them, into the 
pipes. Whenever the draw benches in the 
works are idle for a few moments, as is 
constantly happening, the effort of the 
pumps is utilized in lifting these great 
tanks, each of which is loaded with water 
to the weight of over one hundred tons. 
Then at moments when all the draw 
benches are working and call for a maxi- 
mum of effort, the accumulators assist the 
pumps by the downward pressure they ex- 
ert upon the columns of water in their 
cylinders, these opening of course into the 
pipes. As the draw benches work irregu- 
larly, it is plain that without the accumu- 
lators there would be a considerable waste 
of energy; but with them the pumps have 
a constant load to carry and every pound 
of their force is utilized, although more is 
used at some times than at others. The 
advantage of weighting the accumulators 
with water instead of iron is that their 
downward pressures may be easily regu- 
lated by letting some of the water out, or 
by letting more flow in.”’ 
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AMONG THE DRAW BENCHES. 


Having thus observed what goes on at 
the source of power, we may now look 
in at the tube mill proper, which comprises 
one enormous room, almost as large asa 
city block, where the chief operations are 
performed, and a wing 160 feet long where 
are the shipping department, the inspec- 
tion department, the tool-room, the men’s 
wash-room, the bicycle stable, the dining- 
room, etc. In this wing are also the gen- 
eral offices and the drafting-room. Our 
concern now is with the main room, which 
isa place of many noises—a place where 
the noises never cease. There is the clang 
of metal as the workmen throw the tubes 
passed through their hands upon the 
trucks. There is the clatter of the swag- 
ing machinés as they taper the ends 
of the tubes so that they can be drawn 
through the dies. And, finally, coming two 
or three times a minute, there is the groan- 
ing and screaming of the draw benches 
as the tubes are drawn into longer and 
thinner lengths. These draw _ benches, 
ranged side by side, in long parallel lines, 
occupy one entire end of the building. 
At the other end, built in double rows with 
an alleyway between, are the red-hot 
annealing furnaces and the muffles for 
protecting the retorts from sudden chills in 
cooling. Between the benches and the 
furnaces is a great space of flooring oc- 
cupied by various smaller machines and 
heaped with piles of tubing, a sort of cen- 
tral store-house. 

The steel comes to the draw benches in 
two forms: either the hollow billets for the 
famous “‘ fifty point’’ carbon steel, which 
forms the chief product of the works, or 
in elongated cups that look like big bo- 
logna sausages and are of nickel steel, of 
which a limited quantity is drawn. The 
cups are stamped and pressed on the 
premises from steel that comes in sheets, 
but the billets are made in Sweden after 
specifications furnished by the company. 
These specifications, as has been seen, 
were the result of months of testing and 
experimenting, during which samples of 
steel were analyzed from nearly every 
maker in this country and Europe, all 
manner of mixtures and percentages of 
carbon were considered, and the leading 
metallurgists of the world were taken into 
consultation. If there is good steel to be 
found anywhere for bicycle needs, then 
these billets surely have it. In fact, the 
Pope tube steel specifications have a repu- 
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tation the world over, and the billets to 
fill these specifications cost more than any 
other tube billets. 

And now we come to the draw benches, 
each long enough to stretch across a wide 
city street and possessing a great fascina- 
tion for the chance beholder. Each one is 
manned by two workmen. One stands at 
the wheel and lever, midway down the 
length of the bench, and works these back 
and forth, exercising perfect control over 
the heavy jaws which advance and retreat 
from out the big cylinder with whatever 
speed or force the man desires. The other 
workman watches over the tubes in the oil 
trough, shifting them forward one by one 
to the die, through which the jaws drag 
them. ‘The dies are always smaller in 
diameter than the tubes, and it is this drag- 
ging operation which increases the length 
of the tubes while lessening their diameters 
and the thickness of their walls. 

Each tube undergoes successively a num- 
ber of drawings, smaller and smaller dies 
being used until the desired thinness has 
been obtained. What goes on at one bench 
is repeated at all the others, hour after 
hour, day after day, night after night, 
throughout the year. From one side come 
the clutching jaws, sliding smoothly like 
a gliding serpent; from the other side comes 
the length of tubing, pushed forward in its 
bath of black oil as the workman drives 
the triblet-rod into it. Thump, thump, 
the two come together at the die block. 
In an instant, with a movement of the 
lever, the jaws have gripped the tapering 
end of the tube as it pushes through the 
die hole, and then, with the turn of the 
wheel, a force of ten tons is straining at 
the tube, as the jumping arrow shows in 
the bright gauge. Before one’s eyes it 
grows longer and thinner, and as the 
change takes place, it puts forth its wail 
or groan. Between each two drawings the 
tubes are sent to the annealing furnaces to 
be softened in the fires, so that they will 
reduce more easily. 


THE ANNEALING FURNACES. 


Now let us follow the tubes over to 
the furnaces and observe in detail this 
process of annealing. Here are two 
alleyways with a row of furnaces on one 
side and a row of muffles on the other. 
Down the alleyways run little railroad 
tracks on which are cars loaded with iron 
cylinders about a foot in diameter and a 
dozen feet in length and suggesting tor- 
pedo projectiles. Each of these cylinders 
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or retorts holds about one hundred or one 
hundred and fifty tubes, and being charged 
with these, is sealed up at the end and 
placed on one of the little cars. The ad- 
vantage of having the tubes placed in the 
retorts is that they are kept from direct 
contact with the flames, which would form 
a scale upon the surfaces and necessitate 
the subsequent and injurious operation of 
‘* pickling ’’ the tubes in large vats of acid 
in order to remove this scale. The Pope 
Tube Company holds the exclusive license 
in the United States for this process of 
annealing steel tubes. 

It is a strange sight to see the workmen 
charging the 
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down come the heavy blocks of iron that 
balance the furnace door, which lifts 
straight up like the end of a mouse-trap 
and shows the hot fire-bed within and three 
retorts lying on the bars. A catch holds 
the door up, and now the roaring and 
panting of the fires within can be heard 
throughout the whole room. 
‘* What do you burn in there?’’ I ask. 
‘* Naphtha gas from the tanks out in the 
yard. Each furnace uses about ten gallons 
an hour. It comes in through large pipes 
under the bed of fire-brick, which lets the 
flames from below come up through dozens 
of holes. Of course the hissing and 
screaming of the 





furnace with the 
retorts. The 
whole side of 
the furnace 
seems to lift up 
in a heavy iron 
shutter, and the 
cylinders, rolled 
in fromthecars, 
are left in the 
shimmering red 
and white flames 
until the work 
of annealing is 
accomplished. 
This usually 
takes about 
forty-five min- 
utes. So com- 
plicated is this 
work of tube- 
making, with so 
Many steps in 
the process, that 
every tube used 
in a Columbia 
bicycle, before 
it is ready for 
the factory, must be submitted thus to the 
fire six or eight or frequently a dozen 
times, which means that a period of two 
or three weeks elapses between the starting 
of the holiow billets and the final comple- 
tion of the tubes. 

Let us observe now the discharging of a 
furnace. ‘Two brawny men come forward 
carrying long iron implements. They lay 
iron rails across the alley between the fur- 
nace, a width of about eight feet, and its 
muffle. Then one of them catches the 
handle of the heavy muffle door—a wide 
sheet of iron it is, fifteen feet long—and up 
it goes with a creaking of the balancing 
weights. The other hauls down on a 
handle at the back side of the furnace, and 
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flames is caused 
by the air 
blast.’’ As he 
speaks, the men 
reach forward 
into the flames 
with long iron 
hooks, and, 
grappling the 
nearest’ retort, 
draw it toward 
them. The re- 
tort rolls out 
heavily upon the 
rails, red-hot 
throughout its 
whole length 
and burning in 
places with yel- 
low flames from 
the oil-gas gen- 
erated within. 
Two other men, 
prying with iron 
bars, help them 
roll the heavy 
retort (it weighs 
half a ton with 
its load of tubes) across to the muffle, 
where it presently comes to rest with a 
dull clang. Then the second retort is 
treated in the same way, and finally the 
third, and as soon as the three are safely 
lodged in the muffle, the door is drawn 
down, and they are left still blazing to grow 
cool. This will take five, six, or seven 
hours, as the case may be, so the engineer 
tells me. 

For the next step two men roll forward 
on the little railroad track an iron truck 
bearing three freshly loaded retorts from 
which the air has been expelled. Each 
one of these holds from fifty to two hun- 
dred lengths of tube, according to the size, 
and these are tightly screwed inside by 
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end pieces, and will keep out any touch of 
the fire. The retorts are iron pipes about 
fourteen feet long and nine inches in diam- 
eter. These in their turn are rolled into 
the furnace with the help of long levers, 
the catch is drawn, letting the shutter door 
descend, and another heating has begun. 

A little later we watch the workmen open 
some of the retorts which have been in the 
muffles for hours and become quite cold. 
The heavy cylinders with their loads still 
inside are swung across the room by means 
of an overhead trolley, which carries them 
to the place where the tubes are to be piled 
awaiting further treatment. The long 
lengths, now as smoeth as glass, have still 
to be cleaned and straightened; then they 
are cut into such lengths as are needed, 
and stand ready for shipment. It is of in- 
terest to note, and the company point to 
the fact with just pride, that in hundreds 
of tons of “‘ fifty carbon’’ tubing that has 
been brazed under careful observation, not 
one case of burnt tube has come to light. 

Strong in their determination to lead in 
the manufacture of bicycle tubing, the 
company have recently concluded, after 
exhaustive experiments in the testing de- 
partment, that it is possible to obtain the 
very best results from the use of tubing 
drawn from steel containing five per cent. 
nickel, an alloy of the same class as the 
famous ‘‘nickel steel’’ used in armor- 
plate constructions for the government. 
Of course the exceptional hardness and 
toughness of this kind of steel occa- 
sion great difficulties in its reduction, and 
call for special and powerful machinery 
and for special skill in all stages of manu- 
facture. So slow and expensive has been 
the drawing of this nickel steel tubing that 
up to date the product has been exceed- 
ingly limited, so much so that the mill 
has undertaken to supply only the Pope 
Manufacturing Company with steel of this 
quality. 

The main difficulties in working this 
nickel steel come in preparing it for the 
draw benches. In them it is treated very 
much as the *‘ fifty carbon ”’ billets are, but 
before it reaches them it requires almost 
as much handling, with as many elaborate 
processes, as the Swedish billets receive in 
their entire journey through the mill. The 
nickel steel comes from the works of the 
Bethlehem Iron Company, and is rolled into 
plates about two feet long, one foot wide, 
and one tenth of an inch thick. These 
plates are first punched into disks about a 
foot in diameter in a blanking machine 
that weighs four tons, and bites through

the cold steel as a housewife stamps out 
biscuits. These disks are then put 
through a number of hydraulic presses, 
even heavier than the blanking machine, 
and are forced through dies by powerful 
rams. ‘The first operation brings the disk 
to the shape of a shallow basin, the next 
makes it an elongated cup, the next makes 
it still longer, and so on, until finally it is 
reduced to the form of a tube two feet 
or more in length. Then the rounded end 
of the tube is sliced off, and the nickel 
steel is in the form of a billet ready for the 
draw benches. 

Simple enough these processes seem 
when one sees them going smoothly ; but 
it took months of patient toil, with many 
mistakes and disappointments, before the 
company learned the right way of ‘‘ cup- 
ping "’ these disks into billets. And to- 
day the museum of the tube department 
bears record of the many failures in cups 
crushed into fantastic shapes, some with 
ragged sides, and in ttbes of nickel steel 
deformed in many ways and torn apart in 
the drawing. 

Now that our journey through the tube 
mill is almost completed, we may strall 
through the yard and look in amoment at 
the little naphtha building, with enough oil 
buried near it to blow the whole works to de- 
struction should a full explosion be effected 
by any mischance. Fortunately ample pre- 
cautions have been taken against such a 
catastrophe. A hot, hissing place is this 
little building, with an oil-tainted breath. 
Near the door are two retorts that receive 
the liquid naphtha, while on the other side 
are two engines working away busily, 
changing the naphtha into gas for the an- 
nealing furnaces. 

My last inspiration is to climb to the top 
of the water-tower, a dizzy structure of 
iron beams, a giant with three heads, one 
above the other, these being the three 
water tanks. From the highest one I be- 
hold a charming panorama. Around me 
are the buildings of the tube works, the 
main roof rising in half a dozen ridges like 
parallel troughs. Near by, just across a lit- 
tle pond, are the Hartford Rubber Works. 
At the right is a magnificent park of near- 
ly a hundred acres, the gift of Colonel 
Pope to the city of Hartford. In the 
distance the eye falls restfully upon elm- 
clad hills, dotted here and there with 
houses. And off yonder rises the gilded 
dome of the capitol ; across from it are the 
twin towers of the cathedral ; and here, 
apart from the rest, is the long brown pile 
of Trinity College.

TURING COMPANY.

Bae modern bicycle is such a small 

affair, so light and apparently simple 
in construction, that few people realize 
what a wonderful mechanical product it is, 
or know that the manufacture of a high- 
class wheel presents one of the most com- 
plex problems in engineering. Here isa 
machine containing over a thousand pieces 
as delicate in their adjustment as the parts 
of a watch, a machine that outruns the 
horse and vies with the locomotive, one 
that will carry a heavy man all day al- 
though weighing no more than a baby, one 
that ranks importance with the steam 
engine and is all but revolutionizing the 
world. 

How interesting it would be to tell the 
story of the evolution of this wonderf 
vehicle from those early days in 1878 when 
the Columbia was made of Norway iron 
and weighed fifty pounds, when the back- 
bones were made of welded iron pipe, and 
the spokes of iron wire, three times as 
heavy as the spokes of to-day! What 
progress there has been since then, what 
wonderful changes! In the first year the 
Columbia plant occupied one corner of a 
sewing-machine factory; now its floorage 


covers more than seventeen acres. In 1880 
the company’s en ry office force consisted 
of Colonel Albert A. Pope, his cousin E. W 
Pope, and two ons they did all the work, 
filled all the positions, were at once sales- 
men, bookkeepers, and corresponding 
clerks, and their quarters were in a loft 
crowded with rickety desks. Now the 
office force can be scarcely accommodated 
n a large and beautiful building fitted 
ith every modern convenience, while 
three thousand workmen swarm in the 
great stretch of factories. In 1880 a 
single man ran the whole bookkeeping 
department, and did other work besides; 
now this department requires the undivided 
labors of a manager and thirty-six subor- 
dinates, including 


clerks, ledger cle 


auditors, cashiers, entry 
‘ks, claims clerks, check- 
ing clerks, stenographers and messengers. 
In 1884 the company had only about 200 
agents in the whole country; now they 
have upward of 3,000. In 1884 they had 
but one man travelling to represent the 
company, now thirty men travel constantly 
from place to place in the various States, 
organizing new agencies, reporting on the 
condition of the old ones, and in general 
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looking after the interests of the com- 
pany. And while seven or eight years 
ago one man was able to attend to all the 
correspondence of the sales department, 
to-day twelve clerks, each with his stenog- 
rapher, are kept busy at it from morning 
tonight. ‘Ten years ago a hundred letters 
a day would have been a high average for 
the company’s mail; now they receive from 
1,500 to 2,500 letters a day. So great is 
the contrast between start and finish, if 
one may use the word “‘ finish’’ in an in- 
stitution where progress toward still higher 
perfection is in the very air one breathes. 


THE GUIDING PRINCIPLE, 


One of the most remarkable points in 
the early development of the Pope Com- 
pany is the unswerving confidence in the 
future of the bicycle shown by its founder, 
Colonel Albert A. Pope, in the face of all 
obstacles and discouragement. In 1877, 
when most people looked upon wheeling as 
a silly fad, a boy’s amusement, destined to 
die out as the velocipede craze had died out 
before it, he persisted in his belief that the 
bicycle had in it splendid business possi- 
bilities. And late in the summer of that 
year he gave up all other business interests 
and, with small capital, but boundless 
energy, proceeded to devote himself ex- 
clusively to the sale of bicycles and the 
development of bicycle interests. This 
almost clairvoyant foresight must be re- 
garded as one of the chief elements in the 
splendid success since achieved, for great- 
ness in business, as in other things, often 
consists chiefly in the power of seeing 
and seizing an opportunity. Already, in 
those early years, in that difficult pioneer 
period, Colonel Pope began to lay the 
foundations for the great structure that 
has since been reared, outlining clearly the 
policy that has been consistently adhered 
to by the company, of working for the 
future, not for the present, of striving for 
the final result, not for immediate gain. 
Every new step was taken with a view to 
expansion in coming years, every season’s 
policy was approved, not so much because 
it would pay in that immediate season, but 
because it would pay in the long run. In 
the first factory was the germ of all the 
other factories—the germ of the tube 
works, the rubber works, the motor car- 
riage works, the Hartford cycle works, 
and all the other departments which have 
followed and are still to follow. One of 
the Colonel’s favorite maxims was, that an 
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army is not for a single battie, put for the 
whole campaign. 

No one can realize what a tremendously 
complicated thing is the making of a mod- 
ern bicycle until be has visited the main 
factory, or, rather, paid many visits there, 
for this factory is really a stretch of work- 
shops that, to the newcomer, follow one 
another in bewildering and endless con- 
fusion. Eight acres of flooring there are 
in these shops, all thronged with workmen 
and whirling with machinery, a veritable 
forest of wheels. And this without count- 
ing the other works just mentioned, which 
are little worlds by themselves, and very 
important worlds, as we shall see. 

A mere enumeration of the processes 
that go on constantly in this main factory 
fills the mind with wonder, but to observe 
these processes, to take them in through 
eye and ear, is to increase that wonder ten- 
fold. There is the forging, the annealing, 
the brazing, separate departments each of 
them; there is the making of the balls, the 
chains and the spokes; there is the general 
machine shop where special tools are made; 
there is the model room, the designing 
room, the departments for polishing, 
nickelling, buffing, wheel assembling, and 
pattern making. Then there is the press 
room, the hand blacksmith shop, and a 
great department for machining all the 
parts, this being subdivided into various 
lesser departments, for the ‘‘ frame job,”’ 
the ‘“‘crank job,’’ the ‘* automatic screw 
machine job,’’ the ‘‘ brake and handle-bar 
job,”’ the ‘‘ hub job,’’ etc. Then there is 
a complete electric plant and a power 
department containing five large steam 
engines. 

To direct such an industry as this is like 
managing a great circus or commanding 
an army; there are few men in the world 
capable of it. One day, after a tour 
through the works, General Miles said to 
Colonel Pope with the greatest admiration 
in look and tone: ‘‘ No, I shouldn’t want 
to undertake the running of this factory; 
I’d rather fight Indians.’’ 


WHERE THE FORGES THUNDER. 


After the first dazzle of impression has 
passed away and one begins to recognize 
things with a half understanding, and dis- 
tinguish between the main operations and 
those of lesser importance, one sees that 
the making of a bicycle may be classified 
more simply under four heads: (1) the 
forging and pressing of a multitude of

Since the beginning of the industry great 
advances have been made in the methods of 
the forge shop, by the introducti of heav- 
ier hammers, by the substitution of oil for 


coal at the fires, and by the perfecting of the 


furnaces. In the old days when the forges 
were served with open-top furnaces, burning 


Lehigh coal, the men suffered much from 
the heat and the strangling fumes. Now

the me! While the operation of forging 
has been thus perfected, and remains of the 
greatest importance, it should be said that 
from year to year the tendency has been to 


reduce the number of forgings in the con- 
struction of a bicycle, and, as far as pos- 
sible, to replace by tubing the solid parts 
that previously had to be bored out. One 
reason for this change is that improvements 
in tube construction have made it possible 
to give a more elegant finish at the joints

ing is done and the case-hardening and the 
‘‘pickling.’’ Case-hardening makes steel 
harder when it is too soft, annealing makes 
it softer when it is too hard, and “ pick- 
ling ’’ cleans it of scale that forms on the 
surface. In both case-hardening and an- 
nealing the parts of the bicycle to be thus 
treated, numberless pieces, some as large 
as a handle-bar and others as small as the 
tiniest screw or bolt, are packed into cast- 
iron tetorts—queer little boxes that look 
like coffins for kittens or pet dogs—and in 
these are slid into rows of furnaces and left 
there for a varying number of hours. Up 
to this point the two processes are iden- 
tical, except that in case-hardening the 
bicycle parts are placed in the retorts along 
with a quantity of charcoal and crushed 
bone to assist in carbonizing their surfaces,

A FOREST OF WHEELS. 


Next we pass into one of the largest 
parts of the factory, a bewildering place, 
the great drilling-room, aconfusion of belts 
and wheels which turn so many machines 
that the untrained mind can scarcely re- 
member their names, much less understand 
their purposes. There are scores of lathes, 
drill presses, boring machines, reamers, 
chucking machines, milling 
threading machines, and 
whose genera 


machines, 
many others 
purpose is to bore out the 
various forgings, the hubs, crank sleeves, 
pedal centres, etc., cutting away every 
particle of superfluous metal, smoothin; 
the surfaces without and within, putting

on threads where they are needed, boring 
holes for screws, and, in general, adapting 


each part for use in the finished bicycle 
his preliminary drilling and smoothing 
having been done, the various parts go to 
their own departments, each a little factory 
by itself, with its separate force of men, 
its specially devised machinery, and its 
numerous problems to solve. 

One of the most interesting of these 
many factory processes is that of making 
the chains. The ordinary bicycle chain 


contains fifty-three links, each composed 
of five pieces: the block, the two side links, 
and the two rivets,

Near this ‘‘ kicking ’’ man is another in- 
teresting character in the chain room, a 
young lad whose business in life is to cut 
up strips of felt into tiny pieces and to put 
one of these into the centre of each chain 
block for lubricatione By actual count 
this boy puts an average of 15,000 of these 
pieces of felt into 15,000 chain links every 
day of his life, and on one day he pushed 
the total up to 17,000. 

The iast step in the process of chain 
making is to put the chains through a test- 
ing machine which produces the conditions 
of actual riding. In this machine the 
chain is kept turning for some minutes 
under great pressure, the effect being the 
same as if it was put upon a bicycle and 
driven up a very steep hill by a man 
If it endures this 
severe strain it is regarded as perfect.

SWAGING THE SPOKES, 


The noisiest place in the works is the 
spoke department, which suggests the 
screaming of a dozen sawmills or the wail- 
ings of a hundred mad women. ‘The most 
interesting process here is performed by 
the swaging machines, which deserve some 
notice, not only because they are the great 
noise makers, but because they represent 
an important step forward in the history 
of spoke-making. In the early days bi- 
cycle spokes were made from steel wire 
having a uniform diameter through its 
whole length. This method of manufacture 
was followed until 1891, when the great 
demand for lighter machines caused bicycle 
makers everywhere to cast about them 
for some means of lightening the spokes. 
After many consultations with experts and 
after months of experiment, the officers of 
the Pope Company decided to attempt a 
reduction of weight by lessening the diam- 
eter of the spokes at all points save the 
two ends, where shoulders were to be left 
for attachment to rims and hubs. To 
effect this thinning out of the spoke the 
swaging machine was devised, a pair of 
whirling jaws that grip the wire at one 
end and drag it between two dies, little 
steel hammers that are kept striking to- 
gether with incredible rapidity by a system 
of swiftly turning rolls. So accurate is 
the adjustment of the dies that the diame- 
ter of the spokes between the two shoulders 
is always exact to within one one-thou- 
sandth of an inch. 
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On leaving the swaging machines the 
spokes are cut off by a revolving cutter, 
and headed, and then they formerly went 
to three little boys who sat on a bench and 
did nothing from morning till night but 
bend the heads of the spokes to a right 
angle with the lengths, for insertion in the 
hubs. It must be said, however, that the 
company have decided to give up this 
bending of the spokes in their '97 bicycles, 
as experiments in the testing departments 
have demonstrated that far greater strength 
and power of resistance are assured by 
using spokes that go into the hubs 
straight. 

Many other departments there are where 
strange machines labor; to describe them 
all would fill many chapters of a large vol- 
ume. ‘There is the making of the sprock- 
ets or gear wheels with queer teeth-cutting 
machines, which eat out the metal slowly, 
working in baths of oil. ‘There is the 
bending of the handle-bars, done in power- 
ful gear presses by huge steel hands which 
descend slowly from above upon dies hold- 
ing the tubes and bend these latter into any 
desired shape. ‘There is the turning out 
of various brackets and shafts and cases, 
small parts of the bicycle, but of vast 
importance for smooth running. ‘These 
are made in the turret machines, which no 
one but a machinist can understand, each 
one with half a dozen arms that turn in 
succession against a bar of steel and do 
some act of drilling or cutting or smooth- 
ing. And as the bars of steel are fed into 
these machines the finished pieces drop 
from the end one by one, the workmen 
doing little but manage a wheel or 
lever. 

Some of these turret machines actually 
work automatically, turning out screws 
and nuts and other little pieces by the 
hundreds of thousands, working on by 
themselves day after day, week after 
week, and only asking the workmen for 
oil now and then and a proper supply 
of steel to feed upon. These ‘‘ auto- 
matics’’ have proved themselves particu- 
larly valuable for their accuracy in making 
screws and nuts, which are used of course 
in immense numbers every year. For a 
long time the Pope Company tried to buy 
screws and nuts ready made, but they 
could not secure them up to the desired 
standard, the threads and sizes were not 
sufficiently accurate, and the quality of 
stock was below Columbia requirements, 
so they were forced to start what might 
be called a screw factory of their 
own. 
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AMONG TH® BRAZING FIRES, 


Now that we have seen how some of the 
chief parts of the wheel are made, we 
may observe how these are put together, 
and first we will enter the brazing-room, 
where the tubes of the frame are fastened 
to the various ** hangers’’ and connecting 
parts. This is one of the most important 
processes in bicycle manufacture, for un- 
less the brazing is done solidly all else 
will be done in vain. And it is of interest 
to note that the growth of the bicycle 
industry has led 
to a much better 
understanding of 
the art of braz- 
ing than had pre- 
viously existed ; 
indeed, so _ re- 
cently as 1880, 
American me- 
chanics generally 
thought it impos- 
sible to braze 
light tubing to 
solid forgings, 
and for several 
years the com- 
pany were in a 
constant tension 
of effort to over- 
come existing 
difficulties and 
bring to perfec- 
tion the art of 
brazing as ap- 
plied to bicycle 
construction, THE BRAZING-ROUM, 





ties in this coun- 
try and abroad were consulted, libraries 
were ransacked for treatises on the subject, 
and large sums were spent before the secret 
was discovered which gave and still gives 
to the Columbia frames the strength in 
the joints for which they are famous. In- 
deed it is no easy matter to braze tubing 
as thin as paper to a piece of solid steel and 
make the two as if they were one piece. 
As one enters the brazing-room the ear 
is struck by a sound like the roar of a dis- 
tant surf. This comes from the long lines 
of brazing fires, each one darting and hiss- 
ing on its little iron table, the blue- 
tongued flames striking into adjustable 
iron ovens of fire-brick that rest on the 
tops. The heated area within the fire-brick 
is very small, not larger than the top of a 
man’s hat, but it is intense in proportion; 
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indeed the points where the two tongues of 
flame come together are nearly as hot as 
the forge fires. 

It is interesting to follow a batch of 
frames as they start at one end of the double 
stretch of fires, and advance joint by joint 
to the last fire, which leaves them com- 
pletely brazed. In every bicycle there are 
thirty joints that require brazing, and each 
operation of brazing takes from thirty sec- 
onds to a minute and a half. The excel- 
lence of the work done here is shown by 
the fact that in something like a million 
and a half brazings done on the machines

rHE POLISHING AND NICKELING, 


On leaving the brazing department, the 
handle-bars, cranks, pedal centres, and 
other parts of the bicycle to be finished in 
nickel, are carefully brought to a certain 
smoothness at the joints, and are then 
sent to the polishing department, where 
this smoothness is increased many fold, 
it being essential that the surfaces to re- 
ceive the nickel be almost like glass. 

Here are gloomy, heavy-walled rooms 
where wheels spin with rapid buzz, wheels 
along the ceilings for the pulleys, quadruple 
rows of wheels along the floors for the 
grinders and polishers, huge gear wheels 
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at the far end that drive all the smaller 
wheels and work the big blower Ihe 
whole floor shakes in heavy, quick vibra- 
tions The workmen wear little black 


caps drawn over their eyes to protect them 
from the sparks. ‘The air is full of dust 
and the odor of glue and walrus hide. 
K;mery powder and walrus hide are staple 
The wal- 
rus hide is used to make polishing wheels, 


and the emery powder is sifted over the 


necessaries this department. 


periphery of these wheels and held there 
by glue, so as to offer a grinding surface 
For heavy grinding, wooden 
‘oak tan’ 
polishing leather, and this covered again 
with emery, but where a high degree of 
polish is desired nothing has been found 
to equal walrus hide, which makes a 
wheel at,once tough and sufficiently yield- 
ing. 

Having been thus polished, the handle- 
bars, cranks, etc., are taken to the nickel- 
ing department, the largest plant of the 
kind in the country. Here everything is 
clean, there is little noise, there is no 
confusion of wheels, only a few pulleys that 
drive two dynamos in the center of the 
room. On the other side, stretching from 
end to end, are big nickeling vats filled 
nearly to the tops with a dark blue liquid. 
On the other side are vats steaming with 
solutions of potash, lime, muriatic acid, 
these to make the parts chemically clean 
before the plat- 
ing. 

The articles to

cranks, eic., are 
first thinly coated 
with copper in big 
tanks holding a 
cyanide solution; 
then they are im- 
mersed by the 
hundred in the 
line of nickeling 
tanks, three or 
four hours here 








being usually suf 
ficient to insure 
the best plating. 
When taken out, 
nickeled parts 
present a dull 
color, not bright- 
er than silver 
which has been 
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much used, and by no means resembling the 
ordinary nickel plate seen on bicycles. Be- 
fore the parts will take on that high gloss 
they must go through the buffing depart- 
ment, where we will now follow them. 


rHE BUFFING AND ENAMELING. 


The buffing department is a place cf 
fantastic shapes and sounds that set the 
teeth on edge. Down the center stretches 
a huge blower of galvanized iron, which 
looks for all the world like a curving sea- 
serpent, with thirty-six necks wriggling 
out of the sides, and thirty-six heads, each 
with wide-gaping jaws. And at the thirty- 
six heads are as many workmen, who seem 
to be feeding the serpent with cotton waste 
from the swift-turning wheels that do the 
buffing. It is the peculiar composition of 
these buffing wheels that makes necessary 
the great blower, for they are composed of 
nothing less than disks of cotton cloth, 120 
of these being placed side by side to form 
a single wheel. One might imagine that 
wheels of such flimsy stuff would offer 
small resistance to the steel, but the 
eighteen lathes turn with such great rapid- 
ity—2,600 revolutions to the minute—that 
the centrifugal force drives the flaps of the 
cotton hard together, so that when the 
wheels are turning at full speed they form 
a surface, not as hard as board, to be sure, 
but quite hard enough for the purpose. 

































































A VISIT TO THE COLL 
And the friction of these wheels against the 
bicycle parts wears out the wheels so rap- 
idly that much cotton waste and emery dust 
are thrown into the air that might do harm 
to the workmen's lungs were they not 
carried away by the suction of the big 
blower. When used in buffing, the cotton 
wheels are smeared with *‘ white polish,’’ 
and so effective is this treatment that 
a few seconds’ contact with the rapidly 
driven wheels is sufficient to bring the 
finest polish to the nickel, a polish which 
it retains permanently. 

Of the finishing processes there remains 
the enameling, 
which is done ina 
series of large 
rooms ranged with 
huge ovens and vats 
filled with liquid 
enamel. In the 
enameling depart- 
ment are treated 
the frames, forks, 
chain guards, and 
rear shields, which 
must all be black 
and shining in the 
finished machine. 
The first step is to 
give these parts a 
careful cleaning in 
vats of boiling wa- 
ter. Then, after 
thorough = _ drying, 
they are smoothed 
down with emery 
cloth, and washed

and leaves them 
ready for the first coat of enamel. After 


this first coat the frames and other parts are 
baked for hours in gas or coal ovens, and 
then other coats are applied, with a baking 
in the ovens between each, and so they 
advance gradually to the necessary gloss 
and smoothness. After the last coat they 
are taken to the finishing-room, the most 
immaculate place in the works, and here 
they get their final baking, in a line of 
special ovens, a veritable street of little 
houses, eight or nine feet square and the 
same in depth, the gas ovens made of gal- 
vanized iron, the coal ovens built with 
heavy brick walls. In them all are bars 
of iron along the ceiling, and swinging 
shelves to support the various parts, and 
heavy doors that close with long iron bars 
and bear queer little thermometers on the 
outside, disks of metal, with arrows which 
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indicate the temperature—anywhere from 
zero to 500 degrees Fahrenheit. 


rHE INSPECTION DEPARTMENT. 


So much for the chief processes of the 
factory, but before the various parts of 
the machine can be ‘‘ assembled’’ into the 
finished bicycle they must pass through 
the inspection department, one of the most 
admirable features of the works, and well 
worth some brief consideration. It is not 
until one has visited this department and 
studied its methods that one understands 
what elaborate pre- 
cautions are taken 
in the Columbia 
Factory against any 
blemish or defect in 
any one of the num- 
berless parts that 
make up a bicycle. 
A small army of 
men devote their 





entire time to this 
work, which means 
an annual expense 
of many thousands 
of dollars, to make 
sure that every 
smallest and largest 


part, every joint, 


every bearing, is 
exactly as it should 
be. 

There are special 
reasons which ren- 
der imperative this 
work of bicycle in- 
spection, one of the 
chief of these grow- 
ing out of the fact 
that what scientists 
call the ‘‘ factor of 
safety ’’ is lower in the bicycle than in al- 
most any other mechanical product, and has 
been growing still lower every year as the 
machines have been made lighter. In high 
pressure guns the ‘‘ factor of safety’’ is 
yften as great as twenty, which means that 
the guns are made twenty times as strong 
as is theoretically necessary for the strain 
they must bear; in ordinary guns the 
‘‘ factor of safety ’’’ is twelve ; in boilers it 
is about six; in bridges it is usually five, 
and in almost every construction or ma- 
chine it is at least four; in the perfected 
bicycle of to-day it is estimated that the 
‘factor of safety’’ has been reduced to 
1.25. This means that if any joint or 
screw or bolt or bit of wire in a machine 
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S WHEREIN THE FRAME RE BAKED TO SET ANI 


fails in strength or perfection of fitting by 
only so much as twenty-five per cent. of 
what is expected of it the bicycle may be 
crippled, the rider’s pleasure destroyed, 
perhaps his safety threatened. In these 
days, when bicycles are being driven at the 
railroad trains, it behooves a 
wheelman to see to it that he is not riding 
a machine where lightness has been ob- 
tained at the expense of strength and 
rigidity. 

From the very start, Colonel Pope has 
regarded it, not only as a matter of busi- 
ness policy, but as a positive duty to the 
public, to take such extraordinary pains in 
the manufacture of Columbia wheels that 
: against accident due 
to faults of construction. As a._means to 
this end been established not 
only the inspection department, which we 
shall now consider, but also the testing 
department, which is perhaps even more 
important, and which we shall consider 
presently. Coming now to the work of in- 
spection: All the forgings in a Columbia 
bicycle, and there are about a dozen of 
these, are separately inspected, before 
going into the shops, for any seams, cracks 
and “‘ cold shuts,’’ or other defects. Some 
of these forgings are inspected twice, so 
that for the forgings alone between 4,000 
and 5,000 have to be examined 
daily by men who devote their whole time 
to such inspection. About five per cent,

pieces 
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of all the forgings are 
at once rejected as not 
up to the standard and 
are sent to the scrap 
heap. 

This inspecting of the 
forgings is but a small 
part in the work of this 
department, for at every 
step in the subsequent 
machining and finishing 
all parts are again in- 
spected, and it is literally 
true that every portion 
of a Columbia bicycle, 
from the largest piece of 
tubing down to the tiniest 
screw, receives separate 
and individual inspection 
at least three times, fre- 
quently six or eight times, 
and in some cases twelve 
times. For instance, 
every Columbia crank 
is inspected eight times, 
every handle-bar six 
times, every sprocket five 
times, every chain four times, and so on. 

And after all this there is the general in- 
spection of the completed wheel, which is 
very severe; and itissafeto say that when 
a Columbia bicycle has passed the ordeal 
of the inspection department it will stand 
any criticism. Indeed as one passes through 
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the various departments of the factory one 
sees everywhere how the danger of greater 
lightness has been offset by greater strength 
of material and improved methods of con- 
struction, so that the shell-like Columbia 
of to-day is actually stronger in many re- 
spects than the lumbering model of a few 
years ago. 


rHE TESTING DEPARTMENT, 


That such high perfection has been at- 
tained is largely due to the scientific test- 
ing department, a unique feature of the 
Columbia Works. In all 
the other parts of these 
great factories the aim is 
to build up, to put to- 
gether; here the aim is to 
tear apart, to destroy. 
Elaborate and expensive 
machines have been de- 
vised for no other pur- 
pose than to determine 
how much torce 1s neces- 
sary to wear out a fin- 
ished bicycle, to bend, 
break, or drag asunder 
its various parts. In 
order to learn how to 
make the strongest possi- 
ble bicycle it is necessary 
to find out what makes 
a bicycle weak and exact- 
ly how much power of 
resistance should be pos- 
sessed by each individual 
part—the frame, spokes, 
tire, axles, cranks, pedals, 
forks, etc. To find that 
out means putting such 
excessive strain upon 
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of the alternate stress machine in testing 
various grades of steel tubing has also been 
described. These two machines furnish 
the physical tests which every new grade 
of steel tubing has to undergo as soon as 
it leaves the tube mills. ‘There, of course, 
in a single year, hundreds of grades of 


tubing are drawn, each possessing individ- 
ual qualities or defects, different blending 
of those two great requisites—strength 
and toughness, and it is for the testing de- 
partment to decide whether one kind of 
tubing is superior or inferior to another 
kind, whether a certain change in the 











these parts that the man- 
ner of their breaking may 
be clearly understood. 
The expense involved in maintaining 
this department of destruction is so great 
that no other bicycle makers have felt 
justified in establishing a similar one. 
The 100,0o00-pound tension and compres- 
sion machine, for instance, is the only one 
in any bicycle factory in the world. This 
machine, the usefulness of which has been 
described in a previous article, consists of 
two heavy jaws, which can grip and tear 
apart anything placed between them, from 
a heavy steel bar down to a hair, its move- 
ment being started by hydraulic power so 
perfectly controlled as to give any desired 
amount of force, from a few ounces up to 
a maximum of fiftytons. And the working

process has been made for the better or

THE FAMOUS NICKEL STEEL, 


The value of these tests was shown 
most conclusively in the early part of 1894, 
when Colonel Pope began to consider the 
advisability of introducing, in certain parts 
of the bicycle, tubing made of the famous 
five per cent. nickel steel similar to that 
which has been used with such excellent 
results in the construction of armor plates 
for the government. This nickel steel 
was known to be more costly than the high 
carbon grade they were then using, and 
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far more difficult to work, and the question 
was whether its adoption would give a 
sufficient increase in strength and tenacity 
to justify the added trouble and expense. 
A few tests in the alternate stress machine 
left no possible doubt on this point. ‘Two 
specimens of tubing were successively 
introduced, both of the same gage, and 
in every respect identical, save that the 
one was made of high carbon steel, such 
as had been previously used, while the 
other was made of nickel steel. The first 
tube endured a strain of 250,000 revolu- 
tions before breaking, which was consid- 
ered a good record, but the other tube 
under the same load, after enduring a 
strain of over 
2,009,000 _~=s revo lu- 
tions and remaining 
in the machine for 
nearly two weeks, 
was taken out still 
unbroken. The 
expert promptly de- 
clared that this al- 
loy of nickel and 
steel possessed a 
strength and tough- 
ness not to be 
found in any other 
metal and rendering 
it peculiarly well 
adapted for use in 
bicycle construc- 
tion. Accordingly 
the Columbias for 
1897 contain nickel 
steel tubing, and it 
has been found that 
this change results 
in a saving of

a gain of strength, 

the great resisting power of the nickel 
steel making it safe to reduce the thick- 
ness of the walls of the tubing in some 
places to twenty-five one-thousandths of 
an inch or less. 

Another piece of apparatus in constant 
use in the testing department is the vibra- 
tory machine, a large wooden wheel about 
four feet in diameter, on the circumference 
of which are a number of heavy cogs of 
unequal lengths and shapes, varying in 
height from half an inch to two inches, 
some sharp at the ends, some rounded, 
their purpose being to produce as rough a 
surface as could be found on even the 
stoniest road. Against this uneven periph- 
ery a bicycle wheel with spokes taut and 
pneumatic tire inflated, a brand new wheel 
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fresh from the factory, is pressed by means 
of an iron bar heavily weighted at the end, 
so that the pressure on the bicycle wheel 
against the cogs may equal the weight of 
an average rider. 

Thus arranged, the machinery is set in 
motion, the cogged wheel turning 162 times 
a minute and making the bicycle wheel 
turn against it as if it were being driven 
over some terrible cobblestone road at the 
rate of thirteen and a half miles an hour, 
and that under the weight of a heavy man. 
This test puts upon the wheel, upon every 
spoke, upon the hub and rim and tire, a 
strain many times more severe than could 
be experienced under any ordinary condi- 
tions of riding. 
Thirteen hours is 
considered a good 
length of time for 
a wheel to last un- 
der this tremendous 
strain, but so great 
is the strength of 
the perfected Co- 
lumbias that some 
of them have stood 
this murderous test 
for thirty, forty, 
sometimes fifty 
hours without a 
spoke bending or 
any defect showing 
itself; on the other 
hand, the wheels of 
other companies 
have frequently 
been put through 
this test to deter- 
mine their strength 
as compared with 
that of the Colum- 
bia, and the result 
has always been most satisfactory to the 
Pope Company. 





STILL OTHER TESTS. 


Still another feature of the testing de- 
partment is the chemical laboratory, where 
specimens of steel by the score are submit- 
ted to a chemical analysis in determining 
their composition. There are all sorts of 
appliances here, including delicate bal- 
ances, capable of weighing one-twenty- 
thousandth part of a drachm, a powerful 
microscope and a Le Chatelier pyrometer, 
by means of which a spot of light moving 
along a graduated dial allows the men of 
science sitting in their laboratory to know 
exactly to a degree the temperature of the 
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great annealing furnaces 
in distant parts of the 
works, where the parts of 
the bicycle are being sub- 
mitted to fire. 

One device in the test- 
ing department is a novel 
dynamometer for meas- 
uring the effort put forth 
by a rider in overcoming 
the friction of a bicycle. 
In a general way this dy- 
namometer is the famil- 
iar Atwood gravity ma- 
chine with its two tall 
columns, a bicycle wheel 
with ordinary gearing 
being substituted for the 
usual frictionless pul- 
leys. Then the devia- 
tion in the descent of the 
weight from what would 
be required in the ordi-

noting the various amounts of these devia- 
tions. Thus the company are able to 
demonstrate practically by the evidence of 
the impartial pulley wheels 
that they have succeeded in 
building a wheel that is sec- 
ond to none in ease of run- 
ning. 

And, assupplementing the 
work of the testing depart- 
ment, the company employs 
constantly a corps of ex- 
pert wheelmen, who are kept 
riding in all seasons over all 
sorts of roads, the rougher 
the better, and on machines 
of almost every make, 
whether foreign or Ameri- 
can. ‘These riders are in- 
structed to put the wheels 
to the most severe tests, and 
are called upon for regular 
reports. It is of interest to 
note here that in the fall of 
1896 thirty machines of the 
1897 pattern were in this 
way ridden a distance ex- 
ceeding 100,000 miles in the 
aggregate before a single 
1897 machine was put on 
the market. Such tests give 
the company at the outset

ened general policy, and the 
constant oversight of the 
guiding mind which has 
built up this great industry, 
—what wonder that the Co- 
lumbia bicycle stands to- 
day unrivalled among the 
wheels of the world ! 





HOW THE BUSINESS IS MAN- 
AGED, 


And here a few words will 
be of interest as to the rela- 
tions existing between this 
remarkable merchant man- 
s ufacturer, Colonel Albert 
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A. Pope, and the men in his employ. 
Colonel Pope lives in Boston, and usually 
spends only one or two days of each week 
at the factory in Hartford ; indeed, he 
finds it a positive advantage to manage the 
great interests con- 
trolled by him from 
a distance. He is 
able thus to take a 
broad view of things 
and follow clearly 
the path of advance- 
ment with no distrac- 
tion from irrelevant 
details. 

And yet Colonel 
Pope is absolutely in 
touch with every- 
thing going on at the 
works, down to even 
the smallest detail. 
Every day he re- 
ceives an elaborate 
report from the fac- 
tories which is noth- 
ing less than a per- 
petual inventory of 
the stock on hand, the wheels that 
have been sold, etc., and as this re- 
port runs from noon to noon, he may 
be compared in reading it to the cap- 
tain of a vessel taking his daily ob- 
servations. On the days of his visits 
to the factory he is occupied from seven 
in the morning until eleven at night in 
consultations with the heads of the depart- 
ments, who come to him in succession with 
their portfolios ready; in talking with the 
travelling salesmen and managers of 
branch houses, to whom he delivers regular 
lectures in the lecture-room; in making a

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tour of the works and observing things for 
himself—in a word, in settling questions 
that have come up since his last visit and in 
stimulating every one to his best exertions. 
He might be called the president of a great 
bicycle university 
where faculty meet- 
ings are held once a 
week, and it is liter- 
ally true that his 
spirit pervades and 
dominates the entire 
institution. 


COMFORT OF THE 
WORKMEN, 


In the course of 
frequent journey- 
ings through the 
factories I have been 
struck by the care 
shown for the com- 
fort and well-being 
of the workmen. 
Take the noon hour, 
for instance. At 
three minutes before 
twelve the automat- 
ic signal clock in 
the timekeeper’s of- 
fice sets electric 
bells ringing in all 
the shops, and forthwith the workmen 
in the tube mill, the rubber mill, the 
motor carriage department, and the main 
factory leave their lathes and presses, 
their forges and furnaces, and with one 
accord troop down to the basements of 
the several buildings, where every man 
has a spacious locker to himself, with best 
facilities for cleaning up. Up and down 
the rows of lockers run troughs through 
which warm water is kept flowing, this to 
serve for the first rinsing, while, in addi- 
tion, each locker has its individual faucet 
with clean water for the final washing. 
Thus there is no delay, no waiting in turn, 
no crowding or confusing, and within three 
minutes some thousands of men are ready 
for their midday meal. 

Some of the workmen prefer to go home 
for the luncheon hour, and when the big 
doors open at the stroke of twelve a 
double line of them are seen going up 
and down the road, mounted on bicycles 
taken from the bicycle stable, where 
each man who wishes has his own stall 
for his own wheel. Others remain at 
the works, either bringing their own 
lunches or buying them at the lunch coun-

Now the hour of rest is nearly over, and 
at 12:57 the electric gong sounds with a 
long b-r-r-r, calling the men back to their 
benches. Instantly there sounds the 
trampling of many feet over the floors and 
down the hall as the men answer the call, 
and when the one o’clock whistle sounds 
every man is at his work again, refreshed 
and willing for the labor before him. 

‘*Educate your workmen, give them 
good books to read, broaden their ideas, 
and they will serve you faithfully and be 
contented with their lot.’’ ‘That is the 
idea Colonel Pope has constantly put forth 
and acted upon, and the result seems 
to have proved his wisdom, for there has 
never been a strike in the history of the 
Columbia Works. In all departments the 
relations of managers and workmen are 
marked by the best of. feeling, and the 
work moves on without halt or conflict- 
as smoothly, indeed, as a Columbia bicycle. 
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COLUMBIA CHARACTERISTICS, 


A brief review of Columbia charac- 
teristics for 1897 will prove an_inter- 
esting and appropriate topic of conclu- 
sion. What is said may be immediately 
prefaced by the inclusive text, that in 
beauty of form, strength of material, deli- 
cacy of adjustment, and trial by experi- 
ment, the new models have as_ nearly 
attained perfection as contemporary condi- 
tions can allow. The 1897 Columbia 
bicycle is more surely and safely than ever 
the Standard of the World. 

After indicating the character of the new 
models, of which there are four, we shall 
proceed to develop in outline the charac- 
teristics named above. 

Model 45 is the regular Columbia bicycle 
for men, and is the embodiment of maxi- 
mum strength and minimum simplicity, 
combined with mechanical care and inge- 
nuity. 

Model 46, the standard wheel for 
women, is an elegant and easy-running 
machine. Its graceful double-loop frame 
is marked by extreme strength, beauty, 
and convenience. 

Models 47 and 48, the diamond-frame 
and loop-frame front tandems respectively, 
exhibit the practical results of all the 
science, ingenuity, perseverance, and prac- 
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tical testing of the most advanced corps of 
bicycle experts in the world. 

That Columbia grace and dignity have 
been amply considered in the new course 
of construction is evident, first of all, in 
the beautiful appearance of the new 
models, which elicits a general chorus of 

g 
tators, novices and experts alike. On 
close inspection it becomes apparent that 
four of the more palpable factors deserve 
the major credit for this result. One is 
the system of flush joints, which prevents 
the juncture of one tube with another 
from showing anywhere on the frame of 
the machine, and ensures a smooth, clean- 
cut appearance. Another is the new fork- 
crown device, an especially distinctive part 
of Columbia identity, which provides a 
handsome nickel escutcheon for the double 
crown, completely encasing and protecting 
the interior. The third is the new aspect 
of the familiar name-plate, which is now 
made of oxidized silver with richly chased 
borders. ‘The fourth point refers to the 
Columbia separate 
spoke-studs, which 
obviate all bending or 
twisting of the spoke, 
and present a hand- 
some effect. 

As regards strength 
of material, the atten- 
tion is first directed to 
the frames of the new 
Columbia bicycles. 
A pistincuisuinc cocum- These are now con- 
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cent, nickel steel tubing, which is made in 
only one mill. ‘The entire output this year 
is controlled by the Pope Manufacturing 
Company for exclusive use in Columbia 
bicycles. The tremendous strength of this 
material is now acknowledged to produce 
a frame of incomparable rigidity. 

Hartford single-tube tires are still em- 
ployed, as the most successful material ex- 
ponents of ‘‘ rubber-tire art and science.’’ 

he complete tread and inner tube are vul- 
canized together, with the fabric between. 
A single compound tube results, with 
mutually supporting and reénforcing parts. 
hese tires, as may readily be deduced, 
are strong and simple, present no problem 
of part friction, are light and buoyant, 
and peculiarly adapted to ready repair. 

The rims, a third feature of strength, 
are built of layers of very stiff wood with 
non-uniform grains, which prevents split- 
ting or warping. ‘Their superior durability 
has stood every test. 

Columbia handle-bar adjustment for 
1897 allows the bar to be held firmly with- 
out the help ofa key. The slightest varia- 
tion of angle is possible, and great strength 
is assured by the use of twenty-gauge 
nickel-steel tubing. 

The choice of eight saddles is provided, 
all of which are strong and comfortable. 
The Columbia saddles are too well and 
favorably known to require any extended 
description. 

The refined and delicate processes of 
adjustment that form the third main char- 
acteristic of Columbia construction are to 
be witnessed in the crank-shaft mechan- 




































ism, the driving-gear, the hubs and ball 
bearings, and the rear forks, all of which 
have now attained the highest degree of 
scientific precision and convenient equip- 
ment. The famous Columbia crank shaft 
is improved by a reversal of the interlock- 
ing arrangement; the sprocket wheels are 
made detachable, to allow of a change of 
gear; the ball cases are hardened, and pos- 
sess removable retaining caps; all oil holes 
are banished from the running gear; the 
tubing in the lower rear forks varies uni- 
formly in adequate circumference, and a 
l)-shape is effected intermediately. 

l'rial by experiment includes the most 
costly scientific tests and the most practi- 
cal proof of road riding. The 1897 Co- 
lumbia has emerged from both with its 
laurels renewed by corroborated judgment. 


A description of the unique Department of 
Tests has already appeared within these 
pages, but a few remarks touching the 
rough-and-ready road trial are necessary. 
Fifteen of the new models were delivered 
on August 3d last to men chosen from 
among the factory hands who were known 
to be merely average riders. They were 
ordered to ride the models over hills and 
dales, rough roads and smooth, rain or 
shine, one hundred miles a day, and to re- 
port every day. This they did with zest 
and enthusiasm. ‘The wheels were ridden 
more than 100,000 miles during three con- 
secutive months, without the breaking of 
a single part. The proof of the bicycle is 
in the riding. No more rigorously prac- 
tical test could have been devised, and 
none could have proved more satisfactory. 
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In conclusion it is only necessary to 
remember that every factor, whether of a 
material or mental nature, which appears 
likely to aid effectively the continual 
approach which the Columbia bicycle is 
making towards its ideal of mechanical 
perfection, is welcomed and tested, but 
adopted only after exhaustive and thorough 
trial; it is only necessary to remember this 
truth and the great expense incident to its 
maintenance, to allow of some obvious de- 
ductions. It is plain that such conditions 
as bring about the leadership of the Pope

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THE EVOLUTION OF 


| HE first shoe factory in the United 

States was established at Danvers, 
Massachusetts, about 1786, by Zerubbabel 
Porter, who waxed prosperous by making 
heavy ig for slaves in the South. 
hese were put together by hand in the 
che on way, and it is only by courtesy 
that the establishment can be called a 
shoe factory. The same applies to the 
industry started by Moses Putnam, a jour- 
neyman shoe- 
maker,who in 1779, 
as the record say Ss, 

bought a side of 
leather and set up 
for himself.’’ In- 
deed, these early 
shoe factories 
which began to 
spring up in New 
England about the 
beginning of the 
century, were mere 
iy cutting -rooms 
and places for stor- 
ing the lasts and —— 
stocks Here the 
uppers, soles, and linings were cut by hand 
and then given out to people in the vicin- 
ty, mostly farmers and fishermen, to be 
stitched together and then paid for at so 
I] ich a dozen. 

Such was the beginning of the shoe in- 
dustry in New England. Hundreds of 
families added to their resources in this 
way, the women doing the lighter work, 
the men the heavier. Before the machine 
for pegging shoes was invented by Samuel 
Preston in 1833, the men drove the pegs, 
vhile the women stitched the uppers. And 
in fishing communities, where the men were 
most of the time away in their boats, their 
wives and daughters, who stayed at home,

department, a stitching-room, and 
This took the making 
of shoes entirely away from the farmhouses 
and cottages and centred it within the walls 
of steadily growing factories. 

But the modern factory-made shoe was 
only in the first steps of its evolution. 
Not only had it no pretensions to style or 
to fineness of material, but it was sadly 
lacking in fit. The lasts used in the fac- 
tories were clumsily constructed with flat 
iron-shod bottoms that represented but 
poorly the human foot. And the shoes 
were turned out in a limited number of 
sizes with only one width for each, so that 
a man with a narrow foot had to buy a 
shoe too short for him in order to get the 
proper width, or too wide for him if he 
would have the proper length. And be- 
sides that, these early factory shoes had 
soles that were rough and painful to the 
feet, for the McKay machine sewed its 
hard waxed threads right through the in- 
sole, and these made ridges which were 
far from pleasant to a tender skin. Fur- 
thermore, the soles were full of nails used 
in making fast the insole to the uppers, 
as was the process then. 

The next step forward in the factory 
processes, and this was a great step, was 
taken with the introduction in 1873 of the 
Goodyear machines, which replaced those 
of the McKay pattern and made it possible 
to follow in the factory the methods of 
the custom shoemaker. From this time 
dates the revolution in the shoemaking 
industry, which has been progressing 
steadily up to the present day. The 
Goodyear machines did away with the 
ii 
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shoe, sewing 

the insoles to the uppers, and at the same 
time sewing fast to the insoles a strip of 
leather known as the welt, which projects 
around the sole, and affords a sure and 
easy means of sewing on the outer 
sole. The introduction of the welt in 
the manufacture of shoes was not less 
important than the introduction of the 
pneumatic tire in the manufacture of 
bicycles. 

It is easy to understand why the McKay 
machines could not be used to sew a welt 
upon the insole, since they made use of a 
straight needle, while the position of the 
welt required the use of a curved needle. 
Indeed, it might be said that two curved 
needles were necessary, and a Goodyear 
machine in operation suggests a big iron 
parrot whose sharp, curving beaks open 
and shut with a great clatter as they go 
through and through the leather. One of 
the curved needles is an awl which makes 
the hole through which the other needle, 
fashioned with barbed end, draws the 
thread. And so the work is done, the welt 
is sewed fast securely, and all nails through 
the insole are dispensed with. And other 
Goodyear machines, not less ingenious in 
construction, sew fast the outer sole to 
this welt or projecting edge of leather; 
and they all imitate the operations of the 
shoemaker at his bench, only that what he 
does slowly they do with speed, and they 
draw the threads tighter than any shoe- 
maker can draw them and with more uni- 
form tension. 

It now began to be plain to those who 
looked ahead that machinery was destined 
to do for shoes in the near future what it 
had already done to a great extent for the

other articles of man’s apparel—that is, 
take them from the individual or cus- 
tom maker and produce them better and 
more cheaply in factories. Pioneers in 
shoemaking saw that the day of the cob- 
bler at his bench was drawing to a close, 
and the time coming when men would get 
their shoes where they got their shirts, 
hats, and clothes: that is, in great factories.

With the ordinary running of the factory 


the journey of a shoe, from the cutting- 
room to the packing-room, occupies about 
ten days. 

Before entering the cutting-room, let us 
see what happens to the sole leather down 
on the ground floor. First, these heavy 
hides of steers, tanned in a special way to 
make them hard for wear, are piled up in 
the stock-room: Then they are sorted 
out according to their best adaptability, 
for each hide gives several qualities or 
grades of soles, and there are certain 
parts of each which could not be used for 
outer soles at all. As a general rule, the 
backs and hindquarters of the steer furnish 
the best outer soles, the shoulders and 
heads do for insoles, while the bellies go

sut first we will take a look at the cut- 
ting-room, where half a hundred men, with 
knives and patterns, are busy at the 
benches. Whatever wonders may be ac- 
complished by machines’ in other parts 
of the factory, there is no chance for 
machines here, where everything depends 
upon skill of the hand and eye. The chief 
reason why no machine could ever do the 
cutter’s work, is that no machine could 
furnish the intelligence to decide how any 
given hide could be used to the best ad- 
vantage. For the cutter’s skill is shown 
not so much in the mere cutting of the 
leather, but in knowing its good points 
ind bad points, a knowledge that takes 
Although the heads of

the factory pride themselves on buying 
only the best grades of leather in the 
market, still it remains true that nearly 
every hide, however perfect, contains 
some spot or portion that is not as good 
as the rest. In calfskins, for instance, 
there are apt to be “‘soft spots”’ at the 
ends of the thighbone, and as these soft 
spots never occur in just the same places 
in any two hides, they must be carefully 
sought for, and discovered by the “ feel,”’ 
so that the workman may avoid them. 
Then there are ‘‘slaughter cuts’’ to be 
looked out for and special defects to which 
each kind of hide is liable, such as a ten 
dency to weakness down the backbone. 
In general, the best leather in a hide is 
found back of the foreshoulder, and espe- 
cially around the hindquarters. 

All these things the ‘cutter must know, 
and also the particular adaptability of this 
or that kind of hide to this or that part of 
the shoe, that goatskins and skins of the 
gray kangaroo will go for toppings, that 
the best waxed calf is necessary for tips 
and vamps, that certain inferior grades 
will do for lace stays and tongues, etc. A 
person of inquiring mind will pick up in 
an hour in this room more knowledge about 
leather than he had ever dreamed of. He 
will learn that large quantities of the so- 
called *‘ French patent calf’’ is made in 
Germany, and most of the ‘* Russia 
leather,’’ which is only calfskin tanned in 
a particular way, is made in America. He 
will learn that certain kinds of leather are 
tanned with the ‘*‘ grain’’ or hair side out, 
and that other kinds, or even the same 
kinds when used for other purposes, are 
tanned with the ‘‘ flesh’’ side out. 

It is interesting to watch the long line 


















































of around the three 
sides of the rcom as they bend over their 
work. For each pair of shoes a score of 
separate pieces must be cut: the top in two 
pieces for each shoe, the vamp or part just 
above the sole, the tip, the two lace stays, 
the tongue; and the linings, sometimes of 
cloth, sometimes of calfskin. In cutting 
these parts the men use steel-bound pat 
erns ranged by the hundred in racks along 
Che work goes from man to man, 
each cutting his own part. 

Up and down the centre of the room 
run three lengths of tables on which the 
stock is laid out and the finished cuttings 
ranged together in piles by the foreman 
and his assistant, preparatory to being

series of printed slips, some scores of 
them, attached together like coupons. 


Each one of these slips bears the name of 
some step in the process of manufacture; 
and in the journey of the shaes through 
the factory, as soon as each successive step 
is taken the operator tears off his coupon 
from the tag and keeps it carefully, to be 
turned in along with many others when 
pay-day comes around. Each one of these 
coupons is an order for just so much cash, 
so that none of them go astray, and thus 
the company have an admirable means of 
keeping check upon the amount of work 
done in every department of the factory. 
When all the coupons have been torn off 
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there remains the original tag, which goes 
with the shoes into the packing-room. 
Each tag contains, furthermore, precise in- 
structions from the office, telling the head 
cutter what stock he is to lay out, what 
styles to follow, etc., and giving all other 
heads of departments such information 
about that particular case of shoes as they 
will need. And a record of these tags is 
kept, so that at any time the men in the of- 
fice, by turning up the number of any given 
pair of shoes, can see when it was made, 
when shipped, when sold, and all about it. 

Now let us follow the pieces for the 
uppers, as we have seen them cut, into 
the stitching-room, which is also on the

Operations that 
must be going on in the entire 
factory. There are girls who do nothing 


but prepare the linings for the tops, or paste 
on the eyelet stays, or stitch the facing and 
tongues, or stitch on the back stays. Other 
girls stitch together the leather for the tops, 
which is in two pieces, fold over the eyelet 
edges of the leather for a smooth finish, and 
then stitch the leather and the facings to- 
gether. Then the vampers—these are usu- 
ally men, for the work is difficult—take the 
tops and vamps and sew them together with 
many rows of stitches, thus completing the 
uppers.

rHE MODEL-MAKER, 


Having passed from bench to bench 
through all the processes of the stitching- 
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room, the completed uppers are sent down 
to the floor below, where they are stretched 
over the lasts and then put through a suc- 
cession of heavy machines that put on 
the bottoms. As the excellence of the 
Regal shoe is due in great measure to 
the perfection of the lasts used, it may be 
well to pause for a moment here and see 
what.is going on in a quiet room on the 
top floor, where the head model-maker 
spends hours every day evolving lasts for 
the new styles. It should be borne in 
mind that the shape and artistic finish of 
a shoe depend mainly upon the form of 
the last, which is almost as important in 
the construction of a shoe as the mould is 
in the making of a bronze casting. For 
years far too little at- 
tention was paid by shoe 
manufacturers to the 
lasts used in their fac- 
, the consequence 
being that factory-made 
shoes were neither styl- 
ish in appearance nor 
correct in fit. Realizing 
all this, the Regal Com- 
pany set out at the very 
start to find a last that 
would properly repre- 
sent the shape of the 
human foot and be 
proportioned on 
fashionable lines. It 
was decided, in the 
first place, that, to 
suit the great vari- 
feet in the world, 
tory must turn out

PERFECTING THE SCIENTIFIC LAST, 


Nor was that enough; for it was found, 
in a study of many pairs of shoes more or 
less worn, that there were certain points of 
pressure in a man’s foot, critical points as 
they might be called, that were not suffi- 
ciently provided for by merely changing 
the length or width. Certain radical de- 
fects were discovered in the old form of 
vi

last, a form which is still used in some 
factories, and a resolute effort was made 
to overcome these defects. Little by 
little, working with draw-knife and file, 
the model-maker wrought out from the 
block of wood what he regarded as the 
scientific, the ideal, the regal model; and 
this was sent to the last-makers, and from 
it a last was made that was a revelation to 
the makers of factory shoes, and espe- 
cially so to the wearers of them. 

Of course, the factory turns out shoes in 
a great variety of styles and finish, in all 
one hundred and forty-one for the year 
1897, but the differences in all these shoes 
do not concern the essential measurements 
of the foot—the ball, the instep, the waist, 
etc. These never 
change when once the 
last is right; and, of 
course, if the shoe fits 
here, it matters little, as 
far as comfort goes, 
how the toes are shaped 
or how the leathers and 
trimmings are blended 
and finished. From a 
single model _ several 
thousand pairs of lasts 
will be ordered at the 
last factory, sometimes 
as many as ten thousand 
pairs; for each _ indi- 
vidual shoe must have

DETAILS OF FIT AND STYLE, 


Experiments in the model-room have 
demonstrated another surprising thing, 
namely, that a last made from a perfect 
cast of a man’s foot would have no value 
whatever in fitting that man with a shoe he 
would want to wear. Strange as it may 
seem, such a shoe would not fit at all; for 
one reason, because the foot spreads sev- 
eral sizes when the person’s weight comes 
on it. And there are other reasons, which 
it would require a scientific treatise to ex- 
plain. 

One other important step taken in this 
factory was the introduction of the Tyler 
hinged last, which can be taken out of the 
shoe without injuring the shape, as was 
not possible with the old style of lasts. 

So much for fit and comfort, which, it 
must be admitted, have been admirably 
insured by these precautions. But more 
than these are needed in a shoe: there must 
be wearing qualities as well, and there must 
be style. In securing the comfort of the 
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foot the heads of this factory 
may well claim, as we have seen, 
to be pioneers ; but in regard 
xe recaL to the changing fashions, which 

* “* are matters of caprice, they are 

rrom tue content to follow the lead of 

uzR. the best custom shoemakers 

in London and New York. 

What they make is what the best people 

wear, and there can be no mistake in imi- 

tating them. Fashion at the best is only 
imitation. 

So every season, as they are preparing 
their new models, shoes are purchased re- 
gardless of expense from the most fash- 
ionable custom makers in this country or 
abroad. These shoes are brought to the 
model-room of the factory and ruthlessly 
torn apart, cut up, so that any secrets of 
changing vogue that they contain may be 
revealed. Thus the Regal shoe is not 
only a comfortable shoe, scientific in con- 
struction, but it is a thoroughly stylish and 
up-to-date shoe. 


THE LASTING-MACHINES,. 


Let us now return to the bottoming 
department, where the chief processes in 
shoe manufacture are to be seen, where 
these famous Goodyear machines, with 
their parrot beaks, work tirelessly with a 
great turning of cams and champing of 
steel. This department covers the whole 
of the third floor and is divided into two 
great rooms, each occupying an entire wing 
of the building, the one being known as the 
lasting-room the other as the sole-fast- 
ening room. In the former are thousands 
and thousands of lasts ranged in boxes 
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FACTORY. 


that run up and down the length of the 
room. Parallel to this line of boxes is 
a row of pillars surrounded with circular 
shelves divided into compartments for 
holding the uppers as received from thx 
stitching-room. Around the windows are 
twenty-five or thirty lasting - machines, 
strange contrivances with four pairs of 
iron hands on either side that clutch the 
uppers and stretch them over the lasts, 
while a pair of iron jaws at either end 
draw the leather tight lengthways. No 
shoemaker stretching his leather by hand 
could get it tighter over the lasts than 
these machines do, especially as the work- 
men give the uppers a preliminary stretch- 
ing by hand before the iron jaws and 
hands get hold of them. 

After being thus tightly stretched around 
the lasts, and while still in the grip of the 
machine, the workmen make fast the edges 
of the uppers to the insoles, which are 
laid to the bottom of the last, by tacking 
them securely with a quantity of little 
tacks which are driven with amazing swift- 
ness from a sort of wholesale tacking 
contrivance that does its work with ad- 
mirable dispatch. This leaves the uppers 
fastened firmly to the insoles, and both 
insoles and uppers tacked fast to the last 
inside. 

Now for the first time the form of the 
shoe appears, since the last is inside, and 
from now until the time of shipment each 
pair of lasts stays inside its pair of shoes. 
From this time on the shoes go from one 
room to another on racks, each one hold- 
ing twenty-four pairs of shoes. In most 
factories the lasts are taken out of the 
shoes much earlier in the process of manu- 
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facture, but this is a disadvantage, since 
the subsequent handling of the shoes is apt 
to disfigure them. 

Now we enter the sole-fastening room 
and witness the first operation of sewing on 
the welts, and we see why the Goodyear 
machines which do this sewing must have 
curved needles; for the welts, which are 
strips of leather, about an inch 
wide, fed out of the machine by the yard, 
are not attached by sewing directly through 
the insole, but by sewing through a ridge or 
‘channel’’ of leather which has been pre- 
viously cut in the insole, and which allows 
this strip of leather to 


strong 
Ss 
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ball of the foot. This hollow space has at 
different times been filled up with various 
things—with pieces of upper leather, with 
tarred felt, and with skivings of 
leather. All these had one disadvantage 
or another: the felt was not waterproof, 
and the leather squeaked. Finally a mix- 
ture of ground cork and rubber cement was 
tried, and was found to give excellent re- 
sults, so much so that the Regal shoe, with 
the inner sole thus “filled,” is provided 
with a sure anti-squeak and a cork sole as 

well. 
The remaining operations of the sole-fas- 
tening room, which are

Before the outer sole can be put on, how- 
ever, the shoe must go through several 
First, the edges of the uppers 
must be trimmed off close along the seam 
that holds on the welt. Then a slip of 
steel must be laid along the insole where 
the hollow of the foot comes, and a piece 
of leather board laid over this to give the 
necessary stiffness to the shank and pre- 
vent the shoe from doubling up. Then 
comes the filling in of the sole, or the 
“levelling it up,’’ for the application of 
the welt has left a hollow space along the 
Vill

so of separate machines, 
result in putting on the 
outer soles and _ the 
heels, and in trimming 
and smoothing these to 
the proper shape. After 
passing through the 
hands of the welters, the 
seam-trimmers, the welt- 
beaters, and the bottom 
fillers, the shoes come 
to the sole-layers, who 
daub the bottoms over 
with a sticky cement, 
and on this the outer 
soles are presently 
pressed fast in the sole- 
laying machines. Then

soles to the shape of the 
lasts, cutting off a quarter of an inch or so 


of the edges. These machines also cut 
‘*channels’’ around the bottoms of the 
outer soles; that is, lift up a fringe of 
leather about half an inch deep around 
the edges, which will be later pressed back 
to cover the stitches. It is this ‘‘ channel- 
ling ’’ of the bottoms that gives the smooth 
finish to the sole of the modern shoe, with 
no trace of stitching.

Now the shoes are ready for sewing, and 
again they go through Goodyear machines, 
these heavier than the ones for sewing 
the welt and with the same parrot-like 
arrangement of barbed needle and awl, 
and with greater complications in the 
shuttle. The stitches are made through 
welt and outer sole, from a hundred and 
fifty to two hundred of them in each shoe, 
and every one of them lock-stitches with 
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-cord _ linen 
thread, so that there 
is no possibility of the 
seams giving way. 
Now the ‘‘ chan- 
nel”’ fringe of 
leather is cemented 
down smooth over the 
seam, and the shoes 
go into a queer level- 
ling-machine, a

all intents and purposes; all that it needs is 
some trimming and smoothing down, some 
finishing and beautifying touches to make 
it please the eye. The heel especially needs 
attention. It must be trued in the rotary 
rand and rolled and shaved and ‘‘ drested,’”’ 
and slugged with brass slugs made of wire 
that is fed by the yard into the slugging- 
machine;

And now it may be asked, if this Regal 
shoe is made with all the pains that have 
been described, if it contains, as it does, 
the best leather to be bought in this coun- 
try or abroad, if it has the wearing quali- 
ties, the style, and the fit of the custom- 
made shoe, how is it possible to sell it for 
three dollars and a half? ‘To understand 
this, we must take account of the methods 
adopted for the sale of this shoe, methods 
which are as admirable and unusual as are 
the processes of the factory. 
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By the system that once prevailed among 
shoe manufacturers, and that still prevails 
to a large extent, each pair of shoes was 
sold three times, first by the factory to the 
jobber, second by the jobber to the re- 
tailer, and finally by the retailer to the 
customer. ‘Thus the customer had to pay 
not only the factory price, but the jobber’s 
profit and the retailer's profit, so that, 
assuming that the factory could afford to 
sell a pair of shoes for three dollars and a 
half, the customer would hardly get them 
for less than five dollars. 

But the makers of the Regal shoe were 
men of foresight and wide ambition. 
They said to themselves: ‘‘If there is al- 
ready a great demand for factory-made 
shoes of high grade at five dollars, how 
much greater will that demand be if the 
same shoes can be furnished at factory 
prices; in other words, if we can enable 
the customer to buy his shoes directly 
from us without paying any extra profit to 
jobber or retailer.’’ And that conception 
has finally been realized. The Regal shoe 
is to-day sold directly from the factory to 
the public through the company’s stores 
in the chief cities of the United States. 

The Boston store is the headquarters of 
this great business, a storehouse from 
which all the shoes are distributed, a cen- 
tre of direction for all the branch houses. 
Every night the manager of every branch 
store forwards to the Boston store the tags 
taken from every pair of shoes sold during 
that day, together with a detailed report 
of the day’s sales and expenditures. He 
also forwards a duplicate deposit slip, or a 
receipt, from the receiving teller of the 
local bank where his money is deposited. 
Thus it is literally true that the firm in 
Boston know every day, to a single pair 
and a particular size, how many shoes are 
on the shelves of each branch house and 
what shoes these are, and know to a cent 
how much money each branch house has 
in the bank or in its money drawer, and 
how the sales of each are going; in a word, 
are in as close touch with each of the branch 
stores as if all were in one large building 
under the eye of one superintendent. 

And, indeed, they are under such a 
watchful eye, for a general manager de- 
votes all his time to travelling from city to 
city, from store to store. One thing that 
he never fails to do is to look over the 
tags of shoes on the shelves, note the 
factory date, and if he sees any that have 
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been there too long, mark them for imme- 
diate sale. It is against the policy of the 
company to keep old shoes in stock: what 
they sell is always the latest style. 

Another strong point in the financial 
policy of the Regal Company is their prin- 
ciple, never departed from, of doing a 
strictly cash business. Paying cash they 
discount all their bills, and thus save a 
handsome margin; for the man who has 
cash in his hands can always get the best 
in the market at a lower rate than the man 
who buys ‘‘ontime.’” What wonder that, 
with all the thousands of dollars saved 
every month in these various ways, they 
are able to sell the Regal shoe at a price 
that otherwise would be impossible! 

This enlightened business policy and this 
perfect organization have accomplished 
the result that might have been expected. 
Indeed, for the past six months the pub- 
lic demand for Regal shoes has been 
so far ahead of the supply as to cause 
much disappointment among customers. 
Thousands of pairs of Regal shoes could 
have been sold beyond what were sold 
if the factory could have produced them. 
While the manufacturers regret this dif- 
ficulty, they also take just pride in it, 
since it is the most sincere tribute the 
public could pay to the excellence of their 
shoes, and they take pleasure in announc- 
ing that this difficulty of inadequate supply 
has been finally provided against by in- 
creasing the capacity of the factory for 
the year 1897 threefold over its capacity 
in 1896. And the capacity of 1896 had 
already shown a threefold increase over 
that of two years before. 

One feature of the business which de- 
serves special mention, since it has con- 
tributed largely to the rapid increase of 
sales, is the mailing department, with its 
system of sales on written specifications 
While it is no doubt better for a customer 
to have his shoes fitted at one of the retail 
stores, it is still possible, by following the 
directions furnished for taking the meas- 
urements of one’s foot, to obtain shoes 
by mail that will give excellent satisfaction. 
And in cases where customers have been 
fitted once at any one of the Regal stores, 
it is possible for them in the future to get 
their shoes by mail without the least danger 
of misfit. Every day Regal shoes are 
shipped by hundreds of pairs to all parts 
of America and to foreign countries, some 
going as far as Honolulu and China.

AN AMERICAN IDEA. 


ohn / “THE “National 
Ze Popular Re- 
view,’ in an 
article upon 
“Home Mineral 
Waters,” strikes 
an American 
idea worthy of 
being quoted, 
read, and re- 
membered by 
every believer in 
American prod- 
ucts for Ameri- 

cans: ‘“* We import waters and use 

them, thinking perhaps that they 
must be better because they are imported, 
while at our own doors, within easy reach, 
are the selfsame beneficial and curative 
agents in rich copiousness.” 

It then proceeds to give interesting facts 
about the famous Londonderry (N. H.) 
Spring, which is creating such havoc among 
both the foreign and domestic water trade. 
A few facts which explain why such signal 
success has crowned the efforts of the com- 
pany owning this Spring may not be unin- 
teresting. 

Years and years ago, fighting General 
John Stark, whose home with that of 
“Mollie’’ was near the Spring, discovered 
that his rheumatism was benefited by the 
water.

natural lithia 

spring, or who think they know now to 
make one; but to our mind these com- 
panies cannot seriously affect the London- 
derry Company, whose contention is that 
lithia and water do not make /ithia water in 
any way resembling Londonderry, which is 
a distinct medicinal compound, having a defi- 
nite field of action as much as ofium or 
cinchona, 

The lithia in the water, say they, does 
not comprise all the medicinal virtue any 
more than the morphia represents a// that is 
of clinical value in opium, "Hence we say 
that any water which does not contain a// 
the ingredients, compounded in the same 
order, something which can never be known, 
is not a proper substitute for this old and 
reliable gift of nature. 

Right here seems to be the proper place 
to refer to what so good an authority as the 





“ Pharmaceutical Era” has said relative to 
the medicinal qualities of this water : 

“So many able physicians have testified 
to the therapeutic value of Londonderry 
Lithia Water that a consideration of its 
value as disclosed by chemical analysis is 
superfluous.

Then you know where 
to strike to get in a blow below the belt of 
your enemy. Doctors are now substantially 
agreed that an excess of uric acid in the 
blood is productive of many disorders, some 
of which are of a very serious nature, and 
not infrequently lead to death. This con- 
dition the doctors call lithemia, and one of 
them discourses upon its symptoms and 
manifestations as follows : 

“Tf it be true that Americans are a nation 
of ‘nervous prostrates,’ then common in- 
deed is lithemia. Take, for instance, insom- 
nia, a condition far from rare in city life, 





so frequently made worse by hypnotics, 
so quickly relieved when once the true 
cause is recognized—a sleeplessness due to 
derangement of the liver, producing lithe- 
mia. Then, again, megrim, so very com- 
mon, is quickly relieved by the same agents 
as were so useful in insomnia, when the 
cause is rightly understood as simply a 
lithemic crisis. Neuralgic pains, so annoy- 
ing when due to an excess of uric acid; 
muscular rheumatism, a manifestation of 
lithemia; gravel, and the painful urethritis, 
so often an accompaniment; and general 
pruritis, so often due to an excess of uric 
acid. Oftentimes palpitation and irregu- 
larity of rhythm of the heart are produced 
by the state of the blood; also the minor 
symptoms of disturbed action of the heart, 
such as giddiness and dimness of vision. 
The mal-products of digestion are positive 
depressant poison ; hence lithemic patients 
present themselves as woful objects; they 
are in dread of apoplexy, or are sure they 
are developing paresis, or they are insuffer- 
able cranks. The functions of the liver and 
kidneys are very closely related ; so that 
what starts as a mere functional disorder 
of the liver will in time, if not checked, end 
in organic disease of the kidneys. ‘ Renal 
degeneration is a consequence of the long- 
continued elimination of products of faulty 
digestion through the kidneys;’ so that 
what originates as lithemia often terminates 
as uremia. It is well to remember that uric 
acid is a ‘kidney irritant ;’ also that uric 
acid ‘teases the whole urinary tract from 
the tubules of the kidney to the meatus ;’ 
also that the excess of uric acid is a frequent 
cause of various ailments.”’ 

What about this uric acid, that is such a 
bane to humans, plaguing them so without 
provocation, and playing havoc with their 
happiness? It even threatens their lives 
on occasion, and will not be content to 
play its legitimate réle unless it is subdued 
by Londonderry water—drowned into a 
condition of proper subserviency, as it 
were. We must go to some high authority 
to get information about this malevolent 
influence that invades our blood; so here is 
what Dr. Wiest, the eminent specialist, has 
to say: 

“1 firmly believe that when we know as 
much about uric acid and the rdle it plays 
in disease as we do about many other things 
we shall have the key to the prevention and 
cure of a great many troubles that are now 
taxing the ingenuity of the physician. We 
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shall then treat a great many diseases intel- 
ligently and scientifically which we are now 
treating empirically. Asan example of this, 
I will cite acute tonsilitis, the treatment of 
which has been almost entirely empirical. 
Now, if we can prove tonsilitis to be caused 
by uric acid, which it certainly is, we can 
very soon tell how to treat it. 

“ When a patient comes to me with any 
of the following symptoms I immediately 
look for uric acid, and generally find it in 
sufficient quantities to cause the trouble: 
Intense headache, coming on either in the 
morning before rising or after dinner. ‘The 
morning headache often passes off after the 
patient has been up and about his work a 
short time ; the afternoon headache gener- 






ally becomes easier or ceases altogether at 
evening. ‘There may be a pain and a tired 
feeling in the back ; a feeling of complete 
‘goneness,’ or of fulness, as the case may 
be, in the stomach or bowels, with extreme 
restlessness ; ‘blind staggers,’ as the pa- 
tients often call it; dizziness; whizzing lights 
before the eyes; temporarilydisturbed vision; 
buzzing in the ears, with a sense of fulness 
in the head. Sometimes the face is flushed, 
especially in the afternoon ; the eyes con- 
gested. ‘There may be aversion to mental 
or physical exertion ; a sense of impending 
danger ; irritable temper ; indigestion, with 
all of its accompanying evils ; rheumatism 
and neuralgic pains. 

“There is another symptom, or class of 
symptoms, that must have a little more ex- 
tended notice. as they are important in this 
connection, from the fact that they are 
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usually referred to other causes, and come 
under the head of skin diseases. They are 
urticaria, or nettlerash, some forms of ecze- 
ma, and a condition that I will not name, 
but will try to describe in a few words. It 
consists of an intense itching that appears 
in the fall, and disappears in the spring with 
the return of warm weather. One woman 
always spoke of it as her ‘ winter itch.’ ” 

This is sufficiently dispiriting, to be sure. 
It reads as though we were in for a pretty 
serious time when uric acid gets rampant 
‘‘in our midst,” as the orators are so fond 
of expressing it. Is there balm in Gilead, 
or in the whole range of the pharmacopeeia? 
Perhaps not, but hope need not be aban- 
doned. There is still Londonderry Lithia 
Water, and while that famous 
spring holds out to flow the 
vilest trick of uric acid may be 
reduced to its proper condition 
Ys of servitude, and confined in 

its activities to the duties as- 
signed to it by nature. This 
same wise doctor continues :

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HOW FACES ARE TRANSFORMED 


By NAM DERIH SYRUBDOOW 


There is no longer necessity of any one 
being obliged to go through life with an 
unsightly face. 

Every one can be good-looking. No 
matter what featural disfigurement, facial 
blemish or skin disease one has, his feat- 
ures can be made regular and pleasing, and 
his skin clear, soft and healthy. 

Up to a short time ago there were hun- 
dreds of homely but wealthy people in the 
world who would give half their fortunes 
if they could be better looking. But now, 
thanks to dermato- 
logical and plastic 
surgery, faces can be 
transformed — ‘‘ made 
over,” so to speak— 
in such a way as to 
almost change a per- 
son’s identity. 

It seems remarkable 
when one realizes that 
his ears can be 
closer to his head if 
they project too far; 
that his nose can be 
straightened if it is crooked, or relieved of 
a hump if it is of a pronounced Roman 
type; that wrinkles can be removed, and 
that so many improvements can be made 
in a human face that an unattractive person 
of sixty can be transformed into a good- 
looking individual who does not look over 
forty. The most interesting fact in con- 
nection with these operations is that they 
are painless ; foran anesthetic temporarily 
deadens the nerves, and the patient feels 
no more pain than when having his hair 
cut 

Many readers probably regard 
operations with more or less doubt. 

[hat is because they are practically new 
to the public. In reality they are very 
simple. For instance, let us take wrinkles, 
which are caused by a looseness or full-

ness of the skin. When a dress is too 
full it is ‘‘taken up,” and the fullness 
thereby removed. The operation for 
wrinkles is similar. The “slack” or 
loose skin is tightened, and when the 
skin is sufficiently tight there can be 
no wrinkles. 

Again, here is an awfully homely nose. 
It is a very pronounced Roman, or, as the 
boy described it, “has a big hump on it.” 
The surgeon simply lays the skin back 
and removes enough cartilage and bone 
to bring the line of the nose straight; 
then he joins the edges-of the skin together 
and applies fine adhesive plaster. In a 
few days the plaster is removed and no 
scar remains. 

In the case of outstanding ears, they 
are simply sewed to the sides of the head 
after the skin and a little of the cartilag 
is removed, so that the flesh will knit 
together, which occurs usually inside of 
two weeks. Then the stitches are re- 
moved, and the ears are close to the head 
instead of standing out almost at right 
angles. 

On August 17th a young man rode up 
to the Woodbury Institute on his bicycle. 
He seated himself in the operating chair 
and had his ears operated upon, and an 
hour later was speed- 
ing homeward on his 
wheel as happy as 
though he had just sat 
for his photograph.

The following ts a translation of part of a speech delivered in 
Switzerland, November, 1876, by M. Edw. Favre-Perret, the 
chief Commissioner in the Swiss department and member of the 
International Jury on watches at the Centennial Exhibition at 
Philadelphia, and ts worthy the attention of every good 
American. 

‘*Gentlemen, here is what I have seen. I asked 
from the manager of the Waltham Company a 
watch of a certain quality.

Last month we were able to commend with- 
out reservation the general design, method 
and scope of Charles Dudley Warner’s new 
Library of the World’s Best Literature.

I have analyzed and photographed parts of each 
specimen, and designated them alphabetically. 


One of the Calculi from the collection marked **A” 





(Calculi “*A™ magnified 12 diameters.) 


was 3-16 of an inch in diameter, of an orange color, 
and on section, exhibited a nucleus, surrounded by nine concentric layers of a crystalline 
structure, as shown in the accompanying photograph, marked ‘‘A,” magnified 12 diameters 

On chemical analysis it was found to consist of Uric Acid (colored by organic substances 
from the urine), with traces of Ammonium Urate and Calcium Oxalate. 

\ fragment of a broken down calculus from the same collection was found to consist 
of Uric Acid. 

One of the fragments, taken at random from the collection marked ‘‘ B,” which was 
still more disintegrated than the preceding one, proved on analysis to be composed chiefly 
of Uric Acid and Ammonium Urate, with a trace of Calcium 
Oxalate. See accompanying photograph ‘‘ B,” magnified 12 
diameters. 

The contents of the boxes marked ‘ C,” consisted chiefly of 
whitish crystalline materials.

ESPITE the remarkably varied contents of 
D Charles Dudley Warner’s “ Library of 
the World’s Best Literature,’’ the accu- 
racy and perfection required, and the wide divi- 
sion of labor involved, two more of the superb 
volumes have promptly come to hand, and these 
more than bear out the high opinion we had 
already formed of the work. These volumes 
impress us again with the felicity of the idea 
and the excellence of the general aim and plan. 
It is the crowning virtue of Mr. 
Warner’s Library that it de- 
livers the masterpieces of liter- 
ature, ina most convenient and 
available form, into the hands 
of the people to whom they 
properly belong—the master- 
pieces, too, not simply of this 
country or that country, this 
time or that time, but of all 
countries and of all times that 
in literature have produced 
masterpieces. It is a great 
idea ; and we rejoice to see it 
coming to us so admirably 
fulfilled under the execution 
of Mr. Warner, Mr. Mabie, 
and their learned associates. 
As above stated, the two 
volumes just issued repeat 
the excellence of tle earlier 
volumes. True, Mr. Warner’s 
Library is not avowedly de- 
voted to any special field of knowledge such as 
science or history ; it is more; it comprehends 
all departments of intellectual activity. A good 
Library of Literature must, in the very nature 
of the case, comprise the most agreeable and 
anthoritative record of whatever has been learned 
or thought in the world, whether it falls in the 
domain of history, science, fancy or speculation. 
Hence, with only these thirty volumes, one will 
possess an all-round, general working library. 
As showing the comprehensiveness of the two 
volumes now before us, it may be said that they 
range from Bion, the Greek poet who lived some 
275 years before Christ and wrote the noble 
*Threnody,’’ to James M. Barrie, whom only 
the other day in New York, publishers and ed- 
itors were jostling each other, to banquet and 
placate, in the hope of securing the right to pub-

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lish his next novel. Along with an interesting 
sketch of Mr. Barrie’s life and a remarkably in- 
telligent and sympathetic study of his genius, is 
given the best of his ‘‘ Auld Licht Idylls”’ and 
of the stories in ‘‘A Window in Thrums,”’ and 
even a fine episode from ‘‘ Sentimental Tommy,” 
that wonderful novel of his which is only just now 
published. This fora work of the magnitude and 
enduring quality of the Library, is keeping upto 
date with an emphasis.

For a person of general culture 
not to know something of his life and writings is 
what it would be for English readers not to know 
something of Shakespeare.

The frontispiece of one of 
the new volumes is an excel- 
lent portrait of Henry Ward 
Beecher. Dr. Lyman Abbott,
